Our Brethren in Eastern Europe. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that the moving appeals made by the 
CHIEF RABBI and other speakers at the meeting at Brondesbury 
Synagogue last Sunday will sink deep into the hearts of the whole 
Community. Such a tragedy as was depicted in these speeches has 
rarely overtaken a people—a tragedy which runs to the whole scale 
of human suffering and misery. It is difficult to take in the entire 
grim picture of the Russo-Jewish travail, as Dr. Hertz drew it. 
But one statement alone which he made—the massacre of whole 
schools of Jewish children—-should send a thrill of borror through 
the world, if humanity is not hopelessly debauched by the reign of 
blood under which it hasbeenliving, Itis an appalling thing to realise 
that, instead of offering succour to the victims of these outrages, 
leading journals in this country are engaged in a cruel agitation which, 
as Dr. Hertz showed, can only heap fresh fuels on the flames, and 
encourage the perpetration of fresh atrocities. But Jews here. at all 
events; have if within their power to assuage, in some degree, the 
sorrows of their coreligionists. They at least can hasten with food 
and ctothing to their hapless kith and kin, and help them to re-build 
their desolated homes. Up till the present, they have not done so. 


Whether it be that glut of recent horrors has deadened their 


sympathies: or that they have not heard or cannot imagine, the 
figures given by the Curer Raper prove that Jéwry, dwelling 
here in security, has not felt for its stricken brothers in 
Russia and has not held out a helping land to them. Itis

by the Jews of the West End. Compared with the magnificent, the

The Jewish Position in Hungary. 


THE letter from a Budapest Rabbi, which we publish elsewhere, 
is a distressing account of the sorrows and trials of Hungarian 
Jewry. Our coreligionists in Hungary, like Jews elsewhere, have 
not only shared the miseries in general, brought on by the war, but 
have had to bear the brunt of a campaign specially directed against 
themselves. The excuse for this was, of course, the Jew-Bolshevist 
lie about which Mr. IsRAkL COHEN writes so ably in the present 
issue, and which the Rev. Morris JoserH answered so eloquently 


last Sabbath in his pulpit address also published in this 
issue. It is interesting to note the Rabbi's _ statement 
that the Hungarian Communists who were alleged to be 


Jews were never known as such, and had never mixed in Jewish 


circles. “It is not known to this day,” he adds, “to what 
religion they belong, if they have any religion at all.” 
Yet, the doings of these obscure individuals have been 


made the excuse for a movement against Jews, not in Hungary only, 
In sad truth, as the Rabbi shows, it was the Jews—the Jewish 
shopkeeper and merchant—who suffered most under the brief 
Communist régime, and it was only because it offered the enemies 
of the Communists a useful weapon that the latter were denounced 
as Jews. So it has been elsewhere, and so it is, at this very 
moment, in Poland and Germany. The ill-treatment of Hungarian 
Jewry, according to the Rabbi, still continues (as is unhappily shown 
by the latest news from Budapest which we publish this week): 
and the worst feature of it is the encouragement given by the 
Government themselves. The Hungarian authorities, who need 
help just now, should realise that a Jaquerie of the Jews is the least 
likely way of obtaining it. 


Jews and Capitalism. 


THE prevalent obsession about the Jew finds expression in an 
article by Mr. Austin HARRISON in the English Review, under 
the title of “Which God? or the World Battle of the Jews.” Mr. 
HARRISON endeavours to cut himself adrift from conventional 
notions, and he does so with some courage in -his flattering 
estimates of TrorTzKy and BELA KuN (who he assumes is a Jew, 
though that has been denied) as “ idealists." He says they are men 
who are “as ready to die for what they conceive to be the cause of 
humanity as were the martyrs who were burned at Smithfield.” 
This is certainly refreshing after the denunciation of these Commu. 
nists on the score of their being Jews; but Mr. Harrison falls 
into all the old vulgar errors and exaggerations about our 
people. He believes that “to-day the Jew is king,” and “his 
money-bags are the world’s difficulty.” He believes that the 
Jew will play the determinative part in the solution of the 
problem of upholding the world's economic mechanism, because “ the 
Jew is the chief mechanic of the economic mechanism.” But Mr, 
1farrison has not realised the fact that the financial sceptre has long 
passed from Jewish hands, if ever even they really grasped if. 
America, for instance, the capitalists who deny labour the right of 
collective bargaining are not Jews. PIERPONT MORGAN was 
not a Jew; nor was CARNEGIE; nor was Mr. FRICK, whose 
will has just been proved. 


“Riddle of the Jew.” 


In his slavery to popular delusions, Mr. HARRISON drops the absurd 
hint that Ceci, RHODES may have had Jewish blvod in his veins, while 
despite the unspeakable poverty of the Jewish people—the poorést 
and most shiftless on God's earth regarded from the material point 
of view—he believes that the Jew easily acquires money. He can 
only picture our people of feudal times as usurers and the 
whereas, as any tyro can 
tell him, it was the Jews of those days who bore aloft 
the banners of learning and helped to redeem the general intellectua} 
sterility. Mr. Harrison does, however, pay homage to the spiritual 
or idealistic Jew, and he pictures the great battle of Capital versus 
Labour as being fought, in each case, under the banners of Jews, 
We are quite sure that he absurdly exaggerates Jewish influence

in both camps, and he entirely leaves out of account the .

poses? Moreover, in the modern Jew, according to the Editor of the 
English Review,“ venality ” is not a characteristic. The modern Jew

market-place, whose ‘qualities of mercy are not strained,’ who 
verily is challenging civilisation with the renewal of faith in 
humanity.” And yet “ Verax,” in the Times, shouts at the Jew not 
“ Antonio,” but “Shylock.” Clearly the “riddle of the Jew” has 
still to be solved by non-Jews—and when it is, we believe men will 
stand aghast not less at its simplicity than at their own mental tor- 
pidity which was unable to divine the solution through all the ages.

AN OPEN LETTER TO 
LORD NORTHCLIFFE. 


By Mentor. 


MY LORD, 


It is many years since I had the pleasure of your lordship’s 
personal acquaintance. I recollect that it was in days which, although 
big with your future destiny, must seem to you now like tiny specks 
of sand from the high eminence from which you now can view them. 
They were days of your early life in a north-western suburb, when 
you inhabited a trim-built villa, the rent of which could not have 
been as much as £40 a year. It was in a road which, if I mistake not, 
gave the name to one of the numberless industries that your genius 
has founded. The denomination of the Pandora Publishing Company 
was evidence of a strong vein in your character, just as was your 
giving to a printing enterprise of yours the name of the Viscountess, 
your lady. These apparent trifles are remarkable indications of a 
splendid quality in you. You have never been unmindful of your 
own. You have always been loyal and dutifal beyond measure to 
the members of your family. There never was a better son than you 
have been to your mother, nor such a brother as you. It is a pride 
with you that the old friends of your early youth are your friends 
to-day, if you come into contact with them. Wealth, power, position— 
all these—have not shaken this splendid trait in you. I am 
credibly informed that the 
man who, throughout your 
Career, has had profes- 
sional charge—and has it still 
—of your most intimate affairs 
is a Jew who was one of your 
schoolboy chums, in the days of 
long ago to which I have referred. 
All this disposes me to feel sure 
that you will not raise the 
remotest cavil at, but will wel- 
come, my venturing to address © 
you as one of your long-ago 
friends. Our paths in life have 
diverged, but I have constantly 
and closely watched your career, 
always with the wonderment and 
sometimes—let me confess it— 
with the trepidation with which 
one, standing upon solid earth, 
notes the way of the aeroplane in 
the sky, and which, if he had 
been living to-day, Agur ben 
Jakeh would have added as the 
fifth thing that was “{oo won- 
derful” for him, 


A Great Wrong. 


That you will not resent this entirely friendly letter which I am 


venturing to address to you, I, therefore, take for granted. I believe 
that as you read it, you will be disposed, as was Ahasuerus when 
Esther approached his throne, to hold out to mg your sceptre of greeting— 
if not of approval. For, in fact, Iam in an humble way trying to fill the 
part that Esther played so gloriously, with such magnificent 
heroism, and with the bravery of which only a woman could be 
capable. I come to you, my. Lord, beciwse my heart is heavy 
and my spirit burdened for the sake of my people. I come to you, because 
it is in your power to stop a great wrong that is being done to Jews, 
because you possess the means, by mere word of mouth and by your mere 
decree, to put an end to what I conceive to be a malicious and wicked 
plot designed for the undoing of Israel. Im your name and within 
your journalistic realm, the forces of your newspaper empire are 
being employed in a device, which it is not much exaggeration to say could 
be well described in the Bible terms—for our being “ sold, [and my people, 
to be destroyed, to be slain and to perish.” That you—at least con- 
sciously—have had a hand in this miserable business, I w-ll not believe, 
and who the Harman is, who, for the purpose, is prostituting the means 
you have accorded him, I do not stop to enquire. That you know any- 
thing of the real meaning of the anti-Jewish campaign of which the 
Times has recently become the medium, is utterly inconceivable to any- 


body who knows even the little I do of you, your characteristics, and your 
ambitions. 


An Ancient “ Stunt.” 


Because the Times has lent itself during the last week or two, to about 
as mean and miserable an anti-Jewish campaign as could well be thought 
of; and you are pot the man to do, or to countenance the doing of, 
anything that is paltry. The campaign, indeed, is the sort that 
has been indulged in for a long time by rival papers of yours, such 
as the Morning Post, the Evening Standard, and other smaller try 
up and down the country; and you are not the man to follow 
journalistic stants.” You are the man who leads them—with originality, 
courage, bravery, and acumen, To think that you, who devised 
the brilliant coup of a pound-a-week-for-life prize; who contrived 
the mighty problem of the missing word; upon whese brain there first 
flashed the idea of a daily picture paper; you, who first realised the 
“snap” of saving the peop-e a halfpenny on their merning journal; you, 


whose wonderful inventiveness conceived the idea of making all England 
é.t Standard bread and plant sweet peas—that you should deign to copy 
a miserable, thousand times tried and thousand times failed, “ stunt” of 
an anti-Jewish campaign is well-nigh impossible. You are above all things 
and in all things up to date, and an anti-Jewish campaign is as old as the 
hills. Such a campaign waged round the Pyramids when they 
were four thousand years younger; the mighty King of Persia was 
worried with one, as my reference to Queen Esther will remind you, 
twenty centuries ago. An anti-Jewish campaign can be carried 
on by such empty-headed numskulls as a Beamish or a Fraser, 
the d. fendants in the Mond case. But that you should consciously have 
allowed your marvellous career, your heavenward flight, of abnormal 
success to nose-dive to such an ancient, discredited sort of newspaper 
feature—that you would have copied Germans who shone in nothing so 
much as in their anti-Jewish attacks (and even black can be made to 
shine)—is to me unbelievable. 


The Jew-Bo!shevist Illusion. 


Let me explain to you what the Times has been doing. Righteously 
wrath with the Bolsheviks in Russia and all their works; indignanta 
the outrages which they are said to have committed; rightly disgusted 
with the oppr ssion, the looting, the murder—and worse— which has been 
attributed to them; correctly (to my way of thinking, at least) estimating 
the hollowness and impracticability of Communism as a form of govern- 
ment, and seeing in Russian Bolshevism (again I am in agreement, and 
have insisted upon it throughout) not democracy, but tie cruclicst, the most 
relentless, the most unfair of autocratic tyrannies; your chief paper has 
devoted itself to bringing before the English pubiic, what it conceives to 
be the true nature of the Soviet Government. But by some malign influ. 
ence, this quite comprehensible and perfectly commendabie policy has 
been diverted into being made a means for whipping the Jews. It may be 
that this diversion has occurred solely through ineptitude, misunderstand- 
ing oreven ignorance. In raking over the records of Bolshevism, Jews have 
been found prominent in the Bolshevist ranks. Several Bolsheviks 
who were not Jews in any sense of the word, but who bore Gerninn sounding 
names which were commonly used arhong Russian Jews, were thou, tt to be 
Jews, and altogether a grossly exaggerated idea of the part played by Jews 
in the Bolshevist movement resulted. This isa quite general experience. 
It takes the presence of only a few Jews among non-Jewish surroundings 
to cause one to over-estimate in perfect good faith the number of 
Jews who are actually present. Go into a railway carriage in which 
there are, say, ten passengers. Let four of those be Jews—persons who 
by feature and manner are evidently Semitic and not Anglo-Saxon—and 
you, or anyone else remarking upon the incident, would feel—and if 
narrating it would say, that you found the carriage was “full” of Jews. 
Analogously, if from the window of the Times office you were watching 
the traffic in Queen Victoria Street, and yon saw, say half-a-dozen negroes 
among the passers-by, you would declare that London was “full” of blacks- 
And so you would declare it “full” of Japs, if yon saw a dozen natives of the 
Land of the Rising Sun. There is nothing to wonder at, then, that any- 
one looking through the records of Bolshevism in Russia, and finding a 
numer of Jews among the Commissaries, or what not, should rush tothe 
conc usion that the whole of Bolshevism was being carried on by children 
of Israel. 


A Decadent Occupation. 

There are, to be sure, reasons why the number of Jews identified 
with the Bolshevist 1sdministrative offices are proportionately larger than 
the Jewish population warrants. One of the reasons is that the Jews of 
Russia have taken care to keep their children educated and have nurtured 


their intelligence, while the masses of the non-Jewish population have - 


continued sunk in mental darkness, in the ignorance that was directly 
fostered by Tsarism in the interests of the Tsarist Church. You will 
surely not have failed to notice how Bolshevism in Russia has by all 
accounts ushered im. an era of educational revival among the 
masses as part of its efforts for fighting what remains of the 
spirit of the old régime. But allowing for ali this, there must have been 
an influence of sheer Anti-Semitism which could have induced the 
turning by the Times of the instruction—from its point of view—of the 
English people about Bolshevism into an attack upon the whole of the 
Jewish people. That a certain number of Jews are Bolshevists is any 
proof that Iam a relentless Shylock, is about as reasonable as to say that 
because some Irishmen are Sinn Feiners, you are a :ebel. And, my 
lord, you have not reached such a height of your romantic career—the 
admiration of your friends, as itis the envy of your enemig¢s -in order 
to reduce the greatest newspaper the world has ever seen to an 
unreasonable cam paiga fit for the mentality, perhaps, of some of your com- 
petitors or certainly of the obsessed poor-minded creatures whose decadence 
has reduced them to indulging in the piteous occupation of Jew-Baiting. 
A Northcliffe—a Harmsworth—was obvi usly devised for something less 


pusillanimous, something less silly, something more original, something 
less banal. 


The “Booby Trap.” 

Then, my lord, just hear what the Times has been urging. It has 
been suggesting that when Bolshevism in Russia falls, the forces that are 
arrayed against it are going to massacre the Jews, because of the part 
they have taken in supporting the Bolshevist Movement. There is some- 
thing, it seems to me, of the spirit of “don’t nail his ear to the pump!” 
about the grim anticipation here set forth. But let that go. On the 
pretence of its being anxious to save the poor Jews from massacre, the 
Times has been asking the Jews of this couatry to walk into its parlour 
and to give themselves away by, as Jews, forswearing Bolshevism and 
all its works and denouncing fellow-Jews for. having supported both, 
Having done that, v.%.at is going to happen? Does the Times think that 
the hooligans in Russia are going to stay their hands because the Jews 
here have denouncéd Bolshevism? Does if suppose that some Russian 
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bandit who would otherwise loot a Jow's property or nrrder 
him, would suddenly fling away all the instruments of violence’ that 
he was employing, and clasp the Jew to himin tender solicitude upon 
calling to mind the fact that some of his victims’ brethren in Western 
Europe had declared that they were not Bolsheviks and they did not like 
Bolshevism? One of the writers in your organ said that Jows were 
stupid; and, certainly, if they were altegether a wise people they 
assuredly would not, in the first quarter of the twentieth century, be in 
the position of being pilleried by your paper. Nor would they have 
suffered themselves to be, as they have been, the Azazel goat, upon the 
head of whom the sins of every world-movement have been cast for close 
upon two thousand years. But so stupid as to think that the acknow- 
ledgmnent which the Times wishes to wring out of our people is demanded 
in the interests of our Russian coreligionists, or that it would 
subserve these in the least, it is no vain conceit on my part as a 
Jew, to tell you we are not. For us to proclaim to the world that 
Bolshevism and Judaism are so intimately associated that it is 
neccessary for Jews to dissociate themselves in the public mind from 
the Russian Movement, and that the renunciation was. going to 
prevent an otherwise certain holocaust—no! Lord Northeliffe !—so stupid 
even the Jews whom the writer referred to in your paper so tmnsolently 
contemns, assuredly are not. Anyone with half an eye, anyone 
although bereft of half his senses, any dull fool, could see the trap that 
the Times’ writer was setting, in this proposal, forusdJcews. It was, indeed, 
a booby trap; so obvious that it could scarcely be missed even by the 
mentally blind. It was a device without the least cleverness, the least 
subticty, the least cunning—employing the wordsin the most complimentary 
sense-—-and no one could have regarded it as the product of a master 
mind, or have looked for its source of inspiration to a genius such 
as yours. This again, I say, is fair evidence that your influence and your 
power you have delegated to hands that have proved unworthy,and I hope 
you will thank me for calling your attention to the manner in which they 
have becn employed. 

Epatism.”’ 

At the moment of writing, it doubtless appears to seme that the 
campaign has been called off and the “ stant” stopped. “Verax,” has not 
veraxed for some days. Janus” and“ Philo-Judseus” hoe genus have 
remained silent for over a week, while the contribution of “ Ivan 
Ivanovitch” read to many like a desperate, final gasp. Frankly, 
I regard the state of the matter at the moment in a somewhat; 
different light. It ocenrs to me that the letter of “Verax” like 
the one signed “ X," which purported to’ be one sent by a British 
officer serving in Russia to his wife ia Bngland (the letter which, by the by, 
wet the ball rolling), formed an essay in what the Times itrelf has 
termed “Epatism.” Your paper has explained the word by reference 
to the phrase of Flaubert’s cirele-¢pater le bevrqeois, to “startle 
John Citizen.” It is the art of preparing the public mind by 
giving it a shock—“shock tactics,” as the German phrase had «it 
in the war. An Epatist, as the Times went. on to show, “secking: to 
achieve something new,” “takes refuge in distortion and the misuse of 
colour.” Exact contour and faithful reproduction are outside his scheme, 
and he deliberately flaunts his carelessness of qualities hitherto accepted 
as necessary. Epatism, in short, the Times says, is .“‘an affront witha 
This, it occurs to me, gives us the key toe the recent 
attack upon Jews in. your paper. As in art, so in literature ; as in 
literature, so in journalism; and the anxiety of those responsible 
for (he anti-Jewish cimpaign in the Times was not, it is surely obvious, 
for exactness of statement, faithfulness of argument, Or correctness 
as to alleged facts. ‘These did not in the least count, im face of the 
determination to ‘achieve something new.’’ Refuge in distortion and 
misuse of colour’’ were merely the manner of the Epatist. And for what 
purpose was this exercise in EL patism indulged in? There can remain no 
doubt with anyone who reads the letters which in big type are now 
(as I write) appearing. By the by, the type in which these contributions 
are printed is a remarkable contrast to the type in which the letters 
defending Jews that have been admitted to the Times have invariably, 
with one exception, that of the Chief Rabbi's, .been ' printed—another 
evidence that your scrupulous fairness to opponents was not in this 
play, and that the fine traditions of the Times had’ been set aside. 


A Ridiculous Notion. 


That just bytheway. Whatis the burden.of these latest contributions 
to whichIl refer? It is that Bolshevism is a movement which designs 
to uproot and throttle Christianity as the world has it. I do not stop 
to argue whether Bolshevism can, in fact, be reasonably supposed to 
have that as its objective, or still less whether it has the 
remotest chance of effecting any such moral revolution among man. 
kind, or whether, again, the same could not have been 
said of the Russian religious school of thought led by Count Tolstoi, him. 
self surely a Christian from the religious point of view sans peur ct sans 
reproche, But I do call your attention to the way in which the Times, 
by means of epatism—-of distortion and misuse of colour, of startling John 
Citizen—has first tried to shock its readers into believing that 
Bolshevism and Judaism are one, and then followed that up with an 
impcachment of Bolshevism as a force designed toundermine Christianity. 
The object manifestly isto“ achieve something new ” in the way of a silly 
bogcey—to frighten the readers of the Times inte an attitude of bitter, 
relentless, unyielding enmity to the Bolshevists by insidiously impressing 
upon the readers of the great paper which yo own, that Jews have to-day 
designs against the Christian Church. The object has been to make the 
people who read the Times think that Jows desire Christianity to perish, 
and that they are banded together in the Russian movement we 
know as Bolshevism, so that they may wiper away Christianity 
from off the faco of the -earth. It would fallow that’ in order 


purpose.” 


to defend Christianity it is necessary to ‘crash ‘Bolshevism, 


= 


Now, if your people said that in so many words, the ~statement 
would have been greeted by a Homeric burst of laughter whorever the words 
were read or repeated. That is why the spurious nonseuse was applied 
by means of “ Epatism ” and insidious suggestion. I say the statement 
plainly made would have been met with laughter—and not least by 
Jews, who know so well how réligious carclessness and laisser fatre are 
eating into the vitals of our people. To such an extent is this so, that 
it is with anxiety that Jews, who care for Judaism, contemplate the 
religious future of their faith, and against the enormous forces of 
indifference are bringing to bear their mightiest efforts in every land. 
And the Times wants us to believe that side by side with this religious 
indifference there exists the sort of religions zeal that would seck to 
uproot Christianity, so that Judaism might dominate! How densely 
ignorant of Jews mustbe those who imagine this vanity! Why, Ido not 
know of a single Jew to-day, here or abroad, from the far west to the 
far cast, whatever may be the form of Judaism which he favours, 
whatever may be the politics he supports, whatever may be the shade of 
Judaism to which he is allied, who would lift his little finger to do 
damage to the religious faith that is dominant throughout the Western 
world. There are some Jews who dislike Christians —and will you say with- 
out good reason? But there are no Jews who hate Christianity, or indeed 
care about it at all to the extent of indulging in a campaign against it. 


Judaism and Christianity. 

All Jews, it is true, look forward to the moval prevalence of Jewish 
doctrine and Jewish teaching. If they did not, their Judaism would 
necessarily, even in their own estimation, be a poor sort of thing. 
If they did not think of Judaism as a faith which in God's 
good time, and by fwvree of moral suasion, will become that of 
all the world—if they did not conceive the synagogue as a House of 
Prayer for all nations—we Jews would indeed be a segregated, aloof, 
religiously and nationally selfish, and hence debased and degraded, people. 
Judaism is and has always been a faith appealing to all Humanity; and 
Christianity, so far as it was a triumph over heathenism, was a victory 
for Jewish doctrine and the Jewish faith. How, then, can anyone 
(especially one like “Verax” who pretends to some knowledge of 
Judaism and sufficient Jewish culture, not know how to transiiterate 
correctly Beth Hamidrash) suggest anything so monstrously absurd as 
that Judaism wonld, in any sense whatever, fulfil its mission by 
destroying Christianity at this stage of the world's civilisation? And 
how ridiculous, from a practical point of view! We Jewsare a handful of 
people scattered up and down the Earth, a people than whom there is none 
more materially forlorn than is, taken as a whole, our poor folk. Of the 
fifteen or sixteen million of Jews existing to-day, it has been calculated 
that less than ten thousand can be consi icred rich in such a sense as, say you 
my Lord, would deem anybody wealthy. while more than 70 per cent. are 
poor, inasmuch as they are without any capital. Who will believe 
that stich a people in sucha position would contemplate the smashing and 
killing of a religions institation which has boen one of the: strongest 
social, moral, political, and religious pillars of the world for genera- 
tions? The man who could believe it is a fit objeet less for laughter, 
when we come to think about it, than for tears of sympathy. 
Even if Jews conl@ Compass the destruction of Christianity in the way 
these silly people credit them with conniving, what sort of Jew pray would 
doit? The religious Jew? He certainly would never seek to hurt and 
destroy an institution, which rightly viewed —however much the Jew sees 
of fundamental error in, and however false the doctrine, as he perceives 
it, of Christianity—is the greatest world-triumph of the Jew. 1s it then 
the irreligious Jew? Surely he would not trouble himself to pull down 
Ohristianity to which he, in so many cases, has a proneness to assimilate 
for the sake of uprearing in its place Judaism ef which he is some- 


times so careless, sometimes renega’c, and in regard to which 
such a Jew is always so negligent, that he will not lift a little 
finger to aid and support it even in his own person? And let 


me remind you en passant that the prominent Bolsheviks that are Jews 
are not exactly Orthodox adherents to Judaism. Really, this bogey of 
Christianity in danger—and in danger from Jews !--is the silliest “fimmel” 
that ever crept into the brain of a man whose sanity was whole and 
tinimpaired, Frankly, my lord, this ery of alarm would canse me some 
trepidation only if fora second I could believe it was genuine. For if Chris- 
tians really imagined that Christianity was in such case that Jews tovlay 
eould destroy it, however much’ they tried, there would be revealed in 
Christianity a consciousness of inherent weakness deplorable beyond words, 
Duty. | 

Now, my lord, T have put our case, and I doubt not what you will do 
with the facts thus presented to you. In the light.of them you will do 
your duty as a worthy son of the most chivalrous and human-spirited 
people on earth.. You will do your duty as citizen of an ‘Empire 
which was founded upon Justice and upon Right. You will do 
your duty as one* of the choicest ornaments of a _ profession 
which, in its highest and best conception,. knows no. fear apd no 
favour, but is ever fast allied to public truth and public righteons- 
néss. You will, too, I feel sure, do your duty to the finest traditions 
of the great journal, the securing of the ownership of which was the most 
brilliant cowp of your brilliant career. Your duty, my Lord, in all these 
aspects happily coincides and dovetails with exactly the purpose I have 
in writing this letter'to you.

RUMANIA AND THE PEACE TREATY. 


MODIFICATIONS ALLEGED. 


Paris [F.0.C.) 

The new Note, which was semi-officially published in the French 
press on the 5th December, on the subject of concessions made to 
Rumania in order to induce it to sign the Peace Treaty, shows that the 
Jewish question appears to have been sacrificed by the Peace Conference. 

This will be seen from the terms of the Note, which are as follows :— 
The Supreme Council appears disposed to consider, as it had 
foreshadowed in a previous Note, certain modifications which might 


be effected in the treaty destined to protect minorities in the territory 
of the Rumanian State. 


In particalar, itis considered that it would be possible to eliminate 
from the preamble the allusions to the pledges which the Berlin 
Treaty had imposed upon Rumania and which it has not yet carried 
out. A formula might be introduced which would affirm that the 
Treaty had been drafted, ina common agreement, by the Gr: at Powers 
and Rumania, and not imp sed upon Rumania by the Great Powers. 

There vould also bea question of replacing the dispositions which 
especially affect the Jews, by a new stipulation according to the terms 
of which the principal Powers wouid take note of the legislative 
decree, whereby the Rumanian Government, on the 22nd May, IYIY, 
proclaimed that its Jewish subjects have absolutely equal rights with 
those of otLer nationals, 

Several newspapers comment on the Note. The Temps considers that 
changes advantageous to Rumania have been made in respect to 
Minorities. The Figaro does not believe that the concessions granted ‘to 
Rumania are of such a nature as will satisfy it, for the clau es concerning 
minorities are of considerable importance. Rumania, with death in its 
soul, may sign the Treaty, but it is not necessary to be a prophet to pre- 
dict that in a short period, the Council will admit the mistake it has 
committed Mm imposing upon a free nation the obligation of according to 
members of ethnic and religious minorities rights superior to those which 
Rumanian nationals enjoy. , 

An opinion of this character expressed in a great paper like the 
Figaro shows entire ignorance of facts. 

The Union of Native Rumanian Jews protests energetically against 
the new concessions to Rumania which gravely compromise the promises 
of emancipation made to the Jews. 


MR. LUCIEN WOLF'S VIEW. 


We submitted the above communication from our correspondent to 
Mr. Lucien Wolf, whose conspicuously successful work in connection 
with the Rumanian Treaty, as representative of the Joint Foreign Cotn- 
mittee of the Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
is well-known. Mr. \/olf was kind cnough to give us his view upon the 
question raised by our correspondent. He tells us that he and the Anglo- 
Jewish delegates remain in close touch with the course of events in Paris, 
and, so far as he can say, none of the concessions that are alleged to have 
been made substantially prejudice the position of Jews in Rumania, All 
essentials for which he strove in his long and arduous negotiations in Paris 
remain intact, even if the report of the concessions to Rumania be correct. 

There is only one point about which Mr. Wolf feels any anxiety, and 
that is the replacing of the clauses especially affecting Jews bya new stipu- 
lation based upon the Rumanian legislative decree of the 22nd May, 1919. 
As Mr. Wolf told our representative, the utmost care is necessary to prevent 
any new stipulation which will make the Jewish position in Rumania 
dependent up»n Rumanian law rather than upon the Peace Conference 
and the League of Nations. But Mr. Wolf was not able to express a 
definite opinion upon this point, except to say that he doubted the 
accuracy of the Paris communiqué. He had the fullest confidence in the 
Supreme Council of the Peace Conference. 


“ Diarist,” in his London Letter, printed in Tuesday's Westminster 
Gazette, says: “ Houston Stewart Chamberlain has again attracted notice in 
the country of his adoption by publishing an anti-Semitic pamphict under 
the title of ‘ Race and Nations,’ in which he urges the Rumanian people, if 
they desire the preservation of their race, not to extend the right_ of 
citizenship to the Jews. The pamphlet forms part of a monthly review 
called Deutschiands Erneuerung.” 


SIR STUART sAmUcL IN POLAND, 


Warsaw [F.O.C,} 

Sir Stuart Samuel had an enthusiastic reception at Cracow, where 
he participated in the celebration of the three hundredth anniversary 
of the erection of a synagogue. Deputy Dr. Thon grected him at the 
synagogue. Sir Stuartand Capt. Wright also visited the Municipal Offices, 
where they interviewed the Mayor and the Deputy-Mayor. Sir Stuart 
received a few Jewish deputations, held many confereuces with the 
Jewish leaders, and visited a number of places of interest. 

On returning to Warsaw Sir Stuart received the Tsadick of Radzimin, 

Sir Stuart and Capt. Wright lately visited many Polish notables who 
received them very cordially. Although Sir Stuart is about to leave 
Warsaw for England, it is anticipated that Capt. Wright will remain here 
for at least another month. 


ANOTHER ATTACK ON SIR STUART, 
The notorious anti-Semite, Mr. Nemoyevski, states in his organ that 
Sir Stuart Samuel had refused to contribute towards the Polish Red Cross, 
because Jewesses were not accepted as matrons by its institutions. He 
also utilised his statement for a new attack on Sir Stuart, deploring the 
fact that he could only flog him with words, because as a dangerous 


- Mohammedans whole-heartedly participated 


adventurer he deserved more than that. He stated that no money was 
required of Sir Stuart, but he demanded an effort on his part to modify 
the “ Shalchan-Aruch,” which, according to him, at present permits Jows 
to rob and deceive Christians and to commit all kinds of crimes. ! 


HIS MISSION ENDED. 


Warsaw [F.0.C.)} 
December 7th. 
Before leaving here for London last night, Sir Stuart Samuel handed 
to the British Minister, Sir Horace Rumbold, his report on his Polish 
mission, for transmission to the British Foreign Office. 


Pogrom Mour. i: g-Day in Tuckey. 
CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 

On November 13th all the Jewish Communities in Turkey held 
services of mourning in memory of the victims of the pogroms in Poland 
and the Ukraine. Here, the demonstration was very significant. All the 
Jewish schools and offices were closed. On the shop fronts were exhibited 
cards in Diack borders bearing in Hebrew and French the words: 
“Jewish National Mourning.” From the windows of houses the Zionist 
flag was suspended, draped in crape. Services were held in all the 
synagogues, and were attended by even larger congregations than we are 
accustomed to see on the Holy Days. The Chief Rabbi :eveived telegrams 
intimating that the manifestations of grief were also very great at 
Adrianople, Broussa, Rodosto, Loule-Burgas, and elsewhere. At Tchorlou, 
in the Jewish National 
Mourning. They closed the market and their shops, and the head of their 
Community tendered his condolence to the President of the Jewish 
Community.

The Pogroms in South Russia. 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.]} 
Refugees from the towns give heart-rending details of the pogroms at 
Kursk, Tambov, Kozlov, Balashev, and Eletz. In the latter city General 
Mamontov's division of General Denikin’s army dishonoured one handred 
and fifty Jewesses and massacred two hundred Jews and Jewesses. The 


body of a Jew, aged seventy, was found in a terribly mutilated condition. 
The Book of Psalms was in his hands. 


Kieff Jews Approach Archbishop. 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.] 

A deputation of influential Kieff Jews presented a petition to the 
Metropolitan Archbishop Anthony, asking him to issue an appeal to the 
people to put an end to pogroms. 


Sold‘er-Jews Ill-Treated. 


Warsaw [F.O.C.] 

The Jewish Deputies have presented to the Polish Ministry a 
memorial which sets forth many acts of ill-treatment of soldier-Jews 
at Tarnow. They are frequently assaulted and beaten not only by their 
Christian comrades, but aiso by civilians. Even whea marching through 
the streets the officers permit civilians to ridicule and offead soldier- 
Jews. Complaints made to the authorities by the victims of the 
assaults proved fruitless. They are also compelled sometimes to sing 
and danco for the amusement of the officers. When the Jewish soldier 
Silverberg complained to an officer of ill-treatment, as well as of assaults 
on his colleagues Gidansky and Oxenberg, he was cruelly beaten. Soldier- 
Jews are also punished severely for trivial offences. The Polish War 
Office promised to investigate the charges and punish the guilty. 


Intzrnment Camp Comman: ant Imprisoned. 


WaRSAW [F.O.C.}. 

As a result of the visit of the Jewish Deputy, Farbstein, and of the 
delegates of the American Red Cross to the Polish Internment Camp at 
Strzalkowa, two officers, who were in charge of the prisoners, are now 
themselves serving a sentence of five years’ imprisonment. It has been 
definitely established that the interned Jews were flogged at freque t 
intervals to provide amusement for the officers. In some cases, the 
prisoners have to be operated upon to extract the wire from the nagaikas. 
which entered their bodies. Most of the interned Jews are ill. It is also 
interesting to note that among the prisoners there isa deaf and dumb Jew 
from Vilna, who was arrested On suspicion that he had conducted 
Bolshevik propaganda. 

In view of the representations made to the Government, the eatire 
régime in the camp has improved. The neighbouriag Jewish Community 
is allowed to provide meals for the interned Jews, and to send them 
clothes and boots. The general treatment of the prisoners has also 
become more humane. 


Pogroms in the Province of Witebsk. 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.} 
Bands of poasants organised a series of pogroms in the province of 
Witebsk. At the glass factory near Witebsk twenty Jews were killed. 


Deported Jews from ccgland Arrested 


WARSAW [F.O.C,] 
Thirty-eight Jews (including a woman and three children), who had 
been deported from England to Poland, have ar ived here, but they were 
arrested pending an inquiry into their past activities. 


Atta.ks on Jews in Polish Parliament. 

| WARSAW [F.O.C.] 
Deputies Lutoslaysky and Nemoyevski made severe aitacks on Jews 
in the course of the Food Debate. They accused Jews of dishonesty, and 


charged the Jewish religion with permitting its followers to swindle 
Christians. 


Jews Cem elled to Break the Satbath. 


| Warsaw [F.0.C,] 

At Plock the military authorities compelled all Jewish shopkeepers to 
open their businesses .n Saturday, 8th November, in order to complete 
the registration of goods. All protests by Jews were of no avail. The 
community lodged a complaint to the Ministry through the medium of the 
Jewish deputies, At Warsaw, 'too, Jewish fuel merchants were forbidden 
to close their businesses on Saturday, 15th November. Some of them, 
however, preferred to pay the fine imposed upon them, rather than open 


their shops. 
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Dr. Thon’s Speech in the Polish Parliament. 


Warsaw [(F.0O.C.) 

In an admirable speech delivered in the Polish Parliament, Deputy 
Dr. Thon defended the Taimud agiinst the frequént attacks on it by the 
anti-Semites. He also begged the Polish deputies to remomber that 
efforts to compel Jews to emigrate do not always affect only the weak and 


undesirable people, but very often lead to the departure of strong persons 
full of initiative.

The Jewish Position in Vienna. 
- VIENNA [F.O.C.], 

Anti-Semitism in this capital of the former monarchy continues its 
work, The Christian Socialists held their annual party meetings in the 
course of last week. Naturally, these meetings would have remained 
incomplete and unsuccessful but for the thorongh and prolonged incite- 
ments against the Jews and the continual Jew-baiting. Many discussions 
and much time were devoted to arguments and resolutions concerning the 
“Judenpunkt” (a Middle-Age expression of anti-Seniitic sound, meaning 
the “treatment of Jews”). The new. municipal lady councillor, Mrs. 
Alma Seitz, demanded the immediate expulsion of all the Jewish fugitives 
from the East, owing to the scarcity of housing accommodation. The well- 
kn )wn anti-Semitic university professor, Dr. Seipel, who is also a member 
of the National Assembly, under the influence of politicatevents in Hungary, 
proposed a resolution which was carried, and embodied the declaration 
that the different parties of the population could work successfully only on 
a “Christian, German and anti-Semitic basis.” The Jews should be 
admitted as teachers and students only in proportion to their number in 
the population, in order to avoid the systematic crowding out of Christian 
elements at the high schools. Jewish children should havo their own 
schools or class-rooms. Most important of all: the Jews were to be 
counted, and recognised in the census as a nation of theirown. But, as 
I have already pointed out, these measures are not in any way intended 
to be in accord With the spirit of the leace Treaty of St. Germain, but 
to cripple the influence of the Jews in Austria. 

At the University, amid much clamour and with the assistance of 
several professors (whose action was quite incorrect), Christian students 
voted for a “German-Aryan Committee.” On that day there were no 


lectures, so that the non-German-Aryan students enjoyed an enforced 
ho. iday. 


Some weeks ago | reported to you the demand,in the National 
Assembly, of the Christian Socialist member Dr. Gimpl, that no 


Jew should be allowed to-‘serve in the Austrian army. He has now 
repeated and emphasised this demand. It is obvious that the anti- 
Shemites are looking forward to a similar reaction as in Hungary. Never 
have they incited the population more bitterly against the Social 
Democrats, several of whose leaders in the Government are Jews. 
They brand the whole party as Jews. Above all, they hate Dr. 
Deutsch, who is the Secretary of State for the Army, which is but a poor 
rewnant. Dr. Deutsch, too, is of Jewish descent. However, I venture 
to say there are few Jews in Austria who would conside: it an honour to 
serve in the Christian Soeialist ranks, if ever that party should secure 
hold of the military forces. 

An important part of Western Hungary; with a majority of German 
peasant population, is to become Austrian, according to the terms of the 
Peace Treaty of St. Germain. The reactionary Hungarians are preventing 
the union. The anti-Semites here allege that the population of those 
districts no longer wishes to be united with a “Jewish” Austria, as the 
Social-Democrats had become the protectors of Bela Kun, and other 
Hungarian Communists who fled to Austria were interned in Lower 
Austria, and so far have not been delivered into the hands of the Hungarian 
authorities. It will therefore be the Jews’ fault, the Christian Socialists 
declare, if Austria loses those rich and fertile districts. This accusation 
is used to undermine what little authority there is left to the present 
Government, and to incite the Austrian population against the Jews. 

Oh Sunday, the 23rd of November, the fifth of those absurd and 
and shameful anti-Jewish morning demonstrations took place on the 
Pranz Josefs Quay, Owing to the bad weather only about two hundred 
persons appeared in order to“ promenade,” and sang national hymns, such 
as the “ Wacht am Rhein,” and others. Itis remarkable that the German 
National and Christian Socialist students find sufficient time for such 
tomfoolery when they might be doing more useful work. Jewish 
Nationalists again came upon the scene to counter-demonstrate and 
protect Jews who were passing by. The police kept the two parties 
apart. There were no conflicts. The whole business is a sad proof of the 
profound stupidity of the state of mind of the Viennese anti-Semites. 

In consequence of the dreadful scarcity of fuel in Vienna, even the 
hospitals cannot be heated sufficiently, and several new-born babies have 
died owing to the low temperature. A Dutch Jewish merchant, during 
his stay in Vienna, offered to a group of Zionists 150 cartloads of peat as a 
gift to the hospitals, provided that the Austrian railways sent the neces- 
sary trucks. Mr. Robert Stricker, the Jewish National member of 
Parliament, approached the Government authorities, but the lack of 
waggons is so great that the gift which would have served as excellent 
fuel, could not be accepted. This sad episode illustrates the awful con- 
ditions of Austria better than anything. The people, instead of trying to 
improve things, are wasting too much time on party politics and on petty 
political quarrels, into: which the Jews are dragged nolens volens, 


Jewish Fugitives in Czzcho-Slovakia. 
PRAGUE [F.O.C.} 
An order has been issued by the Government concerning the repatria- 
tion of the fugitives from Galicia, Poland and Bukovina who fled to 
Czecho-Slovakia, from the time of the outbreak of war, until the end of 
October, 1918 (via Vienna, Budapest etc.), and who, during that period, 
had not become Czecho-Slovakian citizens. Needless to say they are all 
Jews. The authorities are asked to carry out the repatriation in the 
shortest possible time. Exemption from immediate repatriation is made 
in favour of (1) minors, orphans and idiots who have to be repatriated in 
co-operation with the Jewish National Council for the benefit of 
fugitives in this city, regardless — of the period granted (viz., the 
fugitives are allowed one’ week after the issue of the above order 


and a fortnight to three weeks for obtaining the necessary documents); ~

Up to the last month, a fresh amount of £73,000 has been 
received at the head office of the Fund, made up as follows :— 


FROM LONDON £9,673 
THE PROVINCES £9,877 
THE COLONIES £49,163 


The Committee of the Fund still continue to work in close 
co-operation with the Central Fund, of which Mr. H. Landau is 
President, Mr. Otto Schiff, Treasurer, anda sum of £7,000 has 
been received through their Committee. There are also several 
substantial amounts already collected or promised in provincial 
towns and elsewhere which will be remitted to the head office 
in London in due course. A sum of nearly £41,000 has also been 
received from the British Treasury on account of the £1 per £1 
grant given by the Government. During the negotiations in con- 
nection with the application for the grant, the Committee 
received every assistance and sympathetic help from the official 
Committee for Relief in Europe, which has been set up by the 
Government. 


Although the Committee still continue so far as Poland is 
concerned, as well as that part of Galicia which is now part of 
Poland, to work in close eo-operation with the American Joint 
Distribution Committee, which has over 1,000 sub-committees 
distributed throughout Poland, it was yet felt that it would be 
more satisfactory if a special Committee were established in 
Warsaw to represent British Jewish relief. Accordingly 
Messrs. S. Natanson, Dr. Kiger and Rabbi Pozansky were asked 
to form a Committee; later an Mr. Grunebaum and Mr. 
Farbstein were asked to join them. This Comnfittee is at 
present in process of enlargement, so as to be as representative 
as possible of the various Jewish parties in Warsaw and Poland. 


As winter approached, the necessity of providing clothing so 
that people should not be prevented by sheer lack of clothes 
from coming to the many feeding centres established in the 
towns and villages, became of paramount importance, and in 
order that the relief afforded by British Je¥s might be a 
fied throughout Poland, the Committee decided to undertake 
the provision of this important essential. Some £90,000 of 
clothing was purchased, and part is already on the way to 
Danzig. Over £40,000 was spent in securing cloth to be made 
into clothing in Poland itself thus providing employment as 
well as relief, 


Considerable quantities of second-hand clothing have also 
been collected and forwarded to Poland. Apart also from this 
relief on a large scale, several special grants haye been made to 
meet special wants, such as for refugees in Riga and Kovyno, 
while a regular monthly grant has been made to help certain 
Talmud Torah Rabonim and Chedorim. The Conmnittee have 
also been instrumental in arranging for the remittance of money 
collected in this country for special institutions in Poland and 
elsewhere. 


In the meanwhile the Committee continue to receive 
reliable reports from official and unofficial sources. As the 
present title of the Fund indicates, they have discontinued their 
help to Egypt, while they are keeping a sum in reserve, in .case 
it may be possible to organise the distribution of clothing and 
medical stores in the Ukraine. There may be further calls on 
their funds from other quarters in Eastern Europe. On the 
other hand, the Committee have continually in mind the time 
when gifts of clothing, food and money may no longer be essen- 
tial, and when it may be both urgent and possible to help in 
re-establishing their unfortunate brethren in faith in indepen- 
dent and in self-supporting livelihoods. | 

The work of the Committee is often heavy, always heart- 
rending and never finished. It is impossible to issue reports 
direct to their many supporters throughout the British Empire. 
The Committee, therefore, whilst only publishing yearly 
aecounts, felt that the Community, who are being pressed to 
contribute, should be informed from time .to time of their 
work and activities. They can with more assurance therefore 
plead for large and generous additions to the Fund. 


NEW Appeal for Poland and Eastern Europe was 
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and in favour of students at the lycenms, university, etc., whose

The mob was removed without a real fight, without slaughter and murder, 
which we had dreaded would be the case. The relic! only lasted two days ; 
then came what was even worse than the Bolshevists. Here, fcrtunately, we 
had Roumanian military occupation, which to some extent kept order, but 
from the whole country, small towns and large, especially from the other 
side of the Danube, news of the most atrocious violence and misdeeds reached 
us. Kven here it was dangerous for a few days; the Jews were driven out of 
all offices with insults and even injuries; some were thrown into the streets 
from the windows of upper stories. At the Polytechnic, the University, 
andl in hospitals, Jewish students and professors were insulted in the most 
Shameful and brutal manner. On the tramways and ormniluses Jewish 
passengers were attacked, often thrown off and beaten. What happened 
at the police stations is not known to thisday. Under the protext of a ~ hunt 
after Bolshevists ’’ the most innocent people, alk Jews, were simply beaten 
to death. One victim at least is known to me, and that was Mr. Frederik 
Ernst, a cousin of my brother-in-law, who was President of the Hebra 
Kadisha in Budapest—one of the most charitable and best of Budapest's 
citivens. Thanks partly to the intervention of the Entente Missions, chiefly, 
however, thanks to the quickly organised body of Jewish carmen and butchers, 
who on several occasions dispersed the attacking mob, and thus showed that 
it was not child’s play to organise pogroms in Budapest, these excesses came 
to an end. 

In the country it is not safe for a Jew even now. The “ White Guards” 
still continue their horrors. Even here public feeling gets incited by inflam- 
matory speeches of the

Speeches, are delivered by agents of the Government, inciting to pillage, ex- 
pulsion and boycott of the Jews. That is, alas, the present situation. The 
want of foodstuffs continues: we had for a whole month no white flour, no meat, 
no sugar. One kilo of flour costs 30 kronen, sugar 90 to 100 kronen and 
more. That is what Hungary looks like now. Even what grows here is dear. 
One kalo of grapes is 16 to 18 kronen ; a few weeks ago it was 40 kronen. One 
kilo of melon costs 6 kronen.

And still the want, the price of food arid clothing is for us Jews a second. 
ary consideration only in view of our political situation. The worst is the antt- 
Semitism which has reached a most threatening stage. In country places the 
most violent attacks on the persons and homes of Jews continne to be per- 
potrated. In many places quite near by, like ‘Tarmezé, Vérésvér, Pils, 
Zaimbéek, Bicske, etc., the Jews were simply driven out ; the same happened 
near the Balaton Lake. In Kis-Czell, JanoshAza, Varpolata, many Jews were 
murdered; the same happened at Kaposvar, Tamési, Gyénk, Szckszard, Tolna. 
In towns like Papa and Szombathely there were riots, and many were tl- 


treated by the Government authorities themselves.

A PATHETIC LETTER. 


CONSTANT POGROMS AND A LIFE OF TERROR. 
The following is a translation of a letler received m 
England from a Rabhi in Budapest, who qives 
a pathetic account of the conditions under which 
Jews are living in Hungary. The letter is dated 
September 27th. 


NEWSPAPER OFFICES SACKED IN BUDAPEST. 


The Daily Express Budapest correspondent telegraphing under date 
of December 7th, says >— 

The anti-Semite Party held a mass meeting to-day, at which speeches 
were delivered against the Jews and newspapers under Jewish control. 

After the meeting the crowd proceeded to the offices of the: 
““Nepszava,” forced their way into the Editor's room, and smashed all 
furniture and the printing plant. All manuscripts and papers were thrown 
into the strect. The work of destruction was interrupted by the police, 
who made forty-two arrests. - 

At eight o’clock this evening 400 anti-Semites forced an entrance into 
the offices of “Az Est,” which they treated in exactly the same manner, 
‘The police were again called out to restore order, while the demonstrators 
shouted, “Down with the Jewish Press! We are going to destroy all 
Jewish newspapers.” 

The police finally fired volleys Into the air, and induced the anti- 
Semites to retire from the Jewish quarter. During the fight with the 
police many people were injured. Order was re-established by ten o'clock 
at night. 


I have now an opportunity of sending you a letter and hope it will reach 
vou safely. First of all, accept my best wishes for the New Year, We here 
pray from the depth of our heart : 


May the old year with all its misery and misfortune pass away and begin 
a New Year with blessings! For we dread the future. What changes this 
last year has brought into our circumstances is difficult to express in the space 
of aletter. The war was a misfortune in itseli—the constant anxiety, the news 
3 of fallen or wounded relatives or friends were sometimes unbearable. Then 
te at home the constantly deteriorating eonditions of hveliheod and food. 
ie Nevertheleas, we now look back upon these days as happy days of the past. 
The strong discipline had the effect that. order reigned and we had at, least a 
feeling of security.

Educational Disabilities for Jews. 
From Mr. 1. A. ISAAC, 8, British Indian Street, Calcutta. 

(‘To THE EDITOR.) 

SIR,--With so many influential merchants, land owners, millionaires 
and multi-millionaires among us, it is a great misfortune to the Jewish 
Community to be subjected to a refined form of persecution in this 
country in the shape of certain restrictions placed on the education of 
their childrén. The Jews in this country are mostly emigrants from 
Spain, and their mode of living is akin to that of Europeans. As such 
they are entitled to full European rights and privileges. 

[t will, therefore, be a shock to our coreligionists abroad to hear that 
in India the Jowikh children are practically boycotted from the European 
schools. The European schools admit 15 per cent: non-European 
children under the regulations’ code. This percentage includes all Jews 
(whether born in Europe or in India), Parsees, Native Christians, and 
others. This policy of the educational departmentis undermining the educa- 
tion of Jewish children. Moreover, the pnpils of the Jewish Girls’ School, 
which is recognise’ by Government as a European school, are reckoned as 
Kuropéans for educational purposes, so long as they attend that school; but 
no sooner do they join other Christian schools than they are transformed 
into non-Europeans and robbed of their scholarships. This ingenious 
method of boycotting our children from educational privileges Coes not, 
however, rest here, but goes further and demands double fees, confining 
them still to the 15 percent. clause. And the Jews here will not lift a finger 
to help themselves in this matter. 

Mr. Phillipps, an Arménian gentleman of this city, has set a noble 
example to the Jewish Community by endowing twenty Lakhs to the 
Armenian College for the educational uplift of the Armenian children, with 
the hope of increasing it to fifty with the co-operation of Messrs. Stephen 
and Galstaun, and other rich Armenians. Mr. Phillipps deserves much 
admiration from lovers of humanity for making this right use of his wealth. 
The restrictions on the education of the Jewish children are such a bugbear 
to the Community that they are at their wits’ end how to act. But the 
same problem has been easily solved by the trio of the Armenian Com- 
munity who have shown what liberality and self-help can do instead of 
depending entirely on Government for support. 

The Jewish Community of Calcutta is as large and as affluent as the 
Armenian, if not more s». To add to this, some of the Jewish merchants 
have made tons of money during the recent world-war. Cannot one of 
them immortalise himself by giving the lead in creating an endowment 
Similar to that for Armenian children, so as to ameliorate the stagnating 
educational condition of the Jewish children? Why should Jewish 
charity that is traditional all over the world lie so dormant in Calcutta ? 
If these custodians of the wealth God has given them cannot do for their 
very ©wa specially what the large-hearted Armenians have done, let them 
at least liberally endow Christian schools and colleges where Jewish 
children may be educfited without any restrictions.

THE QUESTION OF FIXED ALLOWANCES.

The CHAIRMAN extended a welcome to Mr. Leonard Montefiore, who only 
a few days previously had completed his military duties. His experiences in 
the East, said Mr. Cohen, would greatly help him in his work on behalf of the 
Board. 

In moving a vote of sympathy with the families of the late Sir Lionel 
Abrahams and Mr. Stuart 8. Cohen, the CHAarmMAN said that it was only in 
May last that Mr. Cohen had expressed a desire to work for the Board, during 
which time he had rendered loyal and valuable service. Sir Lionel Abrahams 
had taken a very great interest in the work of the Board both previous to and 
after his retirement. His passing before he had reached the age of 50 was 
keenly felt by the community. 

Mr. M. A, Green reported on the prices of staple articles of domeswe 
consumption in accordance with the resolution of the Board of: the 12th May 
last, which referred to the increased scale of allowances to widows and depen- 
dent children. The fixed and temporary allowances in 1919 amounted to 
about £15,000, which was an increase of £2,800 over that of 1918. During 
the year there had been a considerable increase in the number of Daneswood 
consumptive cases relieved, 

Mr. H. R. Levinsoun said that the increased expenditure of the Danes- 
wood After-Care Committee had been accidental. There were a nunrber of 
vases “at Daneswood absolutely unfit for work who had to be supported. 

Mr. J. M. AnseLt referred to the pathetic condition of some of the 
patients from Daneswood. He made an appeal to the community to establish 
the much-needed Jewish Home for the Dying. He knew of such Christian 
homes in which attempts had been made to proselytise dying patients. It was 
a scandal if the community did not look after those who were unable to assist 
themselves. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he was oppoved at present to any further increase 
of ‘fixed allowances. It was clear that from the recent financial statement 
of the Treasurer the Board could not go on unless the Jewish community 
récognised that more money was réquired. There were many reasons why the 
increases could not be granted, especially when they had to consider that there 
might be a further rise in the price of food, etc. They must call a halt until 
they get a proper response from the commumty. 

"Mr. FE. Morey stated that the Rev. David Hirsch, B.A., had been elected 
te the Gerald Samuel and Denzil Myer Home Committee. Sir Marcus and 
Ladv Samuel had éontributed the sum of £500 towards furnishing the Home.

CHIEF RABBI KURREIN (TEPLITZ-SCHOENAC).

REV. DR. MOSES BERLIN (MANCHESTER). 


Much sympathy has been arotiged in communal circles at the death of 
the Rev. Dr. Moses Berlin in his seventy-first year, after a very short illness 
Born in Hamburg in 1849, he was educated under the late Chief Rabbi Stern, 
and at the Seminary of Dr. Hildesheimer and the Royal University College ot 
Berlin. Before taking up his residence in Manchester he held the positions 
of Minister at Newport (Mon.) for eleven years, and at Plymouth for seven 
years, and for a period of two years he was Headmaster of Aria Col'ege, 
Portsea. In Manchester he was for several years Headmaster of the Talmud 
Torah School, and subsequently taught German and Hebrew at the Grammar 
School, carrving on at the same time a private Hebrew School. With his 
scholarly attaifments he was ever ready to help in literary work. He assisted 
the late Rev. 8. Singer in compiling his well-known Prayer Bock, Mr. Arthur 
Davis in his ‘ Service of the Synagogue,” and Mr. Jack M. Myers in his 
“ Story of the Jewish People.”” Recently he was engaged in a vindication 
of the Book of Esther in answer to the International Critical Commentary. 

Many years ago Dr. Berlin convened a Conference of Jewish Ministers 
in South Wales for the purpose of discussing the status of both the clergy 
and the congregations and of communal affairs in relation theretc. Of a 
particularly modest and unassuming disposition, he was not so much im the 
foreground of communal workers and scholars as his profound general krow- 
ledge and learning doubtless warranted. Among those who were acquainted with 
him he gained the highest respect and esteem for his conscientious piety, his 
sympathetic and kind disposition, and his great love for his race. He was 
zealous and energetic, even in ‘his old age, and over-anxious to accomplish 
much. At the funeral, which took place at Crumpsall Cemetery on Thursday,

JEWISH CONDITIONS IN HUNGARY 


A PATHETIC LETTER, 


CONSTANT POGROMS AND A LIFE OF TERROR. 


The following is a translation of a letter received m 
England from a Rabbi in Budapest, who gives 
a pathetic account of the conditions under which 
Jews are living in Hungary. The letter is dated 
September 27th. | 
I have now an opportunity of sending you a letter and hope it will reach 
vou safely, First of all, accept my best wishes for the New Year, We here 
pray from the depth of_our heart ; 


May the old year with all its misery and misfortune pass away and begin 
a New Year with blessings! For we dread the future. What changes this 
last year has brought into our circumstances is difficult to express in the space 
of a letter. The war was a misfortune in itsell—the constant anxiety, the news 
of fallen or wounded relatives or friends were sometimes unbearable. Then 
at home the constantly deteriorating ecenditions of livelihood and food. 
Nevertheless, we now look back upon those days as happy days of the past. 
The strong discipline had the. effect that. order reigned and we had at least a 
feeling of security. 

Since the revolution and the consequent collapse of the empire, which 
came suddenly and unexpectedly, conditions grew worse from day today. After 
the great pogroms and pillaging throughout the whole country in the autumn 
of last year we were not able to sleep peacefully for months and months. 
Here, in the capital, was some order, thanks to the organised self-defence, but 
we continually heard shots and detonations at night-time. New Year's night 
(Sylvester-eve) was sunply unbearable; it was aiterwards heard it was only 
a “‘small rioting’ of soldiers returned trom the front, which passed off without 
serious consequences. Then the communists began to agitate, and we heard 
constantly of secret plots to pillage and to rob the middle-classes. At last 
the news came that all the Bolshevik agitators had been captured and put 
under lock and key—but atter a so-called strike of the compositors-—to every- 


body’s surprise appeared on the atreet-corners the ‘‘ Ukase ”’ (proclamations) 


of the Soviet Government. At first 
WE LAUGHED AT THEM, 


and there were indeed some very comical ones among them. 
one proclamation ordered that every owner of a bathroom should once a 
week give the use of it to children of the Proletariat, provide them with 
linen, clothes, fires and ‘‘service”’! Soon things became very serious. 
Bloodthirsty speeches advocating the murder and extermination of the 
bourgeoisie were heard everywhere, ** communisations,” that is to say, ex- 


_ propriations without any compensation of all private property, requisition of 


smallest houses and even rooms, followed one another. Then came the 
depreciation of our money, and the capture of *‘ hostages ’’ from the best and 
highest circles (1, personally, did not venture to sleep at my house for weeks, 
as these hostages were always taken wnexpectedly at night); a real hunt for 
foodstuffs from morning till night, and for us Jews: terrible fear. -Unfor- 
tunately there were among the communists several of whom it was said they 
were Jews, although they were never known as such and. had. never mixed 
in Jewish circles, and of whom it is not known to this day to what. religion 
they belong if they have any religion at all. 
however, was aggressive. They called the Bolsheviks the ‘Jews’ Government,’ 
although tt was the Jews who suffered most under tt, as all shops, warehouses, etc. 
were simply confiscated and small industries crippled

the accusation that it was a ‘‘ Jewish’? Government was the casiest counter 
agitation, and so this argument was used. Then followed the downfall, and 
in the first moment we thought 


WE COULD BREATHE FREELY, 


The mob was removed without a real fight, without slaughter and murder, 
which we had dreaded would be the case. The relief only lasted two days ; 
then came what was even worse than the Bolshevists. Here, fortunately, we 
had Roumanian military occupation, which to some extent kept order, but 
from the whole country, small towns and large, especially from the other 
side of the Danube, news of the most atrocious violence and misdeeds reached 
us. Even here it was dangerous for a few days; the Jews were driven out of 
all offices with insults and even injuries; some were thrown into the streets 
from the windows of upper stories. At the Polytechnic, the University, 
and in hospitals, Jewish students and professors were insulted in the most 
shameful and brutal manner. On the tramways and omnilbuses Jewish 
passengers were attacked, often thrown off and beaten. What happened 
at the police stations is not known to thisday. Under the pretext of a “hunt 
after Bolshevists’ the most innocent pcople, alk Jews, were simply beaten 
to death. One victim at least is known to mé, and that was Mr. Frederik 
Ernst, a cousin of my brother-in-law, who was President of the Hebra 
Kadisha in Budapest—one of the most charitable and best of Budapest's 
citizens. Thanks partly to the intervention of the Entente Missions, chiefly, 
however, thanks to the quickly organised body of Jewish carmen and butchers, 
who on several occasions dispersed the attacking mob, and thus showed that 
it was not child's play to organise pogroms in Budapest, these excesses came 
to an end. 

In the country it is not safe for a Jew even now. The “ White Guards” 
still continue their horrors. Even here public feeling gets incited by inflam- 
matory speeches of the 


80-CALLED “ CHRISTIAN BOCIALISTS.” 


Speeches, are delivered by agents of the Government, inciting to pillage, ex- 
pulsion and boycott of the Jews. That is, alas, the present situation. The 
want of foodstuffs continues: we had for a whole month no white flour, no meat, 
no sugar. One kilo of flour costs 30 kronen, sugar 90 to 100 kromen and 
more. That is what Hungary looks like now. Even what grows here ts dear. 
One kilo of grapes is 16 to 18 kronen ; a few weeks ago it was 4 kronen. One 
kilo of melon costs 6 kronen. (Pre-war value of | kronen pO.) 

And still the want, the price of food and clothing is for us Jewsa second. 
ary consideration only in view of our political situation. The worst 1s the anti 
Semitism which has reached a most threatening stage. In country places the 
most violent attacks on the persons and homes of Jews continne to be per- 
potrated. In many places quite near by, like Tiurmezé, Voérdsvér, Pilis, 
Zsimbék, Bieske, etc., the Jews were siinply driven out ; the same happened 
near the Balaton Lake. In Kis-Czell, Jonoshéza, Varpolata, many Jews were 
murdered; the same happened at Kaposvar, TamAsi, Gyénk, Szckszird, Tolna. 
In towns like Papa and Szombathely there were riots, and many were tl- 
treated by the Gevernment authorities themselves.

The situation was so 
menacing that many Jews did not go to Synagogue on the High Festivals, as 
they were alraid of attacks on the Synagogue.

Anti-Semitic Riots. 


NEWSPAPER OFFICES SACKED IN BUDAPEST. 


The Daily Express Budapest correspondent telegraphing under date 
of December 7th, says :— 

The anti-Semite Party held a mass meeting to-day, at which speeches 
were delivered against the Jews and newspapers under Jewish control. 

After the meeting the crowd proceeded to the offices of the: 
‘““Nepszava,” forced their way into the Editor's room, and smashed all 
furniture and the printing plant. All manuscripts and papers were thrown 
into the street. The work of destruction was interrupted by the police, 
who made forty-two arrests. es 

At eight o'clock this evening 400 anti-Semites forced an entrance into 
the offices of “Az Est,” which they treated in exactly the same manner, 
The police were again called out to restore order, while the demonstrators 
shouted, “Down with the Jewish Press! We are going to destroy all 
Jewish newspapers.” 

The police finally fired volleys into the air, and induced the anti- 
Semites to retire from the Jewish quarter. During the fight with the 
amo) maga people were injured. Order was re-established by ten o'clock 
at night.

Educational Disabilities for Jews. 
From Mr. I, A. ISAAC, 8, British Indian Street, Calcutta. 

(‘To THE EDITOR.) 

Srr,— With so many influential merchants, land owners, millionaires 
and multi-millionaires among us, it is a great misfortune to the Jewish 
Community to be subjected to a refined form of persecution in this 
country in the shape of certain restrictions placed on the education of 
their childrtén. The Jews in this country are mostly emigrants from 
Spain, and their mode of living is akin to that of Europeans: As such 
they are entitled to full European rights and privileges. 

It will, therefore, be a shock to our coreligionists abroad to hear that 
in India the Jowish children are practically boycotted from thé European 
schools. Tho European schools admit 15 per cent. non-European 
children under the regulations’ code. This percentage includes all Jews 
(whether born in Europe or in India), Parsees, Native Christians, and 
others. This policy of the educational departmentis undermining the educa- 
tion of Jewish children. Moreover, the pnpils of the Jewish Girls’ School, 
which is recognise] by Government as a European school, are reckoned as 
Européans for educational purposes, so long as they attend that school; but 
no sooner do they join other Christian schools tian they are transformed 
into non-Europeans and robbed of their scholarships. This ingenious 
method of boycotting our children from educational privileges ¢oes not, 
however, rest here, but goes further and demands double fees, confining 
them still to the 15 percent. clause. And the Jews here will not lift a finger 
to help themselves in this matter. 

Mr. Phillipps, an Arménian gentleman of this city, has set a noble 
example to the Jewish Community by endowing twenty Lakhs to the 
Armenian College for the educational uplift of the Armenian children, with 
the hope of increasing it to fifty with the co-operation of Messrs. Stephen 
and Galstaun, and other rich Armenians. Mr. Phillipps deserves much 
admiration from lovers of humanity for making this right use of his wealth. 
The restrictions on the education of the Jewish children are such a buybear 
to the Community that they are at their wits’ end how to act. But the 
same problem has been easily solved by the trio of the Armenian Com- 
munity who have shown what liberality and self-help can do instead of 
depending entirely on Government for support. 

The Jewish Community of Calcutta is as large and as affluent as the 
Armenian, if not moré s». To add to this, some of the Jewish merchants 
have made tons of money during.the recent world-war. Cannot one of 
them immortalise himself by giving the lead in creating an endowment 
Similar to that for Armenian children, so as to ameliorate the stagnating 
educational condition of the Jewish children? Why should Jewish 
charity that is traditional all over the world lie so dormant in Calcutta ? 
If there custodians of the wealth God has given them cannot do for their 
very cwa specially what the large-hearted Armenians have done, let them 
at least liberally endow Christian schools and colleges where Jewish 
children may be educated without any restrictions.

During 
the year there had been a considerable increase in the number of Daneswood 
consumptive cases relieved, 

Mr. H. R. Levinsoun said that the increased expenditure of the Danes- 
wood After-Care Committee had been accidental, There were a nunrber of 
vases ‘at Daneswood absolutely unfit for work who had to be suppdérted. 

Mr. J. M. Ansett referred to the pathetic condition of some of the 
patients from Daneswood. He made an appeal to the community to establish 
the much-needed Jewish Home for the Dying. He knew of such Christian 
homes in which attempts had been made to proselytise dying patients. It was 
a scandal if the community did not look after those who were unable to assist 
themselves, 

The CHAIRMAN said that he was opposed at present to any further increase 
of ‘fixed allowanves. It was clear that from the recent financial statemen$ 
of the Treasurer the Board could not go on unless the Jewish cornmunity 
récognised that more money was réquired. There were many reasons why the 
increases could not be granted, especially when they had to consider that there 
might be a further rise in the price of food, ete. They must call a halt until 
they get a proper response from the community. 

Mr. E. Moriey stated that the Rev. David Hirsch, B.A., had been elected 
te the Gerald Samuel and Denzil Myer Home Committee. Sir Marcus and 
Lady Samuel had contributed the sum of £500 towards furnishing the Home, 

The CwarrMan reported the resignations of Miss F. Solomon (Health 
Visitor) and Mr. J. L. Moses (Investigating Officer), A gratuity was granted 
to Mr. Moses on his leaving the service of the Board. 

The President reported that he had made a further grant from the 
Lily Barriato Marriage Portion Fund. 

Mr. P. 8. WALEY reported the following: —Legacies: reversion on the death 
of the wife of D. L. Jacobs, deceased, £105; Donations: £300 4% Funding 
Stock, 1960/1990, in memory of the late Mr. Maurice Gerstly, by his son-in-law,

OBITUARY. 
> 
CHIEF RABBI KURREIN (TEPLITZ-SCHOENAU). 

The death has taken place of the Chief Rabbi of Teplitz-Schoenau and 
District, Professor Dr. Adolf Kurrein. He was a preacher of deep fervour, 
great eloquence, and convincing power. He studied under the renowned 
Talmadist Rabbi Chayim Trebitech, and was a favourite disciple of Dr. 
Jellinek at Vienna. Dr. Kurrein ministered at St. Pélten, Linz, Lielitz, and 
Teplitz—in the last-named congregation for thirty-two years. He was the 
author of many pamphlets and collections of sermons, most of which are 
described in the * Jewish En*yclopédia,” and editor of the Juedische Chronik, 
which advocated Zioniem. {n addition to his theological activities, he worked 
assiduously in the development of educational life in municipal, as well as 
congregational schools, being a scholar and a teacher of quite exceptional 
powers. His funeral was the occasion of a great demonstration of sympathy 
and respect. on the part of the Jewish Congregation and the townspeople 
generally. The Burgomaster, the Town Council, the Churches, and the Public 
Schools were all represented, and Rabbis and deputations assembled from all 
parts of Bohemia. Many addresses were pronounced, and Dr. Viktor Kurrein, 
the Land Rabbi of Karlsruhe, spoke at the grave-side. The deceased was 
married to Jessie, the eldest daughter of the late Dr. Louis Loewe, the 
Orientalist, the life-long friend of Sir Moses Montefiore, and a sister of Mr. 
James H. Lowe, of Brondesbury Road, 


REV. DR. MOSES BERLIN (MANCHESTER). 


Much sympathy has been arotised in communal circles at the death of 
the Rev. Dr. Moses Berlin in his seventy-first year, after a very short i}lness 
Born in Hamburg in 1849, he was educated under the late Chief Rabbi Stern, 
and at the Seminary of Dr. Hildesheimer and the Royal University College ot 
Berlin. Before taking up his residence in Manchester he held the positions 
of Minister at Newport (Mon.) for eleven years, and at Plymouth for seven 
years, and for a period of two years he was Headmaster of Aria College, 
Portsea. In Manchester he was for several years Headmaster of the Talmud 
Torah School, and subsequently taught German and Hebrew at the Grammar 
School, carrving on at the same time a private Hebrew Schocl. With his 
scholarly attainments he was ever ready to help in literary work. He assisted 
the late Rev. 8. Singer in compiling his well-known Prayer Bock, Mr. Arthur 
Davis in his “* Service of the Synagogue,” and Mr. Jack M. Myers in his 
“ Story of the Jewish People.”” Recently he was engaged in a vindication 
of the Book of Esther in answer to the International Critical Commentary. 

Many years ago Dr. Berlin convened a Conference of Jewish Ministers 
in South Wales‘for the purpose of discussing the status of both the elergy 
and the congregations and of communal affairs in relation therete. Of a 
particularly modest and unassuming disposition, he was not so much in the 
foreground of communal workers and scholars as his profound general krow- 
ledge and learning doubtless warranted. Among those who were acquainted with 
him he gained the highest respect and esteem for his conscientious piety, his 
eympathetie and kind disposition, and his great love for his race. He was 
zealous and enetgetic, even in his old age, and cver-anxious to ac mplish 
much. At the funeral, which took place at Crumpsall Cemetery on Thursday, 
representatives attended from various Synagogues and many Manchester 
Institutions,

Rabin Dr. Salomon, at the close of his sermon last Saturday at the 
Manchester Great Synagogtie, said :—Before 1 conclude my sermon this 
morning, let us not depart without paying a tribute to the memory cf one 
who, after a life of learning and true devotion to the God of Israel, has zone 
to his final rest. Dr. Moses Berlin 7*? who died this week was, elas, not 
fortune’s favourite, if suecess is to be gauged by worldly estimates-—but he 
had greater treasures in his vast store of learning, in his life of piety, and tn 
the devotion of his noble wife and family. We extend to_them our profound 
sympathy, and they can rest assured, that the memory of one, whose whole 
life was wrapt up in the work of extending the knowledge of God, will ever 
he held in grateful remembrance by one and all. 

Sincere grief and sorrow pierced the hearts of many of his old pupitis 
and friends on hearing of Dr. Berlin's death. Rarely indeed could such com- 
bined qualities be found in one individual as was the case with him. His 
depth of scholarship and learming was crowned by a loving disposition and 
unassuming nature. Few were as privileged as was the present writer to enjoy 
his noble and instructive company in private study, for there he opened his 
very heart in the discu s.on of everyday problems with an enthusiasm that 
younger men might have envied. He was a teacher, guide, and devoted 
friend, as broad-minded as he was devoutly orthodox. His contributions te 
the discussions at the Society for Hebraic Studies were always stiendert 
to with the utmost respect for so thorough a Biblical scholar. He pursued 
knowledge diligently, and wished for no other reward than that of ths 
accumulation and spreading of the great truths so assiduously .obtair ec. 
The presence at his funeral of the High Master and a detachment of Jewith 
lads from the Grartnmar School was a token of the love that hound Jew and.

His life, whose characteristic lay in a unique combination of qualities, was 
crowned with an exquisite tenderness of heart towards those in distress, atn the 
Hammersmith Jewish Guild, the Presidency of which was until recently held 
by his wife, the devoted partner of his communal activities, always remained 
his especial concern.

THE LATE MR. ALBERT PHILLIPS (BIRMINGHAM), 

The funeral of the late Mr. Albert Phillips on Friday last, at the Witton

‘the short biography published last week the following particulars were 
omitted. Mr. Phillips was the grandson of the Rev. Isatah Phillips, who 
was appointed Minister ef the Birminghan Synagogue in 1785. Mr. Albert 
Phillips took great intorest and a personal share in a movement for the 
bettor regulation of railway rato, and also inborested himself in the 
waterways of the Midlands.

During the 
critical times when the King directed the policy of Greece in antagonism 
to the interests of the Allies, Mr. @’hillips promptly resigned his Consulship, 
and only resumed it at the earnest request of the present Government. Ho 
was Chevalier of the Royal Greek Order. He was for many years treasurer 
of the Liberal Unionist Organisation of St. Martin's Ward, was chairman of 
the Children’s Hospital, was on the committee of the Women’s Hospital, 
and an early worker for the organisation of the City Aid Society. He 
presented to the City Art Gallery the mummy which is a perennial source 
of wonder and attraction to visitors. Hisbrother, Mr. John Phillips, J.P., 
and the family have received many tokens of the general esteem which 


his character and services had won.

EAST END JEWS AND THE Y.M.C.A. 
PRINCESS HELENA VICTORIA IN MILE END. 


THE CHIEF RABBI ON JEWISH COURAGE. 


On Wednesday evening H.H. Princess Helena Victoria visited the 
Y.M.C.A. Hut erected by East End Jews in Mile End Gardens, and dis- 
tributed badges to a number of ladies and gentlemen associated with the 
work of the Hut. Her Highness, who was received by a guard of honour 
of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, was accompanied by the Hon. Mrs. Stuart 
Wortley. Mr. Harry Barnett presided over a large and enthusiastic 
audicnee. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Jewish charity, Jewish enterprise, Jewish 
enthusiasm, backed up by the Y.M.C.A., had combined to provide a cosy, 
well-equipped hut for ex-service men. It had more than justified its 
existence, and had done much to dissipate the clouds of suspicion which 
undeservedly surrounded the East End Jews. Her Highness had come to 
recognise the work of a devoted band of helpers. 

The Cuiger RABBI said that the Hut had been founded by East End 
Jews in appreciation of the noble work done by the Y.M.C.A., inapprecia- 
tion of the gallantry of H.M. Forces and in memory of the men of the 
district who had fallen in the war. The Chairman had asked him 
to say a word concerning Jewish endeavours during the war. It 
was difficult to repeat a twice-told tale. Every Jew intercsted in the 
good name of his people, every fair-minded non-Jew who wished to 
pass a judgment on the Jewish people was acquainted with the part that 
the Jews had played in the war. At present there was no excuse for 
anyone making rash statements, because the Rev. Michael Adler had 
published a pamphlet on the part played by the Jews of the Empire in 
the war, and the facts and official figures which he gave were such as to 
render inexcusable any further unfriendly criticism. They read in this 
pamphlet that in Australia out of a total Jewish population of less than 
20,000, there were 1,800 enlistments and 250 deaths. What Australia had 
done was typical of Jewry in every portion of the Empire. Gencral 
Smuts, addressing a Jewish gathering in Johannesburg, had given 
expression to his surprise that six per cent. of the Jewish 
population had enlisted, a larger proportion than any other section. 
The ratio of enlistment, service, and sacrifice in the East End of 
London could well bear comparison with the war effort of any other dis- 
trict of the country. Inthe Jews’ Free School, composed of East End 
lads, 1,200 old boys had’voluntarily joined. up. (Cheers.) The honours 
won by Jews had been remarkable—5 Y.C.'s, one of them won by Issy 
Shmuloviteh, otherwise known as Issy Smith--there could be no doubt 
about his affiliations! (laughter)—50 D.S.O.'s, 240 M.C.'s, 70 D.C.M.’'s, 
250 M.M.'s, and so forth. This, ina Jewish population in the Empire of 
450,000, a considerable portion of whom were not born within the Empire. 
Unfriendly criticg had spoken of the Jews as “cowards.” How could the 
Jew be a coward who had faced worlds—every man’s hand against him 
and his hand against no man! (Cheers.) No other race had displayed 
the heroism, physical and moral, that the Jewish people had done. He 
expressed the hope tliat the unfriendly voices that had lately been heard 
would be silenced for ever. Dr. Hertz proceédcd to refer to the terrible 
position of the Jews in South-East Europe, and expressed pleasure at the 
fact that the Y.M.C.A. were sending a relief mission to the Ukraine.’ He 
paid a tribute to the spirit of brotherhood which the Y.M.C.A. had 
always inculcated. 

Mr. HENRY HARRIS, J.P., gave a brief account of the work done in 
i, hut, and paid a tribute tothe services rendered by Mrs. Emanuel 
Barnett, Miss Annie Lampel, and others, in entertaining the troops who 
made use of the hut. 

Sir ARTHUR YAPP expressed the indebtedness of the Y.M.C.A. to 
those who had founded the hut, and his pleasure at the fact that the 
Jews had so warmly co-operated in their work. The example which the 
Kast End Jews had set would be a great help to them in their campaign 
to raise £750,000 to continue their great work. i 

Mrs. STUART WORTLEY commended the work of the women helpers. 

Mr. I."SoLOMoNns moved, Mr. 8. E. DE HAAS seconded, and Mr. J. 
CASH supported, a vote of thanks to the Princess for her presence. The 
vote was carried by acclamation. 

Princess HELENA VICTORIA, in reply, said: I very much appreciate 
and thank you for your warm welcome. It has been a very real pleasure 
for me to be among you this evening. I warmly eongratulate you on the 
hut and the work that has been done here, and I join Sir Arthur Yapp in 
thanking those who have given small sums or large to enable this work to 
be carried on. _ We will never forget what the people have done here for 
the Y.M.C.A. and for the soldiers who require your help so much. 
(Cheers.)

SOME ANTI-BOLSHEVIST FACTS, 


Such statistics as are available show that only a small percentage of the 


Jews are followers of Lenin. In the autumn of 1917 the Bo!lshevists published 


a statistical analysis of the constituents of the Soviets, showing that the 

Bolshevists were more largely somposed of pure Russian elements than the 

Menshevists, whc are anti-Bolshevists. In Decémber, 1918, the Jew med

{**onty’ 2:6 per cent. of the 121,071 organised Bolshevists in Petrograd. On 


the other hand, in the Jewish Pale of Set tlernent, there were 18,000 organised 
Menshevists, but there were no organiked Bolshevists worth speaking of- 
Moreover, whenever there has beeh any election during the last two years 
in the Jewish communities in Russia, there have been all sorts of parties. 
but never a Bolshevist party. In February, 1918, there were elections im 
thirty-two large communities, and of the 1,034 representatives belonging to 
ten different parties, there were 438 Zionista, 139 Orthodox, and 124 Bundists, 
but not a single Bolshevist. Again, there was a conference of Jewish com- 
munities in Moscow at the beginning of July, 1918, and of the 133 delegates 
representing thirty-nine cormmunities, there were fifty-three Zionists, twenty 
Orthodox, and fifteen Bundists, but not a single Bolshevist. The reason 
for the unpopularity of Bolshevistn among the Jews is due not only to its politics, 
but also to its predatory economics. For the establishment of the communist 
régime was aimed essentially at the propertied classes, the bourgeoisie ; it 
struck principally at the existence of the merchants, the manufacturers, and 
the members of the liberal professions, who were most largely recruited from 
the Jewish community. How often were we told beforé the war that the 
Jews in Russia were only pedlars, middlemen, and usurers ? How often 
were we told during the war that the Jews were the profiteers Is it then 
likely that they would favour a system that would blight their economic 
existence ? Is it they who would set up a dictatorship of the proletariat * 

So far from the Jews having thrown in their Jot with Lenin, they ar® 
among his most determined opponents. As the Council of the Jewish Com- 
munity of Archangel pointed out in December, 1918, in a memorandum to 
the Provisional Government of North Russia, “if there are Jews who ar® 
leaders of the Bolshevists, there are similarly Jews in the forefront ranks of 
the fight against Bolshevism. The leader of the Russian Menshevists is a 
Jewish Socialist, Paul Axelrod; and Dan and Martoff, sometimes wrongly 
dubbed Bolshevists. are also Menshevists. Further, the Jewish middle and 
upper classes belong mainly to the Liberal party of the Cadets, whose leader, 
the eriinent Jewish lawyer, M. Vinaver, was compelled to flee for his life- 
Another acknowledged and esteemed leader of Russian Jewry, Baron de 
Ginzburg, was also forced to flee abroad, and the well-known advocate, 
Bramson, has tasted bitterly of Soviet oppréssion. But, what is more 
significant still, the Commissary Uritzky was killed by the Jew Kannegiesser, 
and the only attempt upon the life of Lenin was made by a Jewish girl, Dora 
Kaptan. 

THE JEWISH FATE. ‘ 

But if there is anything that should demonstrate how groundless and 
grotesque is the lie that Bolshevism is a Jewish movement, it is the record 
of the persecution of the Jewish communities by the Soviet Commussaries 
and of the pogroms by the Bolshevist soldiery and mob. Local Commissaries 
have carried on a bitter and relentless campaign against the organised religious 
communities. In many towns, such as Saratoff and Kursk, the Jewish com- 
munal organisation has been suppressed, and communal buildings (schools, 
libraries, etc.) have been closed or requisitioned. The Hebrew language 


has been stigmatised as “ counter-revolutionary,” and Hebrew newspapers 
have been proscribed. A decision of the Commissariat of Education, passed 
on July Ll, 1919, states that “ the language JIbrith does not form the vernacular 
of the Jewish masses, for which ‘reason this language cannot be regarded as a 
language of a national minority, and hence ‘must be subjected to the same 
regulations as every foreign tongue which does not represent a vernacular 
in the regions of Soviet Russia.”” The Commissariat of Educatron has, therefore, 
forbidden the teaching of Hebrew in schools of the “first category “ and 
restricted it in schools of the “second category.”’ The Soviet Commussaries 
display especial hostility against the Zionist movement, which is denounced 
as counter-revolutionary and as an instrument of Entente Imperialism.” 
Zionist societies have been dissolved in several cities (Petrograd, Kieff, etc.), 
Zionist meetings are forbidden and Zionist funds have been confiscated, 
According to the most recent information, the house of a prominént Ziontst 
in Petrograd, M. ‘Tchirikover, was searched by the Bolshevists, who seized 
30,000 roubles belonging to the Zionist Committee, the Ziopist Chronica is 
shut down, and M. Gepstein, a Petrograd member of the Central Committee 
of Russian Zionists, and’M. Stem adski, an active Moscow Zionist, are interned. 

Finally, there are the massacres of Jews by Bolshevists that have taken 
place on various ovcasions and in different towns during the last eighteen 
months. The Red Army tarrjed out regular pogroms in the surnmmer of 1918 
at’ Novgorod-Seversk (where sixty-five Jews were killed and 120 wounded 
by the Sam ski Regiment), Seredina, Orscha and Glaughow. In all these places 
the synagogues were desecrated and defiled ; at Novgorod-Seversk the Rabb; 
was actually hanged in the synagogue ; and at Gorodok (Vitebsk) and other 
places the synagogues were turned into stables for soldiers’ horses. In March 
of this year there were further pogroms in Soviet Russia, e.g., at Borissov 
(Minsk), Hemel, Wassilewitschi (ten Jews killed), and Golynki (Mohilev, 
fourteen Jews killed). The anti-Semitism of the Red Army is notorious: 
when detachments were sent to suppress pogroms organtsed by armed peasants, 
they expressed resentment at being “misused”. for this purpose, and m 
séveral cases actually participated in the outrages. It is true that some of 
the ringleaders were shot by the authorities, but this dees not minimise the 
loss sustained by the Jews or the gravity of the peril to Which they were 
exposed on the part of the troops indoctrinated with Bolshevism. It only 
those bloodstained guardians of the Communist Paradise knew that their 
Jewish victims were represented in Western Europe as its pillars and paladins | 
what sardonic laughter would be theirs! But, despite the sacritices made by 
Jewish communities to Bolshevist fury, they had to pay a fresh toll to anti- 
Bolshevist vengeance. For Denikin’s Volunteer Army has recently perpetrated 
pogroms at Ekaterinoslav, Mikhailovka, Fastov, Krementchug and hieff, 
which were marked by unbridled butchery, bestiality, and wholesale plunder. 


Thus have th» Jews in Russia become the helpless victims of the wickedness 


of a baseless lie.

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A:PULPIT REPLY TO THE “ TIMES.” 


By THE Rev. MORRIS JOSEPH.* 


“ Life for life, eye for eye, tooth for tooth.”"—Exodus rxri., 23-24. 

Within the last few days our greatest English newspaper has opened its 
columns to a serious indictment of the Jewish character and religion from the 
pen of an anonymous writer who, with singular infelicity, has assumed the nam® 
of “ Verax.’’ He sees in Russian Bolshevism, which includes a certain number 
of Jews among its leaders or adherents, the retribution for Tsarism, with it* 
deliberate policy of anti-Jewish persecution. But for Bolshevist atrocities 
he lays the responsibility not only upon their perpetrators, but 
upon the Jews at large, upoh their “hard and tenacious revengefulness.”” 
This pleasing attribute he finds exemplified by the law laid down in the 
text: “ Eye for eye, tooth for tooth ’’—the famous lex talionis. Whether 
this law was the origin of Jewish vindictiveness, or is an expression of “ tha® 
peculiar race-character,”’ he is modest enough, despite his boasted knowledge 
of everything Jewish, to confess that he does not know. But one thing, 
he says, is certain; it is that ‘“‘ Jews, the world over, glory in their hearts at 
the vengeance wreaked by men of their race upon Tsarism and all its works, 
For the inwardness of Jewry is, above all, pride of race, belief in its superiority, 
the inbred conviction that the Jews are the Chosen People, destined, one day, 
to be the rulers and lawgivers of mankind.”” As though this was not paralleled 
by the conviction of Christendom, with its hope of the second advent of its 
Founder, which is to herald the world-wide triumph of the Christian creed 
and ideals. 

With regard to the text, with its formula of 

“ EYE FOR EYE AND TOOTH FOR TOOTH,” 


our critic need not be in any uncertainty. With the whole body of the 
particular legislation of which it forms a part, it represents the 
fundamental ideas of jurisprudence which prevailed in Babylonia 4,000 
years ago. Those ideas were taken over by our Israelitish ancestors, bu, 
immediately deprived, in some instances, of their extreme harshness, 
They were moralized, humanized, and reinforced by religious sanctions. + 
Even this law of “ eye for eye and tooth for tooth,” though it was intro- 
duced into the Mosaic Code, was found in process of time too severe 
to be carried out in practice. Certain it is that, under the Rabbins, the 
physical penalty was commuted for a money fine. The man who put out 
the eye of another, they argued, might have only one eye himself; to make 
him totally blind would not be equity, but monstrous injustice.'| Those 
who so reasoned were scrupulous defenders of every word of the Torah ; 
“nd yet, in this case, they did not hesitate to sacrifice the letter of the sacred 
text in order the better to fulfil its spirit. Taken in its literal significance 
the lex talionis is unquestionably severe. But let us remember the back wary 
moral state of society when it was first enunciated. Have we Jews anything 
to be ashamed of in this old-world law which

taught them thus to set at nought? Only a century ago a man might be 
hanged in this country for any one of 200 offences, the stealing of a sheep 
or of any article worth 5s.,among them. Compare this with the far more 
lenient provisions of the Mosaic Code, which reserved capital punishmen, 
tor some half-a-dozen or dozen crimes. Nay, to this very day the old Mosai¢ 
law which, for “‘Verax,”’ is a standing proof of Jewish revengefulness, is stil] 
retained, with few searchings of heart, on the statute-book of this country, 
For how runs the text? Not merely “eye for eye and tooth for tooth,” 
but “life for life." The old Mosaic principle receives homage every time 
a’*murderer is executed in twentieth-century England. But we do not find 
** Verax ” denouncing English law or Christian practice as vindictive. 

The chief point, however, to be remembered is that this lez talionis is meant 
exclusively for the judge on the bench, not for the individual. It is a rule 
of jurisprudence, not a maxim of personal conduct. When personal conduct 
is in question, observe how the vindictive Law of Moses would have us act 
As if anticipating the indictments of ** Verax ’’ and all his tribe, the ancien, 
legislator follows up his judicial enactments with precepts regulating the 
individual life. ‘* Eye for eye "—this to the judge; “a stranger shalt thou 
not oppress, for ye know the heart of a strénger, for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt;’’ and, in Deuteronomy, “ Thou shalt not hate an 
Egyptian "'—this to the ordinary man. ‘ You,’ says the Law to the Israelite, 
“ you were oppressed in Egypt; do you think that you are therefore justified 
in ill-treating your former oppressors? On the contrary, you know from 
experience the stranger's sorrows, the slave's agony; and the very fact

and inflict them upon another, even upon your enemy. In you, oppression 
would be especially odious."’ And, again, in the same context in Exodus. 
** If thou see the ass of him that hateth thee lying under its burden, thou shalt 
surely help with him.” The whole of this section of ethics is summed up 
in the great Levitical precept—so great that it has been called the Golden 
Rule—* Thou shalt not avenge nor bear a grudge against the children o¢ 
thy people; but thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself.’ Limit the 
intended scope of this superb utterance as you please—say, if you like, that 
the “neighbour "’ here mentioned is only the fellow-Israelite or, at best, 
the domiciled stranger. I care not. Enough for me that, in the childhoop 
of the world, and perhaps alone among the denizens of the world, the Israelite 
had conquered the revengeful impulse natural to men, and often deemed by 
them venial anc even admirable; had risén to the sublime heights of forgiveness, 
had lifted the idea of love into the highest place as a principle of social duty’

then thy sins shall be pardoned when thou prayest "—so the Apocrypha) 
Ecclesiastious. Yes “ practice” is the right word; forgiveness was no mere 
theory. The king of Israel, in the second Book of Kings, has his Gentile 
enemies at his mercy. “Shall I smite them?” he asks the Prophet. “No,” is the 
answer; ‘set bread and water before them, that they may eat and drink, 
and go back to their master.” It is claimed for Christian doctrine—“* Verax "’ 
does not forget to make the claim—that it has found a better way than 
that taught by Jewish precept. ‘Ye have heard that it hath been said, 
An eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth ; but I say unto you, That ye resist 
not evil; but whosoever shall smite thee on the right cheek, turn to him the 
other also."’ The speaker could hardly have meant this exhortation for the 
average man—there are Christian teachers of high degree who have declared 
it to be 
: IMPRACTICABLE EVEN IN THIS CIVILIZED WORLD OF OURS 

—he meant it rather for the disciples, especially bound to realise in their 
own lives the ideal kingdom of God § But did they alone try to 
live in its spirit? No: those other disciples—the O°D3N ‘WD?7N 
the Talmudic Rabbis—tried to live in its spirit too. They had 
their own code of service that went beyond the requirements of the mere letter 
of the law. A Rabbi, for example, employs some workmen, who negligently 
break his casks of wine. In return he impounds their clothes. His fellow 
Rabbi rebukes him; ‘‘ Give them back their property,’ he says. “Is this 
the Law?” asks the first. “ Yes,” is the reply, and the Rabbi quotes a 
text which only an extreme altruism can use as his justification. Then the 
aggrieved Sage would withhold the men's wages. Again he is rebuked ; 
‘Give them their wages,”’ he is told. “Is this the Law ? ” he asks again, 
“Yes”; and again Holy Writ is invoked in the same manner.** And so 
it has been throughout the ages. In the fifteenth century the Jews, after 
undergoing barbarous persecution, are hounded out of Portugal; some of 
them take refuge in Africa. Eighty years later certain descendants of thei, 
persecutors, worsted in battle in that country, are offered as slaves in the 
market-place of Fez. They ask to be sold to Jewish masters, for, they say, 
the Jews are humane. In this way, the historian remarks, the followers of 
the God of vengeance dealt with their enemies! t+ 

You will ask, perhaps, why I remind you of all this ; ““ You are preaching,” 
you will tell me, “ to the converted.”” But is it so? Is it not true that many 
a Jew does not know the strength of his own case, that he accepts only too 
readily the estimate of himself, of his history, of his religion, which comes 
from alien sources, especially if it be printed in large type and a prominent 
place in an influential newspaper. Far from seeing in his race the future 
rulers of mankind, he is too much given to envisage himself as the inferior 
being pictured by his enemies, to defer to adverse Gentile opinion “ with 
bated breath and whispering humbleness,” even as he has been prone to 


- forgive and forget his age-long wrongs. Our life-story, our ideals, our destiny 


are far higher than our detractors represent them to be. What we have to 
do is to make ourselves worthy of them 
BY OUTSPOKEN CHAMPIONSHIP, 

by the practical self-vindication which comes of worthy pride and nobl® 
living. 

One word more—TI feel I must say it. Conscious of his ignorance and 
malevolence, our defamer in The Times seeks shelter under the pretext of 
humanitarian motives. He sees its Nemesis awaiting Bolshevism ; Lut the 
punishment, he also sees, will fall on all the Russian Jews alike, whether 
Bolshevist or not. Therefore, he pathetically pleads, let the Jews in Western 
lands be wise in time, and by helping to uproot the present bloodstained 
order in Russia, avert the wrath to come. It is strange advice. The Jews, 
he declares, are short-sighted and stupid. But what shall we say of a writer 
who thus foolishly gives away his own case ?

And yet another word—this also I cannot withhold, 
If these murderous attacks upon the Russian Jews do take place, among 
those morally responsible for them will be writers like “* Verax,’’ who from 
the safe stronghold of anonymity send iorth incitementa to violence by 
cowardly and libellous aspersions on our race and our faith. 


Mr. Zangwill on the “Times” Campaign. 

Speaking at a meeting held at Queen's Hall on Monday in support of 
the Save the Children Fund, Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL said :—We are come 
to ask with Mrs. Browning: “Do you hear the children weeping, O my 
brothers?” But to-night itis not the children of our own land that are 
in question, but the children of the famine areas. And the famine areas 
are mainly, if not exclusively, nests of our late enemies. Why save them 
then, say some, any more than wasps’ nests? Ifthe breed is so execrable, 
and so formidable, why artificially foster it? We do not hatch cockatrice 
eggs or suckle the whelp of the tiger. True, peace has been signed, but 
the utmost duty it imposes is to cease from killing. In the 
spirit of Clough re-writing the Decalogue, these critics say :—* Thou 
shalt not kill, but neither strive officiously to keep alive.” But the 
analogy with wasps’ nests and vipers’ broods is a mere war-metaphor. 
In the natural world man's enemies are constant, the lion never ceases 
to be dangerous, nor does the leopard change his spots. But in the human 
worid the enemy of to-day is the friend of yesterday or the ally of 
to-morrow.

have invoked her assistance against Russia. There is no fixed quality 
therefore about enemy babies to prevent them growing up into the angels 
of the next alliance. They are simply. innocents, as the Churches— 
Established and Dissenting alike—have now happily recognised by 
devoting the approaching Holy Innocents’ Day to collections for this 
Fund. It is a great pleasure to find the Church at last. coming back to 
Christianity : a war-pulpiteer is even worse than a war-profiteer. 

The other day I was startled to see at the head of a letter in the 
Times the words in large capitals: “The Mosaic Law in Politics.” I 
naturally thought it was rebuking the savage expression in European life 
of the Old Testament maxim: “Eye for eye, tooth for tooth”-—that 
maxim, Which has for so long replaced the New Testament mildness ; 
that sad Ersatz, or substitute, on which Christendom has subsisted during 
the war, in the course of which the world’s stock of goodness has given 
out, like so many other precious commodities. I was mistaken. The 
letter referred het to the European débaciec. not to our rattling back Inte 
barbarism, but éxclusively to the ferocity of the Jews, who were declared 
to be running Bolshevism in Russia, purely and simply as a means of 
avenging themselves upon the country that had persecuted them; and 
they were begged to abandon the unique and unparalleled vengefulness of 
their Shylockian species; otherwise they would be massacred. 

The letter, which was signed “ Verax,”~-by a slip of the pen, i suppose 
for Mendax was, of course, merely one of Lord Northcliffe’s numerous 
devices for saving his Koltchaks and Denikins and’ discounting their 
massacres. The Mosaic maxim in question had been obsolete in Jewry 
before Jesus was born, and my bitter amusement at seeing it now ascribed 
to the only race that had outgrown it, was intensified by the remembrance 
that only a week or two ago the concord of a dinner party was seriously 
impaired by my quarrel with a vicar’s wife, who maintained stoutly that 
“ Eye for eye. tooth for tooth” was the correct and righteous principle 
against the Germans, and that she was, in this instance, for the Old 
Dispensation. She seemed indeed not only to want tooth for tooth, but a 
whole set of teeth. 

But coming from a clergyman’s wife, it was a piece of candour, of 
almost German candour. I say German, because some of you may 
remember that the great Church newspaper, the Christiiche Welt, or the 
Christian World, proposed at the beginning of the war a moratorium for 
Christianity... To preach Christianity, said the journal, in these days of 
torpedoes and poison gas, was only to provoke “mocking hellish laughter.” 

In the more foggy mentality of Britain, it has not proved impossibie 
to reconcile poison gas with the Holy Ghost. But a moratorium of 
Christianity there has undoubtedly been: and if this moratorium is to be 
prolonged even when the war is over, it will be tantamount toa confession 
of the bankruptcy of Christendom. 

Even Mr. Winston Churchill is now confessing that “we have been 
transformed into a sphere which is definitely lower, from almost every 
point of view, than that which we had attained in the days before 
Armageddon.” 

This is, indeed, a significant confession from one of the protagonists 
of the Holy War. * Never,” he declares, “ was a time when more com- 
plete callousness and indifference to human life and suffering was 
exhibited by the great community all over the world.” 

If this is so— and who can doubt it ’--this movement of ours, in lead 
ing back the world to sensitiveness and pity, may subserve a double 
function. We shall not only help to “save the children,” but to save the 
world. 


For in softening ourselves we shall soften our enenries. “ The quality 


of mercy is not strained—it blesseth him that gives and him that takes.” 
I cannot well complete the quotation. for it reads: “Therefore, Jew, 
though justice be thy plea, consider this.” Can it really be necessary to 
address to Christendom the famous adjuration addressed to Shylock ? 


In the course of his sermon at the Windsor Place Synagogue, Cardiff, 
on Sabbath last, the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., speaking from the text, 
“ And Jacob was left alone, and there wrestied with him a man until the 
break of the dawn,” alluded to the bitter attacks recently made by writers 
in the 7imes on the aims and tendencies of Jews and Judaism. Such 
attacks, said the preacher, were the age-long heritage of the Jew, and, 
do what they would, they would never be rid of them. Suffering had 
ever been the badge of all their tribe. But suffering had only served to 
purify and fortify them. It would never avail to weaken them in their 
allegiance to the ancestral faith. On the contrary, the more they were 
scorned, the more did they realise that they stood for truths and 
teachings which would last to the end of time. There was no reason for 
despair. Let them continue in their loyalty to the old Code of Sinai, and 
the dawn of a better era would assuredly break for them. 


ADMIRAL KOLTCHAK ON BOLSHEVISM. 


Mr. Lucien Wolf contributed the following letter to the Daily Tele- 
graph of Friday last : 


In confirmation of the article on this subject which I had the 
honour of contributing to the Daily Telegraph on the 6th ult., Baron 
Alexandre de Gunzburg has been good enough to send me a copy 
of a striking statement made by Admiral Koltchak to an American 
interviewer. ft is printed in the “ Dalnevostochnoie Obozrénie,” 
of September 21st, 1919 (No. 158), copies of which have only just 
arrived in Europe vid New York. The interviewer first had a con- 
versation on the general condition of the Jews in Siberia with the 
Admiral’s Minister of the Interior, after which he was received by the 
Chief of the State. The report proceeds :— 

The Supreme Ruler, speaking with Dr. Rosenblatt, added: ‘*I want 
you to be persuaded that in Siberia there is no anti-Semitism or what is 
usually called a Jewish question. ‘The Siberian Jews, who have lived here 
for many years, are regarded as equa! members of our society. What anti- 
Semitism there is has been imported by refugees from Russia. But the 
inhabitants of Siberia have not been contaminated by it. When we are 
victorious over Bolshevism, the calumny on the Jews in connection with 
their alleged propaganda of Bolshevik doctrines wil! disappear, for the accn- 
sation isabsurd. ‘The buik of Jewry are more bourgeois and conservative 
than the Russian masses. If the Jews are to be made to answer for Trotsky, 
Sverdioff, Joffe, etc., in the same measure the Russian people may be 
mnade responsible for Lenin, Krylenko, Lunarcharsky, and others.”’ 


This, it seems to me, ought to be the last word on the matter,

Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 
PROPOSED ARRANGEMENT ‘WITH THE LCC. 


The following report of the Accommodation and Attendance Sub- 
Committee was brought up at the meeting of the Education Committee of 
the London County Council held on Wednesday :— | 


We have had under consideration a communication from the managers 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum (Norwood), in which they state 
that for some years they have conducted a school within the asylum for 
the edncation of between 350 and 375 poor Jewish chilcren, who are main- 
tained at the institution under the scheme governing the charity. The 
school is at present carried on in accordance with a scheme approved by 
the Board of Education, and receives an annual grant from the Board. 
The managers, however, find that the funds available are not sufficient to 
enable them to continue the existing arrangements for conducting the 
institution and the school, and they desire to be relieved of the cost of the 
secular education of the children. The nianagers ask, therefore, whether 
the Council is prepared to maintain the school under section 15 of the 
Education Act, 1902, as a public elementary (non-provided) school. 

Under section 15 of the Education Act, 1902, the Council may maintain 
as a public elementary school, but is not required so to maintain, any 
school forming part of an institution in which chitdren are boarded, and 


the school could be conducted as a non-provided school. There is no 


accommodation available in the existing schools in the district, and, if the 
institution school were closed, it would be necessary for the Council to 
provide additional school accommodation. We are of opinion that the 
most economical way of providing for the education of the children in the 
home would be for the Council to maintain the existing school. 

It will be necessary for the managers to issue notice under section 8 
of the Education Act. 1902, of their intention to provide a new public 
elementary school. 

In all the circumstances we are of opinion that the school should be 
maintained by the Council under section 15 of the Education Act, 1902, 
and we propose, therefore, that no observations should be made upon the 
proposal to convert the school into a public elementary School. The 
premises are generally satisfactory, but the managers will be required to 
carry out any alterations or improvements which may be nécessary, and 
we are communicating with the Buildings Sub-Committee in regard to 
this matter. We have also communicated with the Elementary Bduca- 
tion and the Teaching Staff Sub-Committees. | 

We recommend 

That no observations be offered with regard to the proposal of the managers 
of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum school (Norwood) to ttle $ new 
public elementary school ‘for about 400 children at Knight's Hill Road, West 
Norwood ; that the managers and the Board of Education be so informed ; and 
that the Council be recommended accordingly. 

The Education Committee adopted the report and recommendation

Hit Back! 

Wanted: Jewish Propaganda.

Sin,—Surely the time has come for Jews to adopt tactics totally 
different from those we have hitherto employed. That a wave of anti- 
Semitism is spreading over this conntry, in common with other countries, 
is undeniable. The Mond case (pitiful objects as the defendants notwith- 
standing were made to appear) surely points a moral. The attacks on 
our people in the Times and other newspapers (to say nothing of the 
attacks on our people by Jews themselves in the Morning Pést) all show 
which way the wind is blowing. 

What hitherto has been our policy as Jews? Passiveness, feeble 


denials, and (shame be to us) a great hiding of heads, an attitude of 
“ Please. it wasn't mec.” 

Are we so lost to every teaching of our history that we are ashamed 
to be Jews? I have heard men who should be leaders of the Community 
say: “Let the Goyim say what they like. Don’t answer is the best 
policy, and far better than stirring up mud.” That, Sir, is not my idea. 
The more mud that is thrown (and the more especially thrown at passive 
resisters) the more surely some will stick. And in the eyes of the 
ignorant and the non-thinkers, Ties will pass for truth. Hence, 1 say, the 
day of Anglo-Jewish passive resistance must end. The time has come 
for us, a8 has been recommended so often by “ Mentor” in your columns, 
to hit back. Why cannot we organise something in the nature of a 
League for Active Propaganda’? It is not enough for us as Jews to deny 
what our enemies say against us. A great Geney@fias declared that the 
best method of defence is to attack. Let that be our policy. Let us 
look the world in the face and boldly proclaim, “Iam a Jew.” The 
best compliment a Gentile can now pay us is; “ He is a very good fellow — 
for a Jew.” We have toalter all that. The world must be taught to 
say: “ He is a very good fellow, not in spite of being, but Hecaus@ he is a 
Jew.” 

Let us take a leaf out of the book of those political organisations which 
adopted the method of engaging lecturers and public speakers in order to 
further their views. Could we not organise a band of eager fluent speakers 

sould we not train their ideas, coach them with facts, and then lét them 

start an active campaign’ We have seen Labour push its ideals, and 
educate its public by means of street corner meetings, posters on every 
hoarding that attract and claim attention and thought. Its speakers 
have gone into the highways and byways and told the people their story. 
Surely we coukl do the same. Let us educate the masses of the péople 
to understand what the Jew really is, what the Jew really stands for, and 
what he has done. 

Our feeble denials do not go far enough. We must-have active 
propaganda. It can be done, and it behoves every Jew who thinks any- 
thing of the future of his race, and of the future status of his children, and

THE CHIEF RABBI AND THE ANTI-SEMITIC PRESS. 


MR. MONTEFIORE'S APPEAL. 


A public meeting was held at the Brondesbury Synagogue, Chevening 
Road, on Sunday evening, when a number of addresses were delivered on 
the “ Condition of our Brethren in Russia and Poland.” The chair was 
taken by Mr. J. B. MAGNUS, the Senior Warden, who appealed for sub- 
scriptions to the Brondesbury Fund for the Relief of Jews in Russia. 

The CHIEF RABBI said he did not intend to speak of the. condition of 
the Jewsin Poland, as Sir Stuart Samuel would soon be back from that 
country with authoritative information. He would confine himself to the 
appalling condition and the horrible state in which the three and a half 
million Jews found themselves in the Ukraine. The Ukraine had a very 
sad history so far as Jews were concerned. Nine-tenths of the Jewish 
population was exterminated there in the fateful years 1648 and 1652. 
There were similar massacres ninety years later, and, besides those of 1881] 
and 1882, the most terrible massacres and pogroms took place there in 
1905 during the risings instigated by the absolutist vovernment after the 
proclamation of the Constitution. Now they found the state of affairsin the 
Ukraine atleast one hundred timesas bad asthatin Poland. Let them sup- 
pose that four or five hundred Lrishmen or Americans had been butchered 
by the British Government, then the whole world would have rung with 
it. In the Ukraine they found the victims to be not hundreds but tens of 
thousands. A great many of those whom he was addressing had read 
the letters in the Times during the past ten days. One of those letters 
warned the Jews that, when the time came for seeking scapeyvoats for the 
Bolshevist desolation, the writer was very much afraid that there would 
be wholesale massacres of the masses of Jews throughout Soviet Russia. 
It was necessary for the men and women of England to know that 
they need not wait for the fall of Soviet Russia for those massacres to 
begin. These massacres had been going on during the past year. Four 
months ago the Times stated that the murdered victims totalled six 
thousand. A few weeks later the Ukrainian Government put the number 
at 30,000; while Jewish leaders who knew the conditions in the Ukraine 
estimated that 60.000 human beings were 

BUTCHERED IN COLD BLOOD, 
among indescribable tortures, mutilations, iInhumanities, and bestialities. 
(“Shame!") The details were unprintable, unrepeatable. Intoxicated 
demons, be said, could not indulge in more fiendish cruelties than have 
been visited on Jewish populations. There had been, say, a community 
of five hundred among whom pogroms had raged for three or 
four days, and then only half a dozen people had been left alive 
not enough to bury the victims. We were told of entire schools 
of Jewish children having been massacred. These massacres, were 
usually the work of Cossack marauding bands, but also of the Bolshe. 
vists, though not to the extent usually believed; and they had very often 
been. carried out by, our technical allies—-by portions of the Volunteer 
Army that owed nominal allegiance to General Denikin. That General 
had on many occasions left nothing undone to prevent massacres. In 
Saturday's Times, after another (and one of the most virulent) attack by 
an .avti-Semite there was a little communication from the Russian 
Embassy in London—a copy of a telegram sent by General Denikin to 
the Commander of the troops at Kieff on September 15th when there had 
been a massacre going on for three days. The telegram ran: “I am 
informed of the persecution of the Jews by the Russianarmies. [| implore 
vou most earnestly to take drastic measures to put a stop to this state of 
things by meting out the severest punishment to the offenders.” If it 
were not so tragic it wouki be funny. Imagine the commander of an 
army when he hears that his army is wiping out families and com. 
munities, writing to them: “I implore you to stop it.” That was an 
indication of 
; THE ANARCHY NOW GOING ON IN THE UKRAINE. 


Nobody seemed to blame. The Supreme Council ordered Denikin to 
suppress pogroms, The British Government ordered him, but he had no 
power, and he had to implore his subject chieftains fighting on his 
side not to massacre. There seemed to be anarchy there. Petlura 
expressed regret for the thousands butchered by people who nominally 
obeved his command. The upshot was that they were helpless, a con- 
dition that was heart-breaking. What were we to do” Naturally 
the letters that had appeared in the Times, and the crusade conducted by 
papers like the Morning Post and other papers did not help the situation. 
They certainly did not strengthen the hands of General Denikin. Such 
correspondence and such a

paralysed the: hands of the men who stood for law and order 
and humanity, and encouraged all the bestial forces that made for 
the extermination of the Jews. (Hear, hear.) Because the Times was 
an all powerful paper, because every word that was printed in it on 
Russia was eagerly seized upon in that distracted country, the anti- 
‘Jewish leaders would put their own interpretation on that  corre- 
spondence. The English people—they will proclaim—were prepared to 
condone in advance massacres on an even vaster scale than were occur- 
ring at the present moment; and therefore men like “ Verax and the 
other anti-Jewish writers, who said that their one desire was to prevent 
those massacres, chose a very peculiar way of showing their sympathy 
for the masses of Jews in danger. Their manner of showing that 
sympathy was a 

TREASON TO THE FAIR NAME. OF ENGLAND. 


(Hear, hear.) There was only one thing Jews, here could do. They could 
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see to it that bread should be provided for the thensands of widows and 
children who escaped the butcher's knife, and that medicines should 
be provided for the mutilated and the suffering. But in this respect 
there came another difficulty. For some reason or another, although 
the British Government was not at war with the Ukraine, it was 
impossible to send out medicines there, which in the_ circumstances 
were as necessary as bread and clothing. Their duty was to pro- 
vide bread and clothing as a protection against the bitter Russian winter, 
and he must bere strike an unpleasant note. He must hold up to Anglo- 
Jewry its lamentable failure to rise to the great pccasion in connection 
with the relief of the victims of the war in Russia during these five years. 
£200,000 had been collected by the fifty thonsand Jews in South Africa : 
the remainder of the Empire had collected only some £250,000. Thus, 
while the Jews of South Africa (and Australasia) had done their duty, 
the United Kingdom had not. The £159,000 collected in this country had 
been mostly collected in the provinces and in the East End of London. 
A peculiar state of affairs was revealed by the 


ATTITUDE OF THE WEST END CONGREGATIONS. 


Whereas some of the East End congregations had responded so as to 
show actual sacrifice on the part of each member, many a well-to-do Jew 
had for five years not given a shilling to the Fund. He had served on 
various continents and met all sorts and conditions of Jews—only in the 
West End of London had he seen considerable numbers of Jews “eutting” 
not merely Torah and Worship, but Gemilluth Chassadim, charity, as well. 
What could be accomplished with effort was shown by the Stamford Hill 
Synagogue that had collected over £3,000 for the Fund. The record of other, 
far wealthier, congregations would not be an enviable one when in future 
their contributions were duly appraised. Surely, concluded the Chief 
Rabbi, in view of this unparalleled misery, something more ought to be 


' done than has been and is being done, and I hope that this will recall you 


to your sense of duty. You have a chance to prove that your religion is 
a Vital thing within you, that you are still a living member of the House 
of Israel, and to prove it for your congregation, your community. and the 
whole of Anglo-Jewry. (Cheers.) 

Mr. C. G. MONTEFIOR&, Chairman of the Russian and Polish Relief 
Fund, said there should be no section in Jewry which did not feel 
sympathetic towards that fund and fee] that it was its duty to help it in 
every possible way. The Committee of the Fund had a very difficult and 
anxious task. The claims upon the Fund were large and would be larger. 
He did not know how far the strictures passed by the Chief Rabbi upon 
Londoners were deserved, but they ought to have done more than they 
had done. The Fund was originally instituted for the relief of the victims 
of the war in Poland. A great deal had been done in regard to the feeding 
of the starving by the American Jews. They were very. numerous and 
had much larger resources, but even still they had probably given more 
proportionately than the English Jews. They had taken charge of the 
feeding of the victims of the war in Poland and had done splendidly. 
They were a very business-like lot and had organised the work splendidly. 
The English collections recently had been used. for clothing. They 
had recently given something like £80,000 or £100,000 of their fund for 
clothing... Some of the clothing consignments had reached Poland and 
many were on their way. They would be known as the donation of the 
English Jews. The Fund would want some more money for the purposes 
of clothing, for clothing was wanted for two reasons. First. to keep the 
people warm, but also because a large number of these unfortunate people 
were naked and without clothing so that they could not come to the 
centres where the food was being distributed. The Chief Rabhi 
had eloquentiy pointed out that they would have te collect a. very 
large sum for the relief Jews in the Ukraine. The Americans would 
have to do the same, and were going to do the same. Before long the 
American Jews would institute a big “drive” for the Ukraine, and they 

MUST INSTITUTE THEIR OWN “DRIVE” IN ENGLAND. 
It was quite true that_at the present moment there was great difficulty 
in getting relief into the Ukraine, but the English Government had sent 
out a Commission there, and had put before that Commission the reports 
which had reached them of the terrible pogroms and massacres, due 
to the appalling anarchy there. They must not think that only the Jews 
had suffered. Every party was butchering, looting, and murdering every 
other party. Society was in a state of dissolution, and the human brute 
reappeared upon the surface at such atime. Ina great many cases the 
excesses had been the result of anarchy rather than the resultof a pogrom 
directed tothe Jew as such; but the Jew with his sobriety, his little savings 
or property, Was a coveted object ofloot. He trusted that the Commission 
would put a stop to these massacres in the future. Whatever happened, 
there was no doubt that the amount of the Jewish misery in the Ukraine 
would be appalling. It was their duty to help in relieving that distress. 
They must build up a fund so as to be ready at any moment to send relief 
to the Ukraine. Their donation might be only a drop in the ocean, but 
they should give it, for sympathy helped as well as money. There 
was a third great need. All the methods of livelihood had béen @is- 
organised and lost in those countries, and people were at a loss to know 
how to begin life over again. They would have to help in the work 
of reconstruction, so that they could live for themselves and work for 
themselves. They musttry and reconstitute the economic life of those 


countries, and money would be required for that purpose. He joined 


in the appeal made by the Chairman for funds. | 
Mr, ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A,, urged that they should give quickly, for the 
need was great. He deplored the prevalence of anti-Semitism all over the 
world, stronger than it had ever been before, and he ascribed its modern 
beginning to the Franco-Prussian war. With the coming legislation in 


England, and the legislation in America, there would be great difficulties. 


in helping the persecuted people to go to other Countries. a 
Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A., appealed for their brothers and sisters 

who had been thrown on the quicksands of anarchy in Russia. It was a 

race between their helpand death. They were bound together by ties of 


love and affection, and there was no excuse for anyone to say they could. 


Mr. J. PRAG, J.P., appealed tothose present.to think of the Jewish 
parents who had to see their ehildren .starve, not knowing when their 
wives and daughters might be sacrificed. Heappealed to those who were 
here in England and had eseaped the chances of that martyrdom. He 
asked them to give and to give generously. 

The announcement was made in the course of the meeting that over

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THE .GREAT COMMUNAL SCHEME. 
THE WAR MEMORIAL AND BOLSHEVISM. 


ADDRESS BY MR. R. WALEY COHEN. 

Speaking at Bristol on Sunday, Mr. Robert Waley Cohen dealt with 
some important aspects of the Great Communal Scheme. He said that at 
the head and forefront of the Jewish War Memorial scheme stood Jewish 
Religious Education, and those who were responsible for it felt that by 
that means and by that means alone could they enable future generations 


of Jews in the British Empire to be worthy of the sacrifices which had 
been made in this generation, and worthy of the great traditions which 
they inherited, and which they hoped might be handed down to their 
descendants not merely untarnished but further strengthened and 
illumined. It was not necessary to emphasise the view that religions 
sense was Vital to good citizenship. No man could fulfil in the fullest 
sense the role of citizenship if he had not that contact with eternity 
which religion alone conld give. The Jewish ideal in every age had set 
in the forefront of its programme that Jews were not fulfilling their 
religion unless they were good citizens of the country to which thev 
belonged; and no less true was the converse--that no man was a good 
citizen unless he were true to his religion. If that were admitted, it 
followed at once that the first duty of the Jewish community, both from 
the point of view of the fulfilment of the Jewish ideal and from the point 
of view of the British ideal, was that they shonld ensure that 
every child in our community received a sound religious education. 
There were thousands of Jewish children who were growing 
up without any religious education at all, and who could 
not therefore grow up to be Jews in any sense of the word which had 
any value. Nothing, in the view of the promoters of the Jewish War 
Memorial. conld be more urgent than the need to remedy this state of 
thinus. Whether they looked at it as a moral, or a national, or a political 
question, it was a stain upon our community of which we must all be 
ashamed, and no man or woman in this country was worthy of the name 
of Jew, who did not do whatever lay in his or her power to remove that 
stain and correct that dangerous state of things. There might be some 
who would think that in using the word “dangerous,” he was guilty 
of exaggeration. But he repudiated that charge. They were living in 
AN AGE OF SHIFTING SANDS. 
Social and economic views, which only five years ago might almost have 
been called “ principles,” were to-day “ discarded theories,” and so those 
who relied on material ethics to guide their lives found themselves loose 
from their moorings. What was the result as seen all over the world? 
Men and women carried away by ideas, theoretically, perhaps, often 
attractive, but in reality superficial and out of relation with the great 
factors of humanity which applied in every age. were giving way to 
excesses of every kind, sometimes innocent but more often harmful and 
vicious, which in the name of some fleeting material theory of the 
moment were plunging whole nations into disintegrating misery. 
There was only one sure safeguard against such a state of things, and 
there was only one armour which they could give to their children to 
protect them from the fate of those who were tossed about by these waves 
and movements, and that was to instil into them a knowledge of our 
roots in history, a knowledge of our own religion, and a respect and love 
for its great truths and its great ideals. Therefore the first demand 
which the hour of reconstruction made upon them was to set up an 
organisation which would ensure that in the future every child of Jewish 
parents livingin the British Empire should grow up in this priceless posses- 
sion implanted in him. It was particularly suitable that the generation 
that had suffered so much for the sake of justice and liberty should lay the 
foundation of a religious organisation, which should give to Jewish 
tradition its permanent place in the lives of future generations of 
Jewish citizens in the British Empire. There was another consideration 
which deserved mention. In our own little community we often 
heard the demand for sweeping changes in our synagogue services. W@ 
were told that our ancient Jewish traditions conflicted with modern 
ideas. He was not an incorrigible conservative. He did not say there 
were not practices which had grown up in our midst which it might not 
be desirable to modify, but he did assert that the demands for sweeping 
change and the doctrine that our traditions conflicted with modern life 
arose almost entirely from the 
WIDESPREAD IGNORANCE 

which existed not only of Jewish literature and tradition but even of 
Judaism itself. Uf they could ensure that every Jew and Jewess grew up 
in the knowledge of Judaism they would find not only that our syna- 
gogue services and our great traditions appealed to them and stimulated 
all that was best in them, but also that, so far from there being 
anything in our tradition which conflicted with modern ideals, 
they would find that all or nearly all that was best in modern civilisa- 
tion was preached by our rabbis among the ideals of Judaisin. 
That was why he thought that the Jewish War Memorial which was to 
set up in perpetuity an efficient and active religious organisation for the 
Jewish community in the British Empire appealed so strongly to every 
section of the community. Those who were fondest of our ancient 
traditions realised the value of inculcating them into our children ; and 
those others who were less familiar with the forms and ceremonies 
nevertheless felt the sense of contact with our historic past and had 
experienced during the last five years something of the strength which 
their Jewish faith had given them in times of unprecedented 
trial. Thus it was that the Jewish War Memorial was to create 
a great organisation of traditional Judaism throughout the British 
Empire—a great school of rabbis and teachers, who, having studied our 
literature in an atmosphere of British freedom, would interpret it to the 
generations of Jewish citizens inspired by those ideals for which the 
present generation had fought and died. Such men would know how to 
expound the faith of our ancestors soas to make it illuminate the secular 
ideals of progress and freedom which loomed so largely in those days. 
Boys and girls, young men and women of to-day, rightly demanded that 
of any religion, and there was none so capable of supplying it as the 
Judaism of ourancestors: And sothe Jewish Community had founded what 
was called the Great Communal Scheme to raise afund of £1,000,000 to found 
a great College of Jewish learning to produce men capable of inspiring the 
minds of children growing up in this country, and interpreting Judaism 
to them so that it would exert the strongest influence throughout their lives. 
It would not only endow the training of such men, but it would endow 


. different from that which obtains under present conditions. 


their’ calling, and so help in raising to a proper level the emoluments of 
those: who ministered to congregations unable to afford the salaries 
adequate to attract the best men. And finally, having assured the pro- 
duction of suitable ministers and rabbis and teachers, and their adequate 
remuneration, it would endow religious education so that no child of 
Jewish parents living in the British Empire should grow up without 
receiving a full religious education. So they hoped to erect a magnificent 
and lasting monument to the memory of those of our faith who fought and 
died for this country and its ideals—a religious organisation for the Jews 
of the British Empire, which would enable future generations to know 
andjto practise their patriotism and their faith. 


The donation of £1,000 from Sir Edward Stern is a first donation. 
The “ Liberal” Jewish Synagogue and the Scheme.

A Suggestion.

(To THE EDITOR.) 

SIR,—Notwithstanding all that has already been written on this very 
absorbing subject, there appear to me to be a few points which, although 
entirely overlooked, are nevertheless surely deserving of consideration. 

In dealing first with the subject of Jews’ College, it has occurred to 
me that there should be a Jews’ Residential College. Particularly would 
this be desirable if it is decided that the College should remain in the 
metropolis. The “atmosphere” for the students would be at once 
Here I would 
point out—and I wish to lay particular emphasis on this matter—it would be 
eminently desirable that the better-cultured and influential members 
of our Community should be constantly in touch with the students. 
Some of them should be present at all functions, such as lectures, debates, 
conversaziones, &c., which would be held at the College. I would say, 
away with indifference, snobbishness, And aloofness! Further, the idea 
of students entertaining the Community will tend to foster that quality 
which isso eminently desirable, viz., sociability among one's fellows and 
the doing away of that intolerable * patronising air.” 

In considering the matter of local for the College, it would be well 
to bear in mind the many advantages that would accrue by its remaining 
located in London. To cite one or two instances. The advantage of 
access to the British Museum and its unique library, also to other museums 
and art galleries. Also the many opportunities for attending concerts of 
high class music—such a healthy and refining means of recreation. 

Moreover, residence in the metropolis is likely to afford the student a 
wider outlook on things in general than can be gained in a university 
town. One hears nowadays so much about broadmindedness ! 

Whilst not commenting upon the subject of what “ Chazanuth” 
should consist—to deal with which would require some considerable 
space-—I venture to suggest that all duties inconsistent with those apper- 
taining to the functions of a minister be tabooed. One glaring fault is 
that of permitting a minister to be also the Secretary of a Synagogue, in 
connection with which he has to deal with matters of finance. His time 
could be better employed in performing other duties more becoming to 
his calling. 

Finally, I would ask, what is to be done with regard to the train- 
jng of Chazanim? Are they not also ministers of religion? They 
certainly, at present, take a considerably larger part in our synagogue 
service than do other so-called ministers, and surely it is quite as necessary 
for them to be as much cultured as their colleagues !

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The Synagogue 
and its Architecture. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Mr. DELISSA JOSEPH, F.R.LB.A, 


HE imminent erection of several new synagogues in London 
and the provinces lends interest to the question of what 
the ideal synagogue structurally should be, and a repre- 
sentative of the JEWISH CHRONICLE has sought the views 

of Mr. Delissa Joseph, who has probably built more synagogues than 
uny other Jewish architect in this country. He was responsible forthe 
desigh of the synagogues at Hampstead, 
South Hackney, Hammersmith, South- 
Kast London, Finsbury Park, Cathedral 
Road, Cardiff, and Higher Broughton, 
Manchester. Mr. Joseph is far from 
claiming that any of these represents 
_ his ideal, but, as he pointed out, the 
architect is subjected to one important 
limitation—that of £ s. d. 
THE QUESTION OF OUTLAY. 
“A capable architect's only limita. 
tion,” said Mr. Joseph, “in producing 
the best possible results is the expendi- 
ture to which he is confined by his 
chents. Those who look for beauty 
and comfort sometimes disregard the 
fact that both elements are dominated 
by the question of outlay, The archi- 
tect is very often hampered right at 
the outset by the nature of the site. While it is his duty to secure 
spaciousness, it is necessary to have a spacious site, and in many 
causes, on grounds of economy too restricted a site is obtained, which 
also prevents the possibility of enlargement as the congregation 
grows. There is a disposition not to look sufficiently far ahead. 
The inclination is to supply the immediate demand without providing 
udequately for future growth.” 
AN EYE TO THE FUTURE. 

‘In my view,” Mr. Joseph continued, “the whole question of 
establishing a synagogue is, as a rule, approached from too narrow 
u standpoint, In view of the experience that congregations rapidly 
grow around a synagogue, the synagogue should be built not only 
for the moment, but for the future, either by having land round it 
uvailable for extension, or being designed in the first instance on

requirements, 
MAIN FEATURES, 

What are the main considerations in synagogue design ? 

* The synagogue should always be designed from the point of 
view of the Day of Atonement when it has its maximum congrega- 
tion, so that it may accommodate all who wish to attend. There 
should be a good line of sight to ensure every person having a 
practically equal view of the ritual. The seats should be comfortably 
upholstered and have arms. There should be ample lavatory and 
cloak-room accommodation for both ladies apd gentlemen. There 
should be four staircases from the gallery at the fourcorners: There 
should be at least four exits from the ground floor. There should 
be adequate heating and scientific ventilation, and the lighting should 
also be arranged on scientific lines, so as to make it easy to follow 
the service in the book. An expert should be called in to ensure an 
equal distribution of the lighting, so as to give the best results with 
the least trial to the eyes.” 

ADJUNCTS. 

“The several adjuncts of the synagogue should be adequate 
class-rooms, committee room and secretary softice, and, where possible, 
a permanent Suceah. Some sites lend themselves to the construction 
of the class-rooms in the basement of the synagogue, and in those 
cases the whole basement may be treated as a public hall or vestry- 
room, and then partitioned into class-rooms -by sliding partitions 
which .are easily put aside when the hall is required for other 
purposes, as at South Hackney. Where the classroom or vestry hall 
is above the street level, then, if it has a sliding roof, it ean be 
readily employed as a Succah, which will have the effect of reducing 
the overcrowding that occurs in the case of small temporary 
Succahs, and would, therefore encourage the attendance in the 
Succah by many congregants who are at present driven away by the 
inconvenient crowding.” 

THE ALMEMAR. 
What is your view as to the best position of the Almemar ? 
 T was the first to introduce into this country, from the Continent, 


the placing of the Almemar next to the Ark, and several other 


synagogues have employed that method since, In my view it bas 
everything in its favour and nothing against it. It concentrates 
the ritual at one part of the building, it adds dignity and import- 
ance to the design of the building, and it conyerts valuable 
space into first-class and remunerative seating accommodation, [ 
was lately told, much to my surprise, that this system, although 
adopted both in Orthodox and Reform synagogues, would not be

A Sermon for the Week.

“THE MOSAIC LAW IN POLITICS.”"—I. 


‘“* Thou shalt*not take vengeance nor bear any grudge against the children of thy 
people, but thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself: Lam the Lord.—Leviticus 
st2., 38." 

There has recently appeared in the Times newspaper an attack on the 
Jewish religion by an anonymous correspondent who, on the principle of 
lucus a non lucendo, styles himself * Verax.” The author of this dastardly 
calumny denounces at one and the same time the Jewish people and 
the faith by which they live. Jews, according to this writer, 
are essentially a revengeful and bloodthirsty race; they are 
characterised by an “inexorable vindictiveness.” Their’s is the 
“inability to forgive,” and this inability is due to their “fidelity to 
the Law of Moses as distinguished from the Law of Christ.” “For the 
Jews to be revenged in Russia must be sweet indeed, and they may well 
have felt that no price was too high for the satisfaction of their 
inexplicable rancour.” But why “ inexplicable?” we may ask by way of 
parenthesis, since the writer is so ready to explain the root-cause of this 
supposed feeling. He assures us that he “ can understand how Jews the 
world over, orthodox and renegade, glory in their hearts at the vengeance 
thus wreaked by men of theit own race on Tsarism and all its works.” 
He is only in doubt whether the vindictiveness of the Jewish character is 
engendered by the doctrine, or the doctrine was fashioned by their 
character. It is not possible, he says, “ to determine whether the Law of 
Moses, with its eye for an eye and tooth for a tooth, has given to the 
Jewish character its hard and tenacious revengefulness, or whether the 
Law of Moses is an expression of that peculiar race-character.” Bunt he 
bas no doubt in his mind that the fundamental! note of their character and 
religion is revengefulness. “ Be this as it may, the Jews as @ race are as 
proud of the Law of Moses and as persuaded of its superiority to the Law 
of Christ, with its doctrine of forgiveness, as they are of the superiority 
of their blood over that of non-Jewish peoples.” It is this 

ASSUMED CONTRAST 

between “the Law of Moses” and “the Law of Christ” upon which we 
desire to fasten attention in this and subsequent discourses. Does “the 
Law of Moses,” with its “eye for an eye and tooth for a tooth,” breathe 
the spirit of revenge? Only the most ignorant and deep-seated prejudice, 
only a vision utterly distorted by malignant hatred, could propound such a 
view. For what is the significance of the so-called “Lex Talionis”” 
It forms part of the code of civil justice laid down for the ancignt 
Hebrews, and is ene of a series of enactments upon which the social] 
order was built up after the promulgation of the Ten Commandments. 
The Decalogue had denounced such crimes as murder, adultery and theft. 
In. the code of criminal jurisprudence which immediately followed, the 
punishment for these and other crimes of violence was defined. These 
“Judgments” established the principle of equity or “measure for 
measure” which underlies all legal procedure, ancient and modern. 
The “Lex Talionis” is an instruction to the judges of the land, not 
a law for the private individual. . To describe it as vindictive is, 
to say the least, an abuse of language and a confusion of thought. 
The State as such does not exact revenge for the crime of one 
of its members against another; it simply preserves public order by 
punishing the malefactor. The form in which the principle of equity 
expresses itself in Exodus—‘eye for an eye, tooth for a tooth”—is 
obviously idealistic or rhetorical; it never can have been meant to be 
carried into literal effect. There is no instance in Jewish history of its 
having been so applied, On the contrary, we have the evidence of the 
Rabbinica! doctors of the Law that, in actual practice, the Mosaic punish- 
ment for bodily injuries was commuted by a monetary fine." The Rabbins 
further argue thatif a one-eyed man knocked out an eye of a man with two 
eyes, or vice versa, or a blind man injured the sight of a seeing person, it 
would be impossible to carry out the law literally. The Bible, they say, lays 
down the equitable principle, “There shall be one judgment for you,” 
which signifies that the judgment must press equally upon all. Only the 
crime of murder was not to be commuted by a fine, for Holy Writ 
expressly stipulates, “* Moreover ye shall take, no ransom for the life of a 
murderer that is guilty of death, but he shall surely be put {to death” 
(Numbers xxxv. 31).. And if it be contended that the “ Lex Talionis” was 
part of the code of Hamurabi which was \adopted. by the original * Book 
of the Covenant” (Exodus xx., 19—xxilii., 33), and that Talmudical Law 
found it necessary to mitigate the harshness of primitive custom, that 
very fact would go to prove that the ancient legislation of the Hebrews 
had not hardened the Jewish character into a disposition to “inexorable 
vindictiveness,” which, according to “ Verax,” Jews have continuously 
manifested down tothe present day. But, as we have seen, the law of 

“eye for eye, tooth for tooth,” is addressed to the judges of the land. 

TO THE PRIVATE INDIVIDUAL, 

smarting under the sense of real or fancied injuries, our Lawgiver 
acklressed a differénbinjunction, which has exerted no inconsiderable 
influence on the development of the Jewish character. Again and agaig 
the Israelite is forbidden to nurse the spirit of revenge. “Thou shalt 
not take vengeance nor bear any grudge” is the familiar teaching of the 
19th.Chapter of Leviticus. Neither vengeance nor grudge. The two 
things are not qnite identical. Not to take vengeance is to 
abstain from returning evil for evil; not to bear a grudge is to

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CHANUCAH VISIONS.

We are in a world of dreams. Wekindle the Chanucah lights, and we 
see visions in their rays, visions which come down to us from olden 
times, from the remote past, from the days when Israel was dreaming 
his. dreams in his own land. We see the visions which the Maccabees 
saw, the visions which gave the Maccabees courage and led them to 
victory. .The few overthrew the many. The weak conquered the 
strong. The Maccabees won the victory over Antiochus Epiphanes 
ami his hosts, because with them was the. spirit of God, 
because in them lived the faith of Israel, because in them shone the light 
of the Torah, because they maintained the realm of the Hebrew spirit. 
Chanucah brings to us the wonderful visions of Israel. We see right 
vindicated, justice established, holiness enthroned. We see the foundations 
of the Temple made secure. We see the light of God permeating the 
sanctuary, and the source of light become never-ending. The oil that 
was to suffice for one night burnt eight nights, nay, it is burning still... . 
The great>miracle has happened, The light which the Maccabees 
rekindled is still illuminating the world, is still warming the heart of man, 

As the centuries go by, and as the course of human history becomes 
clearer to us, the greatness. of the Chanucah festival becomes more 
manifest. When you kindle the lights in your homes tell your children 
their true meaning. Tell them of our past, of our spirituality. Tell them 
that we possess the loftiest literature. Tell them that ours are the most 
sublime laws of mankind. Tell them that whenever darkness appeared 
to overwhelm the world, Israel brought a beacon of light into it. When 
ever despair seemed to break the heart of man, Israel brought 
the balm of Gilead to heal it. Look around! Look at the 
events. which have happened in our own days. Look with a 
discerning eye, and you will see that there is one power that has saved, 
that is saving humanity from complete destruction-—-the power emanat- 
ing from the Hebrew Bible, the power of love, of forgiveness, of trust in 
God, the power of hope, the power of faith in the better elements of 
human nature, the power of the conviction that, if a victory is to be of 
permanent value, its purpose should be to kindle the light of holiness in 
the sanetuary of God, to illumine every home, to cheer every hearth, to 
warm every heart. It is only a Maccabean victory whichis a victory. It 
is only when the struggle leads to 721397, leads to a re-dedication of man to 
the service of God that one can say that the sacrifices were worth 
making. 

Look at the lights and see visions. See the visions of the prophet 
Zechariah, whose words we read next Sabbath. It wasatime when Israel 
was establishing again his life in the land of his fathers, and Zechariah 
saw inspiring visions. He saw angels amidst myrtie-trees. He saw the 
land happy and contented. He saw God coming and comforting Jerusa- 
lem. He saw Judah full of blessings. He heard new songs of joy. 
descend upon mankind, stirred by revelations of God “3 ‘1 “359 23 OF 
He saw a golden lamp with innumerable lights shedding 
lustre upon the whole universe, and upon angelic wings the message of 
God was carried to him ON KP: “ Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my spirit.” If you want to understand the Hebrew 
spirit,.read our literature. Read those portions of the Bible which have 
been set aside by our sages for our weekly readings. and for our festivals, 
The golden lamp of Zechariah and the lights of Chanucah, the message of 
the prophet, “Only by my spirit, saith the Lord,” and the faith of the 
Maccabees, how they harmonise, how they complement each other. 

Go back to ‘still more remote antiquity. Perceive the visions of the 
still more ancient past, and you will see new glories, and experience new 
inspiration. In the Sedrah which you read this Sabbath you see the 
visions of Joséph, the great dreamer. You see there the heaven aglow 
with light, and the earth filled with blessings. The sun and the moon

avoid even. the slightest ungenerous allusion to any wrong we may 
have sustained at the hands of a foe. We may not even remind him of 
his unkind treatment ; we must dispel from our thoughts every painful 
memory, pluck out every unkind feeling. Again: “Thou shalt not hate 
thy brother in thy heart ; thou shalt surely reprove thy brother, and nob 
bear sin against him.” And lest it be urged that this 19th chapter of 
Leviticus belongs to a later stratum of legislation than Exodus, see what 
is taught in the older “ Book of the Covenant”;--"“ If thou seest thine 
enemy's OX or ass going astray, thou shalt surely bring it back to him.” 
No positive act of vengeance would be committed if the animal were 
allowed to go its way. One would simply abstain from doing one’s 
enemy a service; there would be no thought of going ont of 
one’s way to injure him. But the law insists on onr putting 
ourselves to positive inconvenience in order to render our enemy 
a kindness. Im the following verse the Law goes further still: “If thou 
see the ass of him that hateth thee lying under its burden, and wouldst 
forbear to help thine enemy, thou shalt surely help him.” Here the 
enemy is present, either in person, or in his representative, for the ass is 
laden. And we are to resist the temptation, natural enough in such 
circumstances, to leave our enemy to extricate himself from his own 
difficulties. Thus clearly dees our code distinguish} between the. civil 
sphere of conduct and the ethical, between public law and private practice. 
The execution of vengeance is taken out of the hands of the individual by 
the Mosaic teaching, “ Vengeance is Mine, and recompense,” 


and the stars shine everlastingly, and the sheaves of corn promise 
bountiful gifts of God. And you see the great dreamer having one absorb- 
ing thought in his mind: the welfare of his brethren @P3D ‘DON TN MN. 
Our ancient preachers say, 0199 “Y AP WTR AD 
DYN “PY 2730) AN. “What happened to Jacob happened to Joseph. 
Dreams were the greatness of both.” Jacob, too, was a great visionary, 
He dreamt of a ladder connecting heaven and earth. He saw the whole 
world become a house of God, and he poured oil on a stone in the hope 
that the hard side of human nature-would give way to divine goodness 
and that the dark places of the world would be illumined by the light of 
God. The oil which Jacob poured on the pillar of stone gave centuries 
afterwards light to the sons of Israel in the Temple of God. 

Itis Chanucah. Let it be a true Chanucah. Let us re-dedicate our- 
selves to the service of God. Let us rekindle the light of our faith 
in our homes, and let us make use of that golden lamp, the Torah, 
with its innumerable lights. May we be able to see the visions of the 
Maccabees, the visions of our prophet Zechariah, the visions of Joseph, 
and the visions of Jacob! Then the day may come when the words of the 
prophet will beeome true, “ not by might, nor by power, but by my spirit,” 
and we will celebrate a new Chanucah. 


SOME THOUGHTS FOR CHANUCAH. 


(Suggested by the Chanucah Haphtorah). 


By THE REv. VINGSTONE. 


Every Haphtorah contains some reference, either to some event 
narrated in the Sedrah of the day, or to the Festival or other occasion on 
which it happens to be read. In some instances the resemblance is remote, 
but in the case of a Haphtorah for a specific festival a clear connection 
would be expected, particularly as it seems probable that the first 
prophetical lessons to be fixed were those for the festivals.(’) - 

The reason for the selection of Zechariah ii, 10 to iv, 7 as the 
Haphtorah for Sabbath Chanucah, is obviously the reference to the golden 
“candlestick ” with its seven lamps which the prophet saw in one of his 
visions. The appropriateness of the selection of the prophetic lesson is 
clear, for an essenfial feature in the ceremony of consecrating the Temple 
by the Maccabees, was the reconstruction of a new Menorah and 
the kindling of its lamps, the old one having been carried 
off by Antiochus. Whatever inierpretations may be given to the visions 
themselves, the allusion to the Menorah is sufficient justification for the 
selection of one of the chapters as an appropriate Haphtorah. 

Zechariah’s visions are not easy to interpret in detail. But their 
general purpott seems clear. The Haphtorah commences with the words: 
“Sing and rejoice, O daughter of Zion.” Zechariah in a lyric epilogue 
attached to his third vision here calls upon the community to sing for joy 
at the prospect not only of the establishment of 

AN IDEAL RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN GOD AND ISRAEL, 

but of the coming of the time when the whole world would accept the 
ideals which it was Israel's message to proclaim, Israel would remain asa 
separate people, the guardians of God's holy law, whilst a regenerated 
mankind would be devoted to the service of God. Such an era deserved 
to be awaited by mankind with becoming reverence. The note of 
discontent should be stilled too in Israel, for quietness and confidence 
would be Israel's strength, and in God's good time all would be well. 

The third chapter opens with the fourth vision of Zechariah. It was 
felt that Israel did not deserve the fulness of God's favour. The calami- 
ties which had come upon them seemed to indicate the divine displeasure 
which their sinfulness had evoked. Joshua, the High Priest, appears 
therefore to the prophet “ clothed with filthy garments,” symbolising the 
iniquities of the people, whilst the personification of e¥il stands at 
Joshua’s right hand with accusations of guilt. Nevertheless the accuser 
is rebuked. Israel's spiritual representative is invested with the priestly 
robes of service and assured of Divine protection in the fulfilment of his 
duties. Israel's guilt is thas removed, and the small remnant, rescued 
from utter destruction like “a brand plucked out of the fire” is comforted 
by the promise that the way will be prepared for the advent of a national 
restoration, when the Temple would be restored, and the golden age of 
peace and security would prove to be a prosperous and happy era for all 
mankind. 

The Haphtorah concludes with the first seven verses of the next 
chapter (Chapter iv.), in which the vision of the Menorah appears. The 
prophet sees a seven-branched candelabrum plentifully supplied with oil 
through seven conduits by means of a reservoir surmounting the centre 
shaft; and on each side an olive tree supplying the reservoir with the 
necessary oil. Though he is as it were in a deep trance, he is so 
impressed by what he sees that he seems to himself to be specially 
awakened our of his sleep in order to witness what is evidently a symbol] 
of the restored Temple, which will bring with it the inauguration of ap 
ideal age of goodness and felicity. Tie divine spirit (symbolised by the 
oil) will rest upon Israel's spiritual leaders (Zerubabel and Joshua— 
symbolised by the two olive trees) and thé sacred work will be accom, 
plished not by physical might or human power, but by the spirit of true 
idealism and faith which will overcome all difficulties, make straight 
all that is crooked, andievel the mountainous obstructions into smooth 
places. 

The appropriateness of the Haphtorah for the Sabbath of Chanucah ig 
surely evident not only in the allusion to the Menorah, but in the ideag 
which the prophetic lesson enshrines. The very ope ning words, “ Sing

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and rejoice,” addressed as they were tothe Jews of Babylon in days of 
continued calamities, are still the keynote of Judaism to-day. We can 
surely celebrate with joy a festival which commemorates 


A VICTORY OF TRUE RELIGION AND RIGHTEOUSNESS 


over impurity and vice ; for by such rejoicing we can reassert our unshaken 
belief in the ultimate triumph of right, in the supremacy of those eternal 
verities which must form the basis of all true civilisation. 

The day when “many nations shall join themselves to the Lord” 
is aimed at in the idea of a League of Nations and a League of Religions ; 
and Chanucah, commemorating as it does the victory of Judaism over 
the immoral teachings of paganism, bids us strengthen the hope that such 
a day will come when mankind will possess a pure conception of God, 
and endeavour to practice those God-given principles, the acceptance of 
which will result in an epoch of universal brotherhood, when 

Peace! and no longer from its brazen portals 

The blast of War's great organ shakes the skies 
But, beautiful as songs of the immortal 

The holiest melodies of love arise. 


And may not Israel be better able to promulgate its ideals when “ the 
Lord shall inherit Judah as his portion in the Holy Land, and shall yet 
choose Jerusalem”? Chanucah, more than any other festival, should be 
capable of enkindling a historic consciousness which will keep alive the 
Jewish national sentiment, and help the furtherance of a glorious culture. 
For the triumph of the Maccabees was a victory for the national as well 
as the religious independence of Israel. The suggestion that an effort to 
find common ground between all Jews upon the Jewish Palestinian 
question is a plea for unity which ought to be very widely endorsed. 
There is surely ample ground for co-operation between reasonable 
Zionists and reasonable non-Zionists, and some method of common action 
ought to be seriously attempted. Much of the time spent by Zionists 
and anti-Zionists in trying to score debating points by literary 
reprisals might be better spent if turned in this direction. If 
non-Zionists could be induced to understand how impossible it is 
to separate Jewish Nationalism from Judaism, and if at the same time 
Jewish Nationalists would realise, too, that Jewish Nationalism is mean- 
ingless without the Jewish religion—that, if Israel is to be a nation, he is 
to be a holy nation, and his kingdom must be a kingdom of priests, 
exercising a religious and moral influence over the world at large—some 
means mav be found of obtaining a basis of agreement, the success of 
which would surely bring us nearer to the consummation of those hopes 
and aspirations which the historic declaration of the British 
Government has so significantly endorsed. There are those who 
desire a Jewish State in Palestine. Others, again, long for the 
establishment there of a “spiritually-planned Commonwealth” rather 
than a National Polity. Whilst even those who are pronounced anti- Zionists 
declare their profound and undying interest in the regeneration of a 
Jewish community in Palestine worthy of the great memories of the 
environment. And one of the objects of the League of British Jews, 
although it declares itself hostile to the idea of a Jewish political 
nationality, is to facilitate the settlement in Palestine of such Jews as 
may desire to make Palestine their home. And if the voice of internecine 
quarrelling could “ be silent before the Lord,” and Jewry would unite in 
concentrating its efforts upon those principles with which all can agree, 
the realisation of some of Israel's hopes would surely be brought much 
nearer. 

“ Be silent, all flesh, before the Lord”—the words addressed by the 
prophet to the nations—may have served to emphasise man’s inability 
ever to understand fully the divine control in human life. Though 
Chanucah reiterates the comforting assurance that right will overcome 
might—a conviction which helps us in some measure to feel that out of 
the great 

TRAGEDY OF TRAGEDIES 
there is arising a §trengthened appreciation of peace and comradeship, of 
justice and righteousness—-the old problem of the compatibility of God’s 
goodness with the existence of evil has been naturally emphasised in the 
sorrowing homes of thousands. And the pulpit is sometimes expected 
to justify the ways of God to man in a way which will be absolutely 
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convincing and satisfying. One of the conventional answers to the 
problem of evil—that no one can possibly know fully God's ways! and 
their meaning—is, however, the best answer that can be given. The Rev. 
Morris Joseph, in a beautiful meditation on “The War and God” (’), 
rightly observes: “Have we the right to doubt and revolt because 
God permits all this bloodshed and ruin and misery? Have we the 
right thus to arraign Him-—-we whose limited gaze can see but a tiny 
fragment of the divine scheme, penetrate but a little way into the divine 
mind?” The way in which God moves is certainly mysterious, and 
intellectual theological enquiry will never be completely satisfied. But 
one thing is certain. Whilst it is true that war has its compensations, 
and that the great war summoned forth an increased measure of heroism 
and discipline, of courage and sacrifice, war is nevertheless a huge 
calamity, and no efforts should be spared to preventits occurrence. And 
to those who see fit to idealise war and defend it as something glorious, 
to those too who talk of war as the will of God rather than the confusion of 
mankind, the words “ Be silent before the Lord” would be an appropriate 
exhortation. 

The admonition to keep silence was, according to Jewish commenta- 
tors, addressed to the Babylonians, who were thereby commanded to 
cease from “ opening their mouth wide against Israel.” There are those 
to-day who open their mouths wide against Israel with abuse and insult, 
with prejudice and unreasoning antipathy. And it is questionable whether 
sufficient is done by the Community to try and silence the voice of the 
calumniator. The JEWISH CHRONICLE is not slow to raise its voice in 
protest at the anti-Semitic onslaughts that seem to be waged in 
some quarters with an amazing persistence. But there are other 
methods which, if adopted, may have a more beneficial effect. Propa- 
ganda work among non-Jews, such as has been undertaken by one or two 
Jewish ministers and others in London and the provinces may, if carried 
out by competent and suitable speakers or writers, doa great deal towards 
producing a better feeling, by ridding the public of some of the ignorance 
that is so prevalent concerning Jews and Judaism, and educating them to 
a more 

SYMPATHETIC UNDERSTANDING OF OUR FAITH AND IDEALS. 
Concerted action, used of course with wise discrimination, in regard to 
the prevention of offensive distortions of Jews on the stage or the 
suppression of malicious articles in the Press, would surely help to 
eradicate a further portion of the evil. Many other proposals will suggest 
themselves, but something more than has been tried hitherto might have 
the effect of helping the voice of prejudice to “ be silent before the Lord.” 

A number of important provincial centres have indeed made a 
commencement in this direction. Communal councils have been formed 
to advance and defend Jewish interests by inter alia rebutting the anti. 
Jewish slanders and aspersions, which in various guises are censtantly 
being hurled at Jewry. The wretched missionary tactics of perverters 
whose operations are chiefly carried on by bribery and corruption; the 
“noxious newspaper nonsense "(to use Zangwill’s phrase) which from time 
to time disfigures the columns of even the more responsible organs of the 
press; the making of invidious distinctions by public bodies in 
regard to the appointment of Jews-—these and similar attacks 
have confronted some of these Councils and been taken in hand with a 
measure of success. In some cases, however, the Councils do not appear 
to have the benefit of the guidance of the men of standing and position in 
the localities, and some anxiety has been felt and expressed as to the 
possible mischief rather than good that such Councils may produce. 
“Mentor” went so far as to describe the Chevrah cult of some of the 
provincial “representative councils” as a manifestation of anarchy, in 
which centrai civil and ecclesiastical Jewish authority were set at defiance. 
Instances of this, which are probably exceptional, may be due to some 
local “politics” which for the time render complete unity impossible. 
But a system of communal reorganisation might have some beneficial 
effect in reducing such instances to a minimum, and so help the 
community to face its problems with a united front. 

The verse in Zechariah's fourth vision, in which the adversary is 
rebuked for opposing the representative of Israel upon whom God's ever- 
watchful Providence would rest, and reminded, too, that Israel is a 
“brand plucked out of the fire,” is familiarised by its incorporation, 
together with other passages indicating the divine protection of Israel, 
in the statutary night-prayer. It is an appropriate thought for a festival 
like Chanucah which eloquently proclaims the message that, while the 
enemies of God and Israel will pass away, Israel, if it but be true to its 
mission, will remain the eternal witnesses of the divine truths. 

The vision of the seven branched candlestick aptly suggests the 
restoration of the Menorah into the Temple by Judas Maccabeus. It 
recalls too the miracle of oil. But the significance of the vision, as 
explained to the prophet in answer to his enquiry, renders the appropri- 
ateness of the Haphtorah no less direct. The teaching of Zechariah’s 
vision was that true courage and noble resolves would enable the exiles 
to surmount all difficulties, that the light of faith and idealism was a 
light that never failed, that the wondrous flames of God's eternal lamp 
would ultimately diffuse their light and illumine the whole world 
Such a message is surely preached on Chanukah, celebrating as it doce 
the victory of the Hebraic principles of righteousness over those impure 
and corrupt elements of Hellenism, which in the days of the Maccabees 
seemed to be gaining the upper hand. And the self-same message should 
be proclaimed aloud to-day—the message of hope that right will always 
overcome might, that the spirit of godliness will preserve its guardians 
and help them to conquer the spirit of evil, that the forces of 
materialism and wrongdoing will be overthrown and in their place there 


will] reign the principles of justice and righteousness, of brotherhood 
and peace. 


(2) “A Jewish Book of Comfort for Mourners,”’ p. 25, 
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Folk-Lore in the Bible. 


“ FoLK-LORE IN THE OLD TESTAMENT” by Sir James George Frazer 
(Macmillan) is a work which would have rejoiced the heart of the late 
Joseph Jacobs, and one can readily imagine the delight with which he 
would have approached the task of reviewing these fascinating three 
volumes. Sir J. G. Frazer defines folk-lore as embracing the whole body 
of a people's traditionary beliefs and customs, so far as these appear to be 
due to the collective action of the multitude and cannot be traced to the 
individual influence of great men. The author holds that despite the high 
moral and religious development of the ancient Hebrews, there is no 
reason to suppose that they formed an exception to the general law of a 
people preserving in its habits and institutions not a few traces of older 
and ruder modes of life and thought. He is of opinion that 
the Hebrews, too, had probably passed through a stage of 
barbarism, and believes that this probability, based on the analogy of 
other races, is confirmed by an examination of their literature, which 
contains many references to ideas and practices that can hardly be 
explained except on the supposition that they are rudimentary survivals 
from a far lower level of culture. It is to the illustration and explanation 
of a few such relics of ruder times, as they are preserved in the Bible, 
that the author addresses himself in his present monumental work (p. vii). 

From a certain point of view Sir J. G. Frazer may be regarded as 
applying to folk-lore the method which some Jewish scholars have applied 
to the Torah. Some years ago Rabbi Dr. M. Lerner, planned a work 
which was designed to show that there was a large body of traditional 
laws floating about in the memory of our primeval fathers, some of which 
were ultimately incorporated in the Written and Oral Law. This con- 
ception of a chain of tradition has both a retrospective and a prospective 
element. On the one hand, Biblical characters are credited with the 
observance of certain laws before these laws received their official 
sanction at or after Sinai. On the other hand, certain laws are viewed 
as having been delivered at or after Sinai which already formed part of 
the customs or ritual of Israel, ¢.¢., “ Therefore, the children of Israel eat 
not the sinew of the hip which is upon the. hollow of the thigh, unto this 
day: because he touched the hollow of Jacob's thigh in the sinew of the 
hip” (Genesis, xxxii., 32). 

In the realm of historical narrative, this attitude regards the 
institutions of Israel as a purifying agency, transforming the lower 
interpretation into a higher evaluation. Hence, even those who trace 
the accounts of the Creation and the Flood in Genesis to the influence 


_Of Babylonian origins are as a rule prepared to admit that the 


versions given in Genesis are on a far loftier level and breathe a much 
higher religious and spiritual atmosphere than their supposed prototypes. 
And in the sphere of ritual, there are also traces of the same refining 
process. For instance, part of the origin of sacrifices is at ail events 
attributed to the desire to win Israel from heathen practices to which 
the; were already addicted, and which it was apparently impossible to 
persnade them completely to reject or abjure. Therefore, the rite was 
retained, but transformed by changing its mode, motive and purpose. 
It may be that some Haggadic expounders of the Torah had probably no 
intention of their words being taken literally in a Halachic sense, but the 
moral lessons they drew from certain laws undoubtedly lend support to 
this theory of written law attempting to purify traditional custom. Rabbi 
Phinehas, in the name of Rabbi Levi, illustrated this point of view by a 
parable. A king had a beloved son who had acquired the habit of eating 
unclean and forbidden meats. The king then decided that the prince 
should eat at the royal table every day, and thus become gradually 
estranged from his evil course. So it was with Israel. The children of 
Israel in Egypt had a passion for idolatry and offered sacrifices unto 
satyrs. The Holy One, blessed be He, said, Let them offer their sacrifices 
unto Me, then they will be weaned from idolatry and delivered from sin, as 
it is said, *‘ To the end that the children of Israel may bring their sacrifices 

. untothe Lord... . and they shall no more sacrifice their sacrifices 
unto the satyrs, after whom*they go astray ” (Leviticus Rabbah, xxii, § 8, 
on Leviticus xvii, 3-7). In later times Maimonides developed this theory 
of sacrifices in a way which led to acute controversy. Maimonides 
argued that in the Pentateuch sacrifices were a concéssion to popular habit 
and ingrained custom, which, at that stage of Israels’ history, could not 
be eradicated, rather than a new ordinance creating the institution of an 
absolutely fresh law. 

Of course, such casual opinions in Jewish thought are not to be 
accepted as authoritative in religious attitude, or as definite guidance for 
legal decision. But they deserve to be recalled to memory as indications 
that Sir J. G. Frazer can point to such theories as justification for his 
learned and fascinating treatise, explaining certain beliefs and practices 
recorded in the Bible on the hypothesis that they are rudimentary survivals 
or refined modifications of a former lower level of culture or worship. 

Sir J. G. Frazer divides his work into four parts: IL. “ The Early Ages 
of the World”; Il. “The Patriarchal Age”; Ill. “The Times of the 
Judges and the Kings”; and IV. “The Law.” The author may have good 
reason for his plan of treatment, but sometimes he places a subject in a 
division in a way which strikes one as rather curious. There is no 
apparent reason why the chapters on “ Moses in the Ark of Bulrushes,” 
“The Passage through the Red Sea,”. and “The Waters of Meribah,” 
should be assigned to Part III, dealing with “The Times of the Judges and 
the Kings.” So many a student of the Bible will find the work even more 
attractive and original than it appears now, if he re-arranges the clrapters 
in his own way, placing them in an order to form a running Commentary 
on the beliefs and customs as recorded in their Biblical sequence. 

The section on “ The Heirship of Jacob or Ultimogeniture ” (Vol. i., 
ch. ii.) in partienlar would have made a@-special appeal to Joseph Jacobs, 
for it accepts in a large measure his conjecture that in virtue of an 
ancient custom, Jacob, as the younger son, and not Esau, as the elder 
son, was really entitled to the inheritance. Sir J. G. Frazer explains. 
with a wealth of illustration, the law or custom known as “ junior-right” 
or ultimogeniture, because it gives the inheritance to the youngest son 
instead of to the eldest. Jacob, in blessing his two grandsons, the 
sons of Joseph, deliberately preferred the younger to the elder by 
laying his right hand on the head of the younger (Ephraim) and 
his left hand on the head of the elder (Manasseh), in spite of the protest 
of their father, Joseph, who had placed his sons before their grand- 
father in such a position that he would naturally lay his right hand on 
the elder and his left hand on the younger; so that the old man was 
obliged to cross his hands over his breast in order to reach the head of the 

ounger with his right hand, and the head of the elder with his left. 
us an apologist for Jacob may say with truth that he was at least

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consistent through life in his preference for younger over elder sons. 
(1. pp. 431, 432). 

The spirit of “ junior-right” is reflected in the special affection and 
tenderness for the youngest son which so frequently manifest themselves 
in fairy tales. It is the youngest son who, When setting out on his great 
adventure, by his innate courtesy and gallantry, gains the favour and 
blessing of the good fairy, or, in his innocence and in spite of her disguise, 
wins the hand of the princess. One may without irreverence quote here 
Punch's witty re-habilitation of the eldest son. “J’eor Old Woman (to 
youth, who has given her a gratuity and relieved her of her load of wood), 
*I presume, my kind young friend, that you are the youngest of the three 
brothers who are going out to seek their fortunes’’ Clerer louwth *No. 
I'm the eldest. But Ive been reading the fairy tales.’ ” 

Sir J.G. Frazer has an interesting chapter on the “ Golden Bellis” on the 
fringe of the priest's robe (Vol. ILL., pp. 446, ff.). He calls attention tothe 
belief that the chiming of holy bells wasthought to drive far off the envious 
and wicked spirits who lurked about the door of the sanctuary, ready to 
pounce on and carry off the minister as he stepped across the threshold 
in the discharge of his sacred office. In the Hebrew ordinance the 
author sees another illustration of a purified rite, where the priest tn his 
violet robe is not filled with fear, trying to repe/ the assaults of demons, 
but is showing his confidence im the Deity by attracting the. Divine 
Presence by the chime and jingle of the golden bells as he crosses the 
threshold of the sanctuary. 

Sir J. G. Frazer deals with all his topics with freshness and amazing 
brilliance, accompanied by wide learning and a gift for clear interpreta. 
tion. The line pursued by the anthor throughout is a desire not to 
ignore, far less to disparage, that higher side of the Hebrew genius which 
bas manifested itself in a spiritual religion and a pure morality, and of 
which the Bible is the imperishable monument. He maintains that in no 
other volume shall we find psalmists who poured forth their sweet and 
solemn strains of meditative piety in the solitude of the hills or in green 
pastures and beside still waters; prophets who lit up their heatific visions 
of a blissfol future with the glow of an impassioned imagination: his- 
torians who bequeathed to distant ages the scenes of a remote past 
embalmed for ever in the amber of a pellucid style. These, he eloquently 
states, are the true glories of the Bible and of Israel (x., Xi.)}: 

The style in which Sir J. G. Frazer presents his conclusions is almost 
dangerous in its ease and charm, because it has the character of being 
able to persuade by its irresistible fascination just in a field of inquiry 
where caution and reflection and criticism are so highly requisite. The 
author seems to glide along as in a perfect car on the smoothest asphalt 
road, and never for a single moment conveys the impression of one who 
is riding in a rickety cart lumbering over obstinate cobble stones. He 
has executed his great task with undoubted skill and with a delicate 
sense of values. 

One word more as to Sir J. G. Frazer's method. First he gives his 
theory, and then he adds a wealth of parallel! illustrations in support of 
his hypothesis. To the student, naturally. the evidence adduced in 
justification of his contentions is of the greatest importance. Never 
theless, the author would considerably increase the heavy debt we 
already owe him if he would act as the wizard to his own work, and with 
his magic W and cause the corroborative myths and lecvends and rites to 
disappear, and produce a one-volume handbook of Bible folk-lore, which 
would prove a boon and a delight to all persons of intelligence and 
culture. It is no mean achievement on the part of sir J..G. Frazer to 
have issued these three profoundly interesting and suggestive volumes 
drawn from his treasury of knowledge, shaped and dressed with con 
stummmate taste, and providing unqualified Joy to all whe can generously 
appreciate patient research and a conspicuous capacity 


for shedding 
fresh light on the the Book of Books. 
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The Story of Zionism. 


In the second volume of Mr. Sokolow’s “ History of Zionism” * the 
author brings his story up to very recent years from the point at which 
he concluded in volume I., viz., from the period of the second Zionist 
Congress. The actual history only oecupies about one-third of the total 
length of this bulky volume, the remainder being devoted to a very 
comprehensive collection of documents in the form of appendices. After 
the introduction by Mr. Stephen Pichon, a translation of which appeared 
jn the Jewish CHRONICLE some months ago, there followsa tribute written 
by the author to the late Sir Mark Sykes, which gives us a very instructive 
insight into the development of Zionism. in England during the War. 
From what Mr. Sokolow writes we are able to, realise what a powerful 
factor that very noble Englishman proved to be in the securing of the 
Balfour Declaratioa, and what an irreparable loss Zionists through- 
ont the world suffered in his death. In simple yet impressive 
language, we read of Sir Mark's heroié idealiam and and of his apparently 
inexhaustible energy. And when the author tells us how, when Sir Mar 
foresaw fresh dangers and difficaltios ahead, the little band of Zionists with 
whom he worked used to call his sudden telephone, calls “ brain-storms,” 
we seem to draw very near to the spirit of that gallant soldier who fell 
while fighting his spiritual battle for those ideals which he so dearly 
cherished. Two years of close association bred a. very tender friendship 
between Sir Mark and Mr. Sokolow, such a friendship as can only arise 
between two fine characters who share a common ideal. There is some- 
thing intensely pathetic in the conclusion of this tribute, “Shakespeare 
himself could use no «more than the commonplace to express what is 
incapable of expression. * The rest is silence.’ ” 

lu his prefatory note Mr. Sokolow points out that his work inevitably 
assumes an encyclopedic rather than a narratival character, and that it 
does not appear as altogether a symmetrical structure. But surely the 
essence of History is just that symmetry which enables the reader to 
follow the growths and developments and to retainthe most important 
events in his memory. At the time of their happening ev@uts 
seldom appear iu symmetrical form, and, indeed, even actions long 
past do not by the mere arrangemont of narrative present anything 
approaching a causal chain. It is the work of the Historian—the 
Scientist par eecellence, as he has been called—-to sift his evidence and 
martial his facts, so that his readers can distinguish the main thread of 
circumstances from those that merely conceal it. This the author of the 
History of Zionism has not doae, so that the mass of evidence which he 
has collected still awaits the services of a true Historian to render it in 
the real sense a History. Whenin years to come a great Jewish historian 
sets out to write the pre-natal history of what by that time will, it is to 
be hoped, be one of the leading nations of the world (leading in 
culture and science and all those qualities which make a pation 
truly great), we may be sure that among his principal authorities will 
be Mr. Sokolow’s History. But, as the work stands, it is not 
scientific analysis of the actions of men, but rather a Vast 
and admirably chosen collection of documents referring to the movement 
whose History it claims to bo. The explanations are few in comparison 
with the events, policies, schemes etc., which are recounted, and the former 
are too often handied in a style which; though praiseworthy oratory and 
the expression of noble and disinterested sentiment, are more suited to 
propaganda than to History. They do not bear that lasting impression, 
Ww hich is the product of reasoned conviction. 


There is au extremely interesting account of the activities 
which bronght about the demise of the Conjoint Committee. 
Speaking of the. letter published on behalf. of this body in 


the Juaes the author says “The document was compiled by a few 

of those thoroughly Anglicised Jews who, themselves were 

comfortably off in England, and about equally ignorant of the main 

currents of life in that country, and of the main currents of Jewish life 

auy where, were, in their complacent self-satisfaction, of opinion that they 

expressed the views of Baglish Jews, when in reality they did notin the 

slightest degree represent the views of the overwhelming majority.” 

This is written with a bluntae+s that would have done credit to a country 

squire, but we feel that thoy accurately picture the attitude of the anti- 

Zionist party in England. This robust honesty and solid conviction in Mr. 

Sokolow’s writing compensates the reader for wading through much of his 

collected documents and extracts, and makes us wish ¢éhat he had written 

more and quoted less. For there is one very unfortunate result of Mr, 

Soko low's respect for ueutral and non-Jewish opinion... Lt leads him to’ 
offer us what amounts again and again to a bulk of very amateurish 
remarks when compared with the utterances of men who, like the author, 
have studied the problems and prospects of Zionism fog many years. 
Both student and statesman can learn more from a few lines written by a 
man who has given the best of his life to the Zionist cause, and wha, 
therefore, speaks with care and forethought on atopic which he theroughly 
understands, than he is ever likely to from an article designed by say a 
noao—Jewish journalist and presented in a popular and superticial style, 
Yeh many pages are devoted to recording the opinions of the English press, 
many of whom handle the subject with all the self-satisfaction of a man 
who knows not how little he knows. 

Particularly in those portions of the History dealing with the. happen- 
ings since the beginning of the war, a marked feeling is evoked that the 
realer is being kept im the dark about many of the most powerful causes 
and influences, and about most of the pelicies and schemes. This esoteric 
atmosphere must prove excessively baffling to the reader whohas not had 
the opportunity of studying recent Zionist history in the making, Mach 
of this is due, we believe, to the fact thaton the one hand recent fires still 
smoulder, while on the other there are many tender plants among the 
Zionist hopes which are as yet too delicate to withstand the buffeting of 
public discussion. Nevertheless much more might very profitably have 
been told which would have helped us to sympathise with the enormous 
difficulties, and perhaps among those tender plants the gust. of public

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In Memoriam: Robert Browning (obiit December 12; 1889). 
“One veneration passeth away, and another generation cometh.” 
On this day just a generation ago there passed away one of England's 
greatest poets and one of Jewry’s noblest friends. It was in the old 
Italian city of Venice that Robert Browning breathed hislast. That is the 
city where almost exactly four centuries ago there was established in the 
world the first Jewish Ghetto (so-called), and Robert Browning perhaps 
remembered the fact. In his “Holy Cross Day,” which gives the 
soliloquy of a Jew of the Roman Ghetto who was compelled to attend 
church on that anniversary to hear the sermon of a Dominican friar, the 
poet utters one of the most scathing indictments of so-called “ Christian 
charity” ever written : 
“ By the torture, prolonged from age to age, 
By the infamy, Israel's heritage, 
By the Ghetto’s plague, by the garb’s disgrace, 
By the badge of shame, by the felon’s place, 
By the branding tool, the bloody whip, 
And the summons to Christian fellow ship - 
We boast our proof that at least the Jew 
Would wrest Christ's name from the Devil's crew.” 
ovnind also wrote at least four other poems of distinct Jewish 
interest, and all breathing the true Jewish spirit, namely, “ Rabbi Ben 
‘Jochanan Hakkadosh,” “Filippo Baldunecci on the Privilege of 
Burial,” and “ Ben Karshook’s Wisdom.” When to-day the wreaths are 
laid on the poet's tomb in Westminster Abbey, Jew and Gentile alike 
will in common cherish and revere the memory of one whose name and 
work will live wage all generations.

Hebrew Words in English. 


From Mr. HUGH GH HARRIS. 
‘To THE EDITOR. 

Sirk,-—-The last volume of the “New English Dictionary,” which has 
just been issued by the Oxford University Press completes the letter 8. 
As the T section and the greater part of V had already appeared, while W 
is in course of preparation, the world’s greatest dictionary, which has 
been in course of compilation and printing since 1888, is now nearing 
completion. While, of course, the very great majority of English words 
owe their origin to Latin, Greek, or Teutonic sources, it is surprising to 
find from the dictionary how many come from the Hebrew. For instance, 
glancing through the “Sa—” words alone, I noted more than a dozen 
unrelated words derived from as many distinct Hebrew roots, viz.: 
Sabaoth” and Sabian”; “Sabbath”; “Sabwan”; “Sack” and “Satchel” 

Sadducee Saffron ” “Salaam”: * Samaritan ” Sambreca 
(wrongly -transiated in Daniel Ill. as Sackbut ”) ‘Sampsean ” 
“ Sanson ” ; Sautir”; “Sanhedrin” (from the Greek); “Sapphire ” 
“Saracen”; “Sash”; “Satan.” 

One misses under “sack” the interesting note found in Skeat's 
Dictionary: “ This remarkable word has travelled everywhere, together 
(as 1 suppose) with the story of Joseph; the reason why it is the same in 
all languages is because it is, in them all,a borrowed word from Hebrew.” 
The following interesting comment is given on “ Saracen”: “Th medieval 
times the name Was often associated with Sarah, the wife of Abraham : 
St. Jerome identifies the Saracens with the Agareni (Hagarens). descend. 
ants of Hagar, ‘who are now called Saracens, taking to themselves the 
name of Sara.’ ” 

Of the numerous other words of Hebrew (including Aramaic) origin it 
is only possible here to mention, by way of example, a dozen at random, 
say: “behemoth,” “cherub,” “hallelujah,” “jeremiad,” ‘jubilee,’ 
“Jeviathan,” “messiah,” “ Pharisee,” “rabbi,” “seraph,” “shibboleth,” 
“Talmud.” But the Jewish interest of the Oxford Dictionary is by no 
means confined to. such words. For instance, “swindler,” we are told, 
dates from 1762, and is German * schwindler,” from “ schwindlen,” to be 
dizzy; and was picked up from German Jews in London. 

How a common phrase may distort the meaning of the original sense 
of a word is shown «under “straw,”—"'lo make bricks without the 


straw”: “The Israelites were not required to make bricks withont 
straw (which was an indispensable binding material for  snn- 
dried bricks), but to gather the straw for themselves’ instead 
of having it furnished to them.” Of course, quite apart § from 


etymological connections, any English Dictionary of Quotations will 
reveal the enormous number of Biblical phrases and e xpressions which, 
in their English translation, have become part and parcel of the English 
language. Such sayings as “the land of promise,” “a Job's comforter,” 
“from Dan to Beersheba,” “a mother in Israel,” balm in Gilead,” “the 
sweet psahnist of Israel,” and ever so many more, have surely become as 
familiar in this commtry as they ever were m their land of origin. Even 
in modern times, when men required to coin a new word to represent 
their idea of an unenlightened, uncultured person, they could think of 
none more expressive than the name of the ancient enemy of the 
Israelites—* Philistine.” The present unhappy and unhealthy condition 
of Jericho renders peculiarly appropriate the expletive—“Go to 
Jericho!” ; while during the war the British Soldier referred to the 
railway-train to Patestine as “the milk and honey express.” Perhaps 
some day a Semitic philologist will compose a worthy work on the

THE ARK, 

What about the Ark ? 

“| prefer the Ark to be a bold feature, projecting out of the 
apse, as the Ark is the most important centre of the ritual.” 

ARCHITECTURAL STYLE. 

Can you explain why the Moorish style is so frequently employed 
in synagogue design ? 

“ My answer is that I have never personally employed this style, 
but I think its use possibly originated in the idea that it suggested 
an oriental association. As a many of fact, many synagogues have 
been influenced by the style of the country in which they have been 
erected, and this seems to me a more appropriate method to adopt, 
even when it goes so far asin the case of the synagogue in the 


Venetian ghetto which has been clearly influenced by Catholic 


association.” 
; THE SHAPE OF THE SYNAGOGUE. 

What is your view as to the best shape of the synagogue ? 

“The bulk of the synagogues in this country are rectangular, 
longer than they are wide. But undoubtedly those that are founded 
either upon a square plan or an octagon, afford a better line of sight, 
a greater sense of spaciousness and incalculably better opportunities 
for architectural treatment. One of these forms I should always 
advocate wherever the circumstances permit. To my mind the best 
example in this country is the Berkeley Street Synagogue, which, 
although going back forty-three years, could not in my view be 
materially improved upon, if it were designed only yesterday. It 
never fails to make a deep impression upon me whenever I visit it. 
This building was designed by the late Barrow Emanuel, and 
his partner, whose genius was never, in my view, adequately 
appreciated.” 

INTERNAL EMBELLISHMENT. 

On the question of interaal embellishment, Mr. Joseph said: 

“ My personal view, which is not always the view of committees 
of synagogues, is that if a building is well designed on bold lines it can 
afford to do without what is known asembellishment. On the other 
hand, there is no doubt that the use of fine marbles and other choice 
materials must add materially to the seuse of richness and grandeur. 
Provided the application of this embellishment is done in consulta. 
tion with the architect, and is not in conflict with his general 
conception, great advantage may sometimes be secured. With 
regard to windows, my personal view is that the bulk of our 
synagogues have been ruined by their windows. Good buildings 
have been darkened and made ridiculous by the introduction of 
ill-designed, badly-coloured, or over-coloured glass, and generally 
speaking, a synagogue is better without coloured glass—better 
lighted, and freer from distracting elements.” 

THE ELEMENT OF BEAUTY, 

Do you think that a beautiful building plays any part in pro. 
moting public worship? 

“ | have no hesitation ip saying that a beautiful building should 
prove an important element in popularising public worship. There 
is no reason why one should contemplate this beauty as distracting 
from concentration on devotion. On the contrary, beautiful surround- 
ings should create an atmosphere which should rather encourage 
a spirit of reverence, especially as no pictorial forms can be intro- 
duced into the synagogue design. Beauty of form, mass-grouping, 
colour, light, and chiaroscuro cannot fail to have an elevating effect 
on the eye and the mind. One would like to find,” said Mr. Joseph 
in conclusion, “with the growth of the wealth and importance of the 
Anglo-Jewish Community, a greater development of the mwsthetic 
sense, a greater ambition to produce for public Jewish purposes 
structures which will not be only convenient inside, but noble in 
external form, so as openly to mark the purposes for which they 
have been designed, and at the same time to declare to the general 
Community the standing which Jewry is entitled to take in the 
civics of the modern State.”

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JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT 


AT THE CROSSWAYS. 


By DR. A. CORALNIK 


I do not like strong words and trenchant definitions. But I pever- 
theless must use this expression: we have arrived at the c) ossways of our 
existence. 

Just now, and because it is “now” and not “before.” Never was the 
Jewish national existence so much questioned as at the present hour. 
You know success is binding, even more than nobility. Success is a trial. 
After all, what was the vital force, the moral foundation of our long, very 
long, existence? The world has wondered and pondered over this riddle. 
How can a people live, notwithstanding its perpetual defeats; how can it 
outlive its failures? But we have lived. And just on the strength of—ou" 
failures. Defeat is a bitter, cruel thing, but victory is perhaps more cruel 
and sad. Defeat leaves you with a longing for victory, but what remains 
after victory? Life is not lenient, and we have to pay the price of every- 
thing, even of success, in individual as well as in social life. 

We often wondered—in the former days—what would happen the 
next morning after the victory of the highest ideals and claims of 
humanity. Imagine only fora moment everything to be all right, every- 
body satisfied, all the earth from pole to pole full of radiant, beaming 
faces, from the children in the cradle to the old man tottering to his grave- 
Well, what a void, empty world would it be, a realm of heart-breaking 
“ acedia,” the highest pitch of boredom, the disease prevalent among the 
mediw#val monks. Was it not because those monks imagined—and reality is 
it imagination after all—that they had “ won” the battle of life—here and 
beyond ? 

A UNIQUE EXISTENCE. 

Dostoieffsky once put this problem. He answered it in his way: Yes 
somebody then would come and say: Let us throw into the pit all this glory 
of order and radiant self-sufficiency. Let us set things again upside- 
down, and we will have something to live for. 

Now, I maintain that the Jewish people going from defeat to defeat, 
from failure to failure, from disappointment to disappointment, living in 
the most abnormal state, has shaped its individuality and personality 
out of this chaos and abnormality. It was a paradoxical as well asa 
unique existence, but it was unique. 

I often call to mind the famous epigram of the French artist Forain: 
“Comme elle etait belle—sous la monarchie!”"—how beautiful she was— 
under the monarchy !—she, i.¢., the Republic.” 

Was not Zionism the most brilliant, striking, glaring event of Jewish 
history, years ago, just on the dawn of the movement? It was a dream, 
a vision of days tocome. And it filled up our life, raised glorious hopes 
in us, tinged our daily existence with colours from Dreamland. We 
apparently fought out our battles with logic, with arguments, with 
political theories. 
The real thing was not that; it was deeper, more intimate, it was our 
soul. And Herz) himself—was he a politician of the common clay, an 
able man whodons his best clothes and goes to ministers or leaders 
of nations and deals with them? Many of us who stood behind him 
disapproved very often his démarches, and criticised his politics. But we 
knew by instinct that this was not the essential of Herzl. We felt that 
he was a sunlit figure, that there was in him-—wrapped in the shape ef a 
brilliant Viennese journalist and a typical man of the world—something 
Messianic. 

And that was the clue to his success and to our faith in him. Because 
—after all—we Jews are the only people in the world that clings still to 
this strange, unscientific, illogical, overworldly creed of Messianism. We 
are, in the depths of our hearts, the old foolish children who dream of— 
the impossible. 

THE “MESSIANIC. HALO.” 

Now Herz) is dead, and the messianic halo has passed away. We are 
now in a new period. The dream has transformed itself into reality. Or 
rather it is on the verge of being shaped to reality. 

Promises have been solemnly given and taken before all the world, 
promises which are to be kept. Whatever was the sense and the intention 
of British policy, whether based upon mere sentimentality or the highey 
political calculus, we assume, and nobody will doubt for a moment, that 


what England promised it will keep. Loma /ocuta causa finita est. Rome 
bas spoken, the cause is ended. 
But you see the “ causa,” the great question, starts just now. Not for 


England, butfor us. Let us assume, that after the signature of the 
Turkish treaty, Great Britain definitely takes over the internationa) 
mandate for Palestine—and who else is likely to get it? When the hour of 
creation strikes for us-—-what then? What will be the aim, the politica) 
line of reconstruction for the Jewish people? Will it be the creation of a 
Jewish State or of a Jewish National Home” 

I am fully aware of the difficulties and hardships of the Zionist 
Movement and of the Zionist Organisation, and I do not intend to make 
their task still harder by criticism and attack. I only confess that I do 
not see clearly—and I am afraid I am in no way an exceptional case— 
the way of Zionist politics—where they are leading to, and what is their 
predominant idea. 

It is not merely a theoretical, hair-splitting question I have set down 
as: “State” or “ Nation?” Prof. Baldwin observes in his “ Super-States 


and Eternal Values” w“‘the State is not the nation, it is an organ of the | 


nation.” 
The State is only an exponent of the vital forces, of the ideas and 


But that was only the outward aspect of our activity, - 


ideals of the nation, a frame for its reality and individuality. Where 
there is no nation the State fails. 

Now we were able to live so long and endure all the bitter storms of 
our history, because we were a nation knitted together by common ideals 
and a pervading idea. We did not need any recognition or acknowledgment 
from outside. | 

But now times have changed. The nation is beginning to crumble, 
the chain is giving way, and is on the breaking point. Jews are now held 
together, not by internal but by external forces. 


NATIONAL AUTONOMY. 

Of course, I know you will tell me that this is utterly unfounded 
pessimism contradicted by facts. You will show me the various national 
movements of Jews in Eastern Europe, in parts of Russia, in Poland, 
in Jugo-Slavia, or among the Czecho-Slovaks. Well, just this is the 
saddest feature of modern Jewish life—just this nationalism of the “ smal] 
nationalities.”"—-Concrete example is the best test for my thesis. Let 
us look the facts straightintheface. Whatisthisnew Jewish nationalism 
other than the result of a great fear? It does not result from strength 
and self-assertion. These did not dictate this policy in the 
new States created by the war. Not at all, but only the 
creeping, inner fear of being absorbed. I, for my _ part 
cannot understand the demands of the Jews, let me say, in Jugo-Slavia, 
I know very well that part of the Jewish nation, because | lived therein 
Croatia, in Serbia, and Bosnia—for some time. If you are looking forthe 
first sign of national! life—the language— you will not find it there. Part of 
the Jews [in Bosnia and Serbia! speak the old Spanish, the other part, in 
Croatia, a sort of German, or, as happens with the younger generation, 
Slavonic. Even their Zionist paper, the Zidovska Smotra, was printed 
in Slavonic. 

They do not and cannot ever dream of a “cultural autonomy.” How 
could“ political autonomy,” on the other hand, be possible if the foundation 
is failing? Of course, there is the national consciousness and the common 
creed, but these are not sufficient for a national autonomy. Or take the 
Jewish claims in Czecho-Slovakia and in Austria. They speak again of 
Jewish national rights, of Jewish national schools, and so on. Butmay I 
ask, what will they do with these rights and these schools? They do not 
want “denominational schools, they donot desirea“ religious Community,” 
which could in a modern democracy perform the functions of a “ national 
Community ” on autonomous principles. 


“EQUALISATION ” AND “PALESTINISATION.” 


Or if we go to the core of the question to Poland and Russia, is there 


not the same tangle of problems? Well, the Polish Government has con, 
ceded to the Jews of Poland national rights, the Ukrainian Governmengs 
of sad memory granted the Jews of the Ukraine full autonomy. What did 
it avail? We had in Kieff a Jewish National Ministry, but nobody could 
understand its use, the limits of its power and its place in Jewish life; the 
only thing we knew was that the Jewish Ministry was an official 
institution for the defence and propagation of the “ Yiddish” tongue. That 
and nothing more. 

Maybe in abnormal times of distress and unsettlement, of pogroms 
threatening, or in being, such a Jewish Ministry could be of use as a con. 
trolling, registering station, asa bureau de doléances. But politics are made 
otherwise than with a view to abnormal situations. 

That, indeed, is a false policy. It is a _ policy born not 
of real, vital necessity. For assimilation is not alone in being 
mimicry: Nationalism is so in so much that it springs from a certain 
source of mimicry which is instinct in our people in no. less a 
degree. They are two sharply different, apparently diverging con- 
ceptions, but really they converge in Jewish life. Theone is—adaptation 
to the environment, immersion of individuality into the-general culture— 
you may call it a fusing fame. The other is disentanglement, disruption 
of the fetters of environment and freedom for one’s own creation. 

In other words: Equalisation and Palestinisation.’” Outwardly 
opposed, they intrinsically complete one another. No equalisation, as I 
prefer to call it, is possible until the Jewish National question is solved 
and settled, and no restoration of the Jewish Home can be accomplished 
without a stern refusal of any partial, petty nationalism in small doses. 

We cannot have both of them—we cannot have two cultures—a 
chestful uf little antonomies and the real big autonomy, too. We have 
to choose. 

Andif you were to ask the average Jew, the Jewish man-in-the-street, 
if you were to enquire, by way of a referendum among the Jews of the 
world, | am sure you would get one answer, one choice: Palestine as the 
great solution of the problem in its totality ; and on the other side—/aisser 

aire. 

The Zionists of to-day are not fully aware of the importance of this 
dilemma. They try to compromise, and therefore are checked in 
carrying out any programme. They still stick to the ideathat the Jewish 
people all over the world has to be pressei into a certain national frame. 
And they want to be the framers and shapers. 

But can they do this work thoroughly, they alone’ 

THE ZIONIST POLICY. 

Now, the difficulty of the Zionists of to-day, the difficulty which has 

arisen from success, is that they are not sure of their policy. They can- 


not draw a line and say to the outer world: Such and such alone is our 
task, everything else we leave to the future. They thus lack concentration: 


How can concentration of purpose be achieved without concentration — 


of all the national forces available? Palestine is not the patrimony ofa 
party or an organisation, but of all Jews the world over. More than 
that, it is not only a national question, but aninternationalone. It is nog 
at all a measure or an expedient taken by this or that Government, 
responding to the interests of the passing hour, to the changing 
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political situation. We have already heard about Certain disappoint- 
ments, certain shifting if not of opinion, at least of sentiment in some 
authoritative quarters. Well, the Jewish National question is too big a 
problem to be dependent on Ministers and Cabinets; it is a question of 
world-justice and reparation. Idonot shun even this stronger expression 
—it is a question of world-balance. 

I can imagine a set of circumstances which would not have given Great 
Britain the possession of Palestine. If, for instance, Turkey had not 
committed the suicidal folly of trusting her fate to the hands of Germany; 
if the Sublime Porte had been neutral or joined the Allies. But even 
then it was but right that Palestine should, from a broad intérnational point 
of view, be restored to the Jews. For, let us tell the truth to ourselves. 
the world is tired of us. Not as individuals-—-I am too good a KMuropean 
to despair of Europe--in the widest sense of the word-—because Furope 
is the world at large. On this side of the Atlantic or on the other, Europe 
is a “connotation” for civilisation. But the world is tired of us as a 
national unit. The world is tired of facing perpetually the relentless 
Jewish problem. And we, we are more than tired of being faced 
always as a problem. Some day or other the Sphinx has to be 
released. There are really other problems in the world waiting for their 
turn; itis time to get rid of this one, which is, too, one of the most sterileand 
barren. One of the most prominent of sociologists, the late Professor 
Gumplowicz—a Jew himself—declared that the greatest fault of the 
Jews, their fatal sin, is that they cannot die. The Greeks, the Romans, 


all the coevals of the Jews, have in due time died; the Jews are going - 


on—with their vague shadow-like life. 
THE ACID TEST. 

This is not the place to discuss this question. I doubt if the Greeks 
and Romans are really dead, or that there is death of any nation. Why, 
even the individual, as the biology of Weisman teaches, does not die! 

But we want to suffer this last transformation—evenifit bein a sense 
dying ~as Jews, and to be reborn as a Jewish nation. 
old, even outworn truths a la Palice. But,asa French author said recently, 
M. de la Palice, the man of commonplaces, isthe only one among our 
ancestors whom we understand clearly. And truth, this 
commonplace, is, after all, the corner-stone of the Palestinian movement. 

I say purposely Palestinian, wanting as I do to make a clear ang 
definite distinction. Zionism is too broad and too vague. Zionism has had it. 
story and its tribulations. 


| know these are 


this Jewish 


Zionism became intermingled in the course of 
years with various other tendencies. Palestinianism is a plain and 
sharply-cut programme, it is a delimitation, a setting of boundaries. 
Zionism is the conception of a State; Palestinianism of a nation. 
Well, the “State is only the organ of the nation.” The” prius” is the 
building up of a Jewish nation tn Palestine. Everything else is only a 


consequence. And what do we need for the making of a nation’? In the 


first line: numbers. 
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the Nat on. 


That must be pointed out and understood by everybody. You can 
get a “ political autonomy,” a “ Home,” or what you choose to call it, by 
slow, easy-going immigration. You cannot have a nation in that way. 

You must fling open the gates of Palestine and let Jews flow in; let 
the stream take its course. There may, it is quite true, bea catastrophe, 
But what do you mean by a catastrophe? Are we not used to that? Which 
is, after all, better—to live always ina catastrophical state or to dash in at 
once, let it be even into the worst difficulties? Nobody in the world can plan 
ont the way inadvance forand ofanation. It mustconquer itsdestiny through 
the thorny, rough paths, it must suffer disilhtsions and failures and defeats 
before it finally wins. What is to be feared? The immigrant Jews will 
become disheartened and many of them will turn their backs upon Palestine 
for ever? Letthem. That will be the acid test. And the remainder will 
And that is the last, the supreme aim. That is the 
only way to our destiny. 

I am not the spokesman of any group or party in Jewish life. But if 
I weré I would approach the “Big Four” or, “ Five,” the rulers and 
masters of the earth nowadays and would propose to them—to take up 
anew the Jewish question in all its complexity. Not to reiterate the 
promise given or to refuse it. The former is not necessary, the secend 
they cannot do. They should only help us to enlarge and to invigorate 
our own work. They should—like Napoleon in his day—-convoke a great, 
universal Jewish assembly, a Sanhedrin from every part of the World, and 
put Palestine in its hands. And if Great Britain is going to be the man- 
datory for Palestine, the Jews—as a tetality —shoulkd be the co-mandatories. 
This congress, or Sanhedrin, should raise the large sums necessary for 
an emigration on the broadest scale, should even obtain a loan if needed, 
select a governing body to reside in Palestine and to be provided with 
large powers. And lam sure, they would sneceed. But even, if they 
failed—well, then we should have accomplished our task, we should have 
performed our last attempt in history. 


ENGLISH ZIONIST FEDERATION. 
[(COMMUNICATED.} 


A special meeting of the Council took place at the Conference Room 
of the Zionist Organisation, 77, Great Russell Street, last Sunday The 
Rev. J. K. Goldbloom presided during the morning sitting, and Rabbi Dr. 
Samuel Daiches presided during the afternoon sitting. There was a good 
attendance of both London and Provineial members. Dr. Schmarya Levin 
and Messrs. Boris Goldberg and Berthold Feivel, of the Exeeutive of the 
Zionist Organisation, were also present. 

The position with regard to the proposal“to establish ‘a Zionist 
Organisation of the United Kingdom was fully considered. The following 
resolution was adopted : 

That the question of the Zionist Organisation of the United Kingdom ‘be 
left to the present sub-committee, to work out a scheme for its ultimate forma. 
tion, such scheme to be submitted to the Council and, if appreved, to the 
annual conference. 

The Council approved of the following agreement arrived at between 
the Constitution Committee and representatives of the Wemen’s Zionist 
Federation : 

l. Thatall the Women Zionist Societies inthe English Zionist Federation 
be coustitated into a Federation of Women Zionists. 

2. That such Federation of Women Zionists should be empowered to com- 
municate with all Women Zionist Societies, to collect Dues and obtain Shekolim 
from the English Zionist Federation, and distribute them to such Women 
Zionist Societies, allarmounts received for Dues and Shekolim to be transmitted 
withoutany deduction to the Knglish Zionist Federation. 

3. Allsuch Women Zionist Societies shail have the same rights of representa- 
tion at Conferences of the English Zionist Federation, as the other conatituent 
bodies, and shall be guaranteed & minimum of two members on the Council of 
the English Zionist Federation. 

4. That an annual grant—for the first year a sum of £560—be made to the 
Women's Federation, for the purpose of its work, the Women & Zionist Federation 
to submit budgets and balance sheets to the Council of the English ‘Zionist 
Federation. 

The proposal to guarantee the Women's Federation a minimum of 
two members on the Council will still have to be submitted to the next 
Conference of the English Zionist Federation. 

At the instance of Dr. Daiches, the Council adopted the following 
resalution 

That this Special Meeting of the Council of the English Zionist Federation 
congratulates Sir Alfred Mond, Bart., M.P., on the result of his libel action. and 
expresses its satisfaction at the stand he has made in vindicating Jewish honour, 

Six delegates wete elected to represent the Federation at the forth- 
coming Annual Conference of the Zionist Organisation to beheld in Basle. 
(The names of the delegates will be communicated as soon as the man- 
dates have been confirmed). It was reported that the Federation would be 
entitled to seven delegates; one was allotted to@ the Women's Zionist 
Federation. 

The relations of the Federation to the Mizrachi were considered, and 
it was decided that the whole question be referred back te the Synagogue 
Committee for further consideration and report. 

A grant of £10 was voted tothe West London Zionist Association for 
initial expenses in connection with the establishment of Hebrew Classes. 

Messrs. A. Tarlo and A. Brodetsky were appointed delegates to the 
Committee in Aid of Pogrom Sufferers in U kraine. 

An encouraging repprt was given by Mr. 8. Lipton, Secretary of the 
Restoration Fund Campaign Committee, on the progress of the hethave 
tion Fund. 


With reference to the election of delegates to the Basle Conference, 
we are requested by Dr. Samuel Daiches to state that hé was unable to 
accept the nomination as a delegate offered to him by the Council of the 
English Zionist Federation owing to his duties at Jews’ College, from 
which he could not absent himself during the term. For the same reason 
Dr. Daiches was obliged to decline the invitation to attend the Conference 
of Jewish Scholars in connection with the Hebrew University. 

Under the auspices of the Federation, Mr. Boris Goldberg, member of 
the Exeentive of the Zionist Organisation, will deliver an address on “ Our 
Colonisation Plan and Private Initiative ” next Thursday, at half past seven. 
On the following Sunday, at half past six, Dr. §$chmarya Levin will speak 

n “Judaism as a Philosophy of Life.” Both meetings will be held at 
the Cannon Street Hotel.

THE WOMEN’S FRANCHISE QUESTION. 


We have been requested by the Federation of Women Zionists of the 
United Kingdom to print the following letter. 

To the Executive of the MiM@&chi Centre of the United Kingdom.” 

GENTLEMEN,—We are in receipt of your letter, dated October 20th, 1919, 
Tishri 30th, 5680, in reply to our communication dated October 13th. 

At the outset we desire to express our surprise that a question of such im- 


vortance should not hive been submitted for more adequate and wider discussion 
o the Council of the Mizrachi. 


Your statement that such a great issue as the question of women’s franchise, 
in any Constituent Jewish Assembly in Palestine, should be considered a local 
matter, is a negation of the most fundamental principle of Zionism, i.c. the 
recognition of all Jews as one united people, spread in various countries of the 
world, butall inter-related in life and interests. The very basis of the existence 
and the activities of the Mizrachi is evidence of the fact that the Jews of all the 
world are directly concerned and interested in the character and the development 
of every Institution already existing, or to be created in Palestine. 

The Assembly which is to legislate, govern and direct Jewish interests in 


Palestine at this, the critical period of its development, is of vital importance 
and is a matter which concerns all Jews. 


The Mizrachiin England, which is part of the world Mizrachi, is now entitled 


and in daty bound to give an expression of its opinion on the question of woman 
suffrage. 


We very much regret to hear from you that there was dissatisfaction on the 
part of the orthodox Jews with the selection of the Provisional Committee 
responsible for the calling of the Constituent Assembly in Palestine and, if their 
complaint be substantiated, we would join with them in protesting against 
injustice. We cannot, however, understand how this affected their attitude 
towards the question of women's franchise, which should not, on any acconnt, 
he made the butt of party politics. 

We trust you will now give the whole subject the consideration it merits. 

In view of its political interest, we are sending this letter to the Press.

VIL—A SUPER-UNITED SYNAGOGUE. 


My DEAR Cousin,—What, in effect, is the difference between the 
so-called Orthodox and the so-called Reform Jews? I have been 
puzziing over the question for some time. I know, of course, 
that the latter have an organ in their synagogues, that their 
Prayer-Book has a character of its own, that their services vary 
in essentials and in small fhings from the traditional services adopted 
by the majority of Jews. But those are merely formal differences. 
What | am concerned about are the fundamental differences in life and in 
practice. Surely the value of religious forms consists in their power of 
shaping life. I ask myself, therefore, wherein the attitude to life and 
conduct of the Reform Jews Giffers from that of their Orthodox brethren. 

No doubt you remember how Schechter summed up the difference. He 
said: The Orthodox do not keep two days and the Reformers do not keep 
one. The bitterness in the contrast was not without justification. In 
life, in actiog, in conduct, is there really so much difference between tho 
members of the two wings of the community? Is there any difference ? 
Take an average subscriber to the United Synagogue and an average 
congregant at Upper Berkeley Street, and you will find that the Jewish. 
ness of their lives and of their homes is pretty much alike. A fair test 
is the question of Kasher Food. Don't you know in your own 
experience of our circle that it is the minority only that pretends to 
maintain the Dietary laws? Membership of a synagogue has nothing to do 
with it. It is quite conceivable that some members of the Reform Con- 


fregation may be most punctilious in their observation of these laws, and | 


that large numbers of Jews who belong to the constituents of the United 
Synagogue have discarded them. 

One aspect of this problem deserves attention. It was brought home 
to me recently by a concrete case. The Minister of our congregation 
naturally keeps what is called a Kasher table. But when he is invited 
out to dinner he invariably declines. Our warden has more than once been 
offended in this way; and as for his wife, words have failed her to 
describe her wounded feelings. These people have argued that they 
attend synagogue regularly; that they are good Jews, caring for their 
people; and that when their minister refuses to eat at their house it is 
almost an insult. Bat their strongest argument is that the minister of 
the neighbouring congregation gladly dines with his members whenever 
he is invited. Our minister replied that his general rule is not to go 
anywhere, and as he makes no distinctions, no one, he claims, can be hurt. 

There is yet one other aspect of the problem. As you know, we keep 
& Kasher house, and our friends are aware of this. Indeed, the Browns 
always make a point of providing a fish dinner for us whenever we go 
there. Lut some of our Jewish friends take it amiss that they should 
have to make special preparations. I say some, for others understand, 
and «do as the Browns do. After all, they argue, the practice of 
people in regard to eating and drinking varies. Some toast His 
Majesty in water, and His Majesty allows it. Some are 
professed vegetarians. It is said, on good authority, that when 
Mr. George Bernard Shaw comes to stay with his friends as a week-end 
guest he brings With him his own food and his own blanket. The 
principle of variety thus receives general recognition, and "ought to 
facilitate social intercourse, since eating and drinking are not the soul of 
intercourse. But as a rule Jews do not seem to recognise this principle 
in regard to their Jewish friends, and where thisis the case it is specially 
hard on the minister who is particular. 

I think you will agree with me that the attitude of ministers in this 
matter is a fair test of character. Those who go wherever they are 
invited, asking no questions and making no comments, are surely not as 
morally strong as those who make themselves a nuisance. It is not easy 
to be a nuisance; it is not pleasant; it is a nuisance itself. But it meang 
standing up fora principle. Mother has often told me that she hes found 
it exceedingly difficult to run the household on kasher lines. She has had 
to put up with hardships, many of them quite unnecessary, at the kasher 
butcher's; and she has not always been abie to rely on her cooks. But, 
she said, ié is all worth while. It is not the hygienic side of the matter 
that she stresses, though that should not be left ont of account. 
It is the moral side she _ values. 


culties, means a strengthening of the moral fibre. I am bound to say she 
js right. The whole business of eating and drinking should not be made 
into a fetish; it is far too insignificant for that. But given goodwill and 
understanding, tempered with common sense, and the practice has 
much to commend it. | 
Yet, though the United Synagogue authorities make provision for 
Kasher meat and lay stress on Kasher food, do members of that body 
take advantage of the facilities? And how many of the leaders of the 
organisation which, remember, contains the majority of the London 
community, show an example in this matter? The truth is that members 
of the right wing of Anglo-Jewry are as a body no whit different from 
those of the left wing. The truth is that Orthodox and Reform are no 
longer terms of demarcation. In the ‘forties of the nineteenth century 
the Orthodox community comprised the bulk of Jews, and the Reformers 
were in a minority. To-day official Orthodoxy and Reform really 
comprise a block marked in the main, so far as their Jewishness is con. 
cerned, by the same characteristics, while old-fashioned Traditionalism 
is found in a small section of the community organised in little Bethels, 
the best known of which is the “Adass Yisrael” congregation, whose 
habitat is in North London. To-day many supporters of the United 
Synagogue observe only one-day of the Festivals, just like the congregants 
at Berkeley Street, ‘he latter do so officially; the former unofiicially

If this is so, has not the time arrived for fofming & super-

a sufficiency of local government to satisfy local needs? Let every 
locality have its own Rabbi, and let the Chief Rabbi be the religious heafl 
of the Congregation of Israel in this country. As Jews we have much 
in common; the mere formal differences’ to which [I have alluded 
are of small moment. This is the age of understandings and of the Leagus 
of Nations. The wicke@ may rage and evil-doers speak vanity, but*ths 
word of the Lord shall stand, and fortunately for the world the word @& 
the Lord is with the League of Nations. ‘If, therefore, the Nations are te 
come together in accord and concord and comprehension, how much more 
should various sections now dividedin Anglo-Jewry. The 28%" F025 has 
always been a conception of great significance in Jewish thought ; it’ 
necessary more than ever to lay stress on it to-day.—Your loving cousin.

Through the new Joint Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Associa 
tion and the Board of Deputies, the Councilare keenly watching the development 
of evénts, with the eager hope that peace and order and law may soon be re-estab 
lished in those vast regions of the earth, and that with them may come enlighten.

ment of the League of Nations, as the court of appeal and the ultimate authority 
among all the civilised nations of the world in the case of any infraction of those 
minority rights which the Peace Conference has ordained, may prove of the 
greatest bevefit, not only to Jews, but to all minorities of whatever race and 
whatever creed. In Palestine, whatever the final form of its government may 
be, the Council hope that opportunities may be gradually afforded for the estab- 
lishment of a large number of Jewish settlers and colonists, who will enjay 
freedom, and promote peace and prosperity. 


Westminster | Jews’ Free School. 


PROPOSED ENLARGEMENT. 

The Accommodation and Attendance Sub-Committee reported to a 
meeting of the Education Committee of the London County Council om 
Wednesday as follows :— 

The Managers of the Westminster Jews’ Free non-provided Schoal 
(St. Pancras. 8.W.) have issned public notice, in accordance with 
section 8 (1) and (2) of the Education Act, 1902, of their intention to provides 
additional accommodation for about 80 infant children. 

The Managers have informed us that this proposal is based on the 
following grounds :—(1) The Jewish girls and boys of the neighbourhood 
apply to be transferred to the school from many other schools at irregular 
times, andat ages ranging from six-and-a-half to ten or eleven years. On 
this account the lowest classes in both the boys’ and girls’ departments 
become increasingly dificult to grafe and teach, there being frequently as 
many as four sections in one class, which is a drawback to educational 
efficiency ; (2) considerable difficulty is often experienced by parents whe 
desire to transfer their children from an mfants* department in order te 
enter the boys’ and girls’ departments of the Westminster Jews’ Free 


-School; (3) many infant Jewish children living inthe neighbourhood are 


compelled to attend other schools. 

From the point of view of accommodation only, there is no need for 
the enlargement of the school, but, having regard to the special circum- 
stances in this case, we are of opinion that no objection should be offered 
to the proposal. 


The Sub-Committee recommend that no observations be offered ia 


‘regard to the proposal.

Objects of Jewish Interest in British Museum. 


PAPER By Mr. J. A. J. DE VILLIERS. 


Last Sunday evening, at University College, Mr. J, A. J. de Villiers, of 
the British Museum, read a paper to the Maccabeans, on “ Objects of Jewish 
Interest in the British Museum." The lecture was illustrated with lantern 
slides. 

Mr. Cravpr G. Moyteriore presided, and, in introducing the lecture, 
said that investigations in Babylon and Syria had peached an entirely new 
stage during the last few years. The results of enquiries were most i}luminating 
because of the close connection of those countgies with the Jews, who were 
deeply influenced by Babylonian life and thought. Questions of archeology, 
relizion, culture, and civilisation generally were also connected with Cabylon 
and Syria. 

Mr. pe Virz1eRs, who spoke first of the ancient Egyptian relics ia tho 
Museum, referred to the strange fact of the absence, in the awe-inspiring 
tragedy that formed the history of Israel's past, of any record on stock of 
stone to mark the early vicissitudes of our race, our sole record being the 
Bible. It seemed. he said, as if the Israelites, in their wanderings, had refrained 
from the cultivation of aught that might distract them from entire devotion 
to their great mission—the propagation of the knowledge of the unity of 
God. There is in the British Museum the head of the colossal statue, which 
was erected at Thebes, of Thotmes ITI., who reigned about 1550 B.c., and 
who set up the magnificent granite obelisk now called Cleopatra's Needle. 
Few of us, as we walked past this, thought that it must have been passed 
by our ancestors in the days of trial before the Exodis) What Mr, de Villiers 
declared was to him the most fascinating and eloquent exhibit in the whole 
of the Museum was the collection (which numbers thirty) of bricks brought 
from Egypt, made of mud! without straw, and bearing the prenomen of 
Rameses II. Then there were statues which proved the relation of the Pharaohs 
of Egypt with the Kings of Israel, through the alliance of King Solomon with 
a daughter of one of the Pharaohs, and there was the Moabite Stone (the 
original of which is now in the Louvre), with its account of the war of Mesha, 
King of Moab, against Omri, Ahab, and other Kings of Israel. The lecturer 
devoted the second part of his lecture to the Assyrian collection. One of the 
chief items of Jewish interest in this section was the column on which is 
engraved the Code of Hammurabi (the Amraphel mentioned in Genesis), 
This was discovered in 190! by a French expedition investigating the ruins 
of Susa (Shushan), and the original is now in the Louvre, though t\ere ts a 
good cast in the British Museum. The lecturer demonstrated by extracts 
which Jhe read, the marked similarity between this Code and the Mosaic 
Code, though the former seems to have been written at least 650 vears earlier 
than the latter. Of great Jewish interest, too, were the terra-cotta cylinders 
recording the annals of Sennacherib, King of Assyria, including an account 
of his war against Hezekiah and the sieve of Jerusalem; that recording the 
annals of Ksarhaddon, son of Sennacherib, who took Manasseh; King of 
Judah, prisoner and carried him to Babylon; a brick inscribed with the 


/ name and titles of Nebuchadnezzar II., from one of the temples at Babylon 
_ which he caused to be repaired ; and a baked clay cyknder inscribed with an 
/ account of the capture, in the year 538 bp.c., of Babvion by Cyrus, King .of. 


Persia, the “‘ Eaczle from the East,’’ who, aceorting to Isaiah, was to come 
to the rescue of our forefathers, and who, althouch an unbeliever, would 
be called the Lord’s Anointed. Mr. de. Villiers caid in-eonclueion that 
as thev walked amidst the stones of which he had shown them a few, could 


_ even the most materialistic and most sceptical among them tail to pause,: 


to wonder at our survival ? We were of a race that waiked amudst these 
stones when they were alive with the peoples of the past-—-we were the stall 
living cement that held the dead stones together. ‘We exist. ... Shall 
we allow ourselves to die? ”’ 

Mr. Hersert Bentwicn expressed indebtedness to Mr. de Villiers tor 
his interesting lecture. Personally, the only thing which he missed was that 


' there were so few things from Palestine. There must be buried there an 
' immense store of knowledge of 1 @» past of our ancestors. What the Palestine 


Exploration Fund had done so tar were only pin-pricks on the surface, their 


| activities having been hindered by the Turkish control. He hoped that some 
_ of the younger people present would themselves take up the opportunities 
offered. 


Dr. Buca urr said that a good many things had already been unearthed 


_by the Palestine Exploration Fund. 


The CHATRMAN said he was glad that Mr. de Villiers had touched upon 
the high thought in the old Egyptian literature. ‘To him the difficulty was 
not when they found noble things in other people, but when they found 
ignoble things. The old idea was that they had to prove any other God or 
prophet but their own to be an impostor

LEEDS. 


OLD HEBREW CONGREGATION, 


A largely attended meeting of the members was held last Sunday, 
Mr. J. COHEN, the President, dwelt upon the general position, and par- 
ticularly the necessity for the appointiment of a minister in. succession to 
the late Rabbi Abrahams. 

Mr. 5. WOLFSON, Treasurer, gave a detailed report of the negotiations 
that had taken place on the subject during the past few months. A con- 
ference had been held between representatives of the important congre- 
gations with a view to their amalgamating for the purpose of giving a 
anited call to the new minister. The New Briggate Congregation’s 
representatives had signified their willingness to co-operate in the scheme, 
and were calling a special meeting of their members for the ratification 
ef the proposal. Unfortunately the Beth Hamedrash Hagodel Congrega- 
tion intimated its unwillingness to participate in the movement, but he 
Roped and believed that with further representations it would still be 
possible to secure that congregation’s support. The Chief Rabbi was 
giving every assistance in helping the congregation to secure the minister 
they sought, but the main stipulation made was that there be a united 
eall from the important congregations of the community. It might be 
asked—why trouble about the community, generally, why not only look 
after their own immediate requirements? He was confident, however, 
that they would agree with him that as the premier congregation of the 
eommunity, it would be a grievous mistake to adopt a selfish policy, and 
thatat the present critical juncture, a mistake would be a mistake for a 
generation. 

A protracted discussion ensued, in which Messrs. 8. 
Baim, N. Cohen, H. M. Simans, M. Myers, L. Rosenborg, 8. Harrison, 
and Dr. Samuels participated. Ultimately on the proposition of Mr. 8, 
Wolfson, seconded by Messrs. N. Cohen and M. Myers. The following 
resolutions were unanimously adopted :— | 

1. That it was most essential that an eminent Jewish Minister be appointed 
for the Leeds Community. 

2. That a strong committee be appointed to approach the other Congrega- 
Sions ami the Rabbis to use every possible effort to obtain their co-operation in 
this appointment, and further, if necessary, to invite the assistance of the Chief 
Rabbi, Mr. R. Waley-Cohen, and Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P.. to visit Leeds in 
furtherance of this object. 

Mr.5. WOLFSON brought forward the question of the form of memorial 
to the late Rabbi Abrahams, and the consideration of the bequest of his 
extensive library to the synagogue. In the course of a long discussion, 
the opinion expressed was that Rabbi M. Abrahams’ memory should be 
perpetuated by the establishment of an institution the idea of which had 
always been dear to him, viz., a Home for Jewish Incurables or a Jewish 
Convalescent Home. It was decided that an opportunity should be taken 
to convene a public meeting for the furtherance of this object. A repre- 
sentative committee was appointed to proceed with the matter, and also 
to take immediate steps for the synagogue’s memorial: 

[It was decided suitably to recognise the approaching golden wedding 
of the Rev. 8. and Mrs. Davidson. Mr, Davidson, who has rendered over 
forty years of devoted service as Second Reader, Shochet, and Mohel— 
had, unfortunately, through failing health, been relieved of active duties, 
and it was felt that the opportunity should be taken to give practical 
expression to the congregation’s esteem and appreciation by a suitable 
presentation on that occasion.

THE REY. A. COHEN ON “A PLEA FOR OPTIMISM IN JEWRY.” 


Last Sunday, before a crowded attendance, at the Jewish Institute 
Rooms, the Rey. A. COHEN, M.A. (Birmingham), delivered a paper on “A 
Plea for Optimism in Jewry.” 

Mr. 5. LUBELSKI presided, and in introducing Mr. Cohen said that 
though it was the first time that he had paid them a visit, he was well 
known to them as a strong force among the religious leaders in Anglo- 
Jewry. 

Towards the close of his address, Mr. COHEN said: My own conviction 
is that in certain respects the present generation is more religiods than 
the last, that its conception of Judaism is purer and higher. It is, unfor- 
tunately, true that to very large numbers Judaism meant only the blind 
performance of certain ceremonies. The greatest stress was laid upon 
scrupulous observance of the minutiw of the law. Morality and ethics 
were placed in a secondary position as compared with faithfulness to the

prescribed rites. Judaism became to a large extent barren of spirituality. 
It failed to inspire; it lacked the power to satisfy the soul's craving for 
divine things. The religious teachers spent their energy in .Pilpul in 
displaying their mental agility in the fleld of Talmudic casuistry rather 
than in imparting a knowledge of the grand moral teachings of Jewish 
literature. Please do not misunderstand me. I attach the highest 
importance to our religions ceremonies. They have played an important 
part in the preservation of our race, and they must not be allowed to fall 
into disuse. But I do not belittle the importance of ceremonial 
when I hold that Judaism is something infinitely greater than 
ceremony. The Jewish ceremonies are an essential part of Judaism, 
but for all that only a part of it, not the whole. It is because the spiritual 
aspect of Judaism has not been sufficiently emphasised during tho last 
century, that we have so much indifference to matters Jewish to-day. 
Too many, I am afraid, hold the view that our religion is nothing better 
than a collection of more or less meaningless rites and practices. It is 
consequently not surprising to me that in refusing to carry out the obser- 
vances, the whole of Judaism is rejected. Let Jews and Jewesses be 
taught what Judaism is—let them learn the meaning and purpose of the 
ceremonies—let them understand that beside its ritualism Judaism incul- 
cates the purest ethics, the highest spirituality —and we shall have li! tle 
cause for apprehension with regard to the future. Such knowledge would 
come as a revelation to most Jews, young and old. There is profound 
ignorance of our holy faith both among the observant and inobsei vant. 
Let us get rid of that, and we shall remove the greatest evil from which 
Jewry is suffering. Bearing all that I have said in mind, I think lam 
justified in urging my plea for optimism. Judaism is not on the decline. 
It compares favourably with the average period of our past history and is 
certainly much better than several epochs of bygone centuries. ‘The con- 
spicuous faults of the present are by no means novel; they stand out 
prominently on most pages of our record. We have various hopeful signs 
of revivalism. We have the modern nationalist movements, the remark- 
able revivai of the stady of Hebrew, and above all these a gencral feeling 
of restlessness and dissatisfaction with things as they are at present con- 
stituted. These are healthy signs, and if we can only direct them along 
the true path they will lead our people to a bright future, a glorious 
destiny. 

The Rev. Mr. Goller, Messrs. I. Jackson, J. Porton, M. Levy, 58. P. 
Abrams, B.A., 8. Nathan, and I. Waish took part in the discussion which 
followed. 

The Lecturer having replied to the various points that had been 
raised, he was accorded a yote of thanks on the proposition of Messrs. B. 
HARRISON and J. WURZALL, LL.B. A similar compliment to Mr. Lubelski 
for presiding was passed on the motion of the Rey. A. COHEN and Mr. A,

UNITED POLISH JEWISH WAR DISTRESS FUND. 

A special meeting was held last week at the New Briggate Synagogue 
rooms. Mr. M. Palestrant presided. The meeting received a deputation 
from the local Jewish Workers Relief Fund to discuss the question of 
affording relief to the women and children who were rendered destitute 
owing to their husbands and fathers having volunteered to fight in Russia. 
Mr. L. Gottliffe proposed, and Rabbi H. Hurwitz seconded, that special 
officers be appointed to canvass subscriptions for the sufferers. The 
Chairman proposed that a letter be sent to the Central Committee of the 
Polish Jewish and War Sufferers Distress Fund, London, requesting a 
special grant on the plea that these women and children also come under 
the head of war sufferers. The proposition was carried unanimously. 


NEW BRIGGATE CONGREGATION, 

A special general meeting of the members was held on Sunday, Mr. 
J. Salinsky, the President, gave a report on the general position during 
the past year, and intimated that the forthcoming balance-sheet would be 
a record one. He impressed upon the meeting the importance of the 
special business before it-—viz., the confirmation of the resolution of the 
first conference recently held with the representatives of the Old Hebrew 
Congregation with reference. to the appointment of a chicf minister for 
the Community. He strongly urged the importance of co-operation to 
attain this desideratum, and gave the assurance that the intended appoint- 
ment would not in any way interfere with, or detract from, the status 
and position of the local Rabbis. After considerable discussion, on 
the proposition of Messrs. W. Sielk and W. Cohen, a resolution was 
unanimously adopted in favour of the proposed joint action. Previous to 
the nominations for. officers for the ensuing twelve months, Mr. Salinsky 
was urged to continue in office as President. He, however, intimated that, 
whilst appreciating the comrpliment paid him, he was reluctantly com- 
pelled-to relinquish the position, as he found it was impossible for him to 
devote the time necessary.

their religion. Men, having come in close contact with stern realities in 
their fighting experiences, had learned to judge a man by what he was, 
and not by what he had, and despite recent newspaper campaigns which 
were carried on by people whose real motives were perhaps not quite 
clear to us, he denied most emphatically that the war had increased anti- 
Semitism. The lecturer recounted some amusing reminiscences of the 
Jewish soldier who, though impatient of discipline, was a faithful “ pal.”

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“Children of the Ghetto.” 


By ONE OF THEM .. . 


Now that our overseas trade is to prove the salvation of this isiand 
home of ours, I notice that quite a number of coreligionists in a small way 
of business have entered the ranks of exporters. You will probably 
tell me that Ghetto Jows were in the export line in the days of our 
great-grandparents. This I admit. But an examination of the facts 
will reveal that the early-Victorian exporters of the Ghetto, confined 
themselves to the forwarding of second-hand clothing to the dusky 
heathen, thereby aiding (at least, one hopes so) the cause of negro 
morality, and helping largely to spread a conception of the greatness of 
the Empire. After all, there's nothing so conducive to a feeling of import- 
ance as a second-hand frock coat on the shoulders of a dusky purchaser. 


The old “Wonderland” in Whitechapel Road has been razed to the 
,vound, after a highly variegated career. Concert hall, menagerie, tem- 
porary post office, boxing hall, synapocuc, and cinema show, it is destined 
to shine as the very last word in picture palaces as soon as building opera- 
tions can be commenced. It is to be known as “The Rivoli.” Asa syna- 
gogue, ‘“ Wonderland” had a spaciousness that lent itself admirably to 
the purpose. Here, year after year, some continental Chazan of repute 
would minister, assisted by his own choir, and very often the hall was 
packed to its limits. . 


Centrally situs ted, it scems rather a pity that steps were not taken 
to secure the site +f Wonderland for the purposes of a Commrunal hall. 
the piace could’ Lave been put to a score of uses; the Jewish Free Read- 
ing Rooms, I knew, would have been not least appreciative of its tenants. 
Our foresight, I feel at times, is somewhat overrated. 


How many people are aware that the choice of Warden of Toynbee 
Hall has fallen upon none other than Mr. J. J. Mallon, once the leading 
igure in the administration of the National Anti-Sweating League’? The 
choice would seem to be a particularly propitious one, remembering Mr. 
Mallon s first-hand acquaintance with social and industrial movements, as 
with every phase of life in the teeming East End. Time and again the 
Warden-to-be has assured me that stories of sweating among East End 
Jews were vastly exaggerated. ‘* The greener,’ he once remarked to me, 
“18 seldom a greener for long. If he does work long hours for others, he 
‘§ just garnering experiences that will serve him in good stead when he 
blossoms out into an employer on his own account.” Such Jewish 
organisations as enjoy the hospitality of Toynbee Hall will find in Mr. 
Mallon a charming and understanding host. 


Do you remember the fuss they used to make about the institution 
of “key money ” in the East End? Do you recall the brave splutterings 
of the British Brothers’ League at these “intolerable exactions”? I do. 


And so I smiled just a bit when reading of a case in the King’s Bench’ 


Division in which a non-Jewish defendant in a non-Jewish neighbourhood 
averred that “fifty, forty, and thirty pounds’ premiums were being 
offered for houses in the district.” Time does. indeed, bring its revenges. 
What say those British Brothers now? 


They tell me that an East End baker, fined continously for supplying 
uew bread to his clients in spite of the regulation to the contrary, kept a 
box on his counter for “donations to Fine Fand.” Whilst the volume of 
these donations did not quite come up to expectations, it.certainly 
relieved the erring baker of much of the responsibility of his wrong-doing. 
Personally, I'd like to fine every one of these idiotic contributors. They, 
with their insistent demand for freshly-baked bread, led the man along 
the path that inevitably ended in the police court. And we wonder why 
the “ foreign Jew ” is anathema!

It is a pleasure to be able to write that the “ Hebrew Comedians ” 
have entered upon a less offensive phase of activity, and that to the most 
hyper-sensitive Jew there is little in their repertoire that can be 
legitimately rogarded as giving offence.

Dr. Bernhard Guttmann, one of the poies journalists in Germany, 
writing in the Frankfurter Zeitung on life in London to-day, says, that in his 
view there is only one outstanding achievement in the dramatic world during 
the past five years : Moscovitch’s “ Shylock" in “ The Merchant of Venice.”

_— Shylocks, cach one eager to cut the throbbing heart from the breast 
of the other.”’ |

the Queen's Hall on Monday week was the fact of her playing three big piano-. 


forte concertos in one programme. Contrast of style was provided by the 
of Beethoven’s Concerto in G, Mackenzie's ** Scottish Concerto and 
‘hat of Yorke Bowen (No. 2). With the assistance of the Queen’s Hall 
Orchestra, under Sir Henry J. Wood, Miss Gray acquitted herseli creditably, 
and proved hersell a pianist of promise. 

The chiet vocal recital of the week was that given by Miss Phyllis Lett 
at the Queen’s Hall with the assistance of Sir Henry Wood and his orchestra. 
A generous and most comprehensive programme was carried out by this well. 
known singer, and it would be difficult to say in which type she achieved most 
success—ain her selection of sacred, or dramatic, or ballad Songs. Two new 
works, by Dorothy Howell, entitled “‘ A Sunset,” and “ A. South-Wester,”’ 
male pleasant hearing, and had the additional novelty of erchestral accom. 
ent. 


Another well-known operatic singer was heard in Miss Maggie Teyie at 


‘the ASolian Hall on Thursday week, and also in Miss Emilia Conti at the. 


Wigmore Hall, Both are finished artists, and so well-known to the public 
that their performances need but little notice. 

A new singer was heard in Mr. Harold Williams, a young Australian 
baritone, recently demobilised from the Army. At his recital at the Wigmore 
Hall, on Thursday week, he created a very favourable impression ‘by his 


manly and unaffected style of delivery, and by the good quality of his tone., 
He nas a gift tor sympathetic expression and is able to display dramatic feeling, 


without exagyerated gesture. 

Among other concerts of the week may be mentioned those given by 
Mr. Douglas Marshall and Aubyn Ramar, Mr. W. H. Helliwell, a clever 
pianist, and Messrs. John Goss and Lloyd Powell. 

In the evening, at the olian Hall, Madame Lubov Ber gave a recital of 
Russian Folk and Gipsy songs, which she sang with a vivid mtensity that 
made ther distinctive and forceful. She had additional assistance from 
Mr. Max Chelminsky and Mr. Louwis Godowsky, who contributed violin solos, 

with his accustomed purity and brilliance of tone. 


The Seottish Orchestra has resumed its activities, in Edinburgh, under 


the direction of its new conductor, Mr. Landon Ronald. At the opening 
concert last week, conductor, orchestra and audience were equally enthusiastic. 

The outstanding event of the week, however, was the Annual: Benefit: 
Concert given to Mr. Robert Newman at the Queen’s Hall. Few managers 
have done so much for music in general as Mr. Newman, and every honour is; 
due to him. Detailed criticism of the actual programme is unnecessary, save 
to say that it comprised familiar works of Wagner, Berlioz, and Beethoven, 
finely interpreted by the orchestra, conducted by Sir Henry J. Wood. Miss. 
Carrie Tubb was the vocalist and Mr. Leonard Borwick the pianist. It was 
easentially a concert devised to show the esteem in which Mr. Newman is 
_fheld both by musicians and by the public. It was thoroughly enjoyed by all 
concerned. 
. A large audience assembled for the recital of Mr. Busoni at the Wigmore 
Hall. The great virtuoso pianist responded splendidly to the calls made upon 
his.powers. It is impossible to speak too highly of the tonal quality of his 
playing, or the brilliance of his technique. His rendering of the Beethoven 
Sonata in C, and Liszt's tragic B minor Sonata, came well nigh to perfection. 
- In conclusion came the widely contrasting Chopin group in whieh Mr, Busoni 
completed bis afternoon's triumph.

succeeded in distinguishing himself by his great 
intellectual capacity, bis generosity, and, above all, 
by his countenance. 

It is impossible for an Israelite to conceal his race, 
he may go to the extent of camouflaging his name, but 
he cannot camouflage his countenance. Bat the 
Jewish ambition is worthy of greatest note ; the aspira- 
tions of the Jew may be partially stifled through ack 
of scope and inadequate means, but with that dogged 
perseverance ever characteristic 1 him he will 
struggle indefatigably to attain bis goal, determined 
not to be hampered by whatever vicissitudes he may 
be subjected to in his endeavours. Of all races, no 
race yet possessed such glorious ideals as the Jew has. 
The Goluth of more than two thousand years of per- 
secution and oppression has not suppressed the noble 
idealism within his soul: be has been eminent from 
time immemorial, and other religions have sought to 

reach the Jews’ lofty sentiments. As with other 
hings, he will overthrow obstacles and fight 
invulnerabiy until he emerges crowned with success. 
As I write, i recall that famous passage 1D Zanz: ‘if 
there are ranks 1D suffering, Israel takes precedence 
of all nations; if the duration of sorrows and the 
patience with which they are Dorme ennoble, the Jews 
are among the aristocracy of every land; if a litera- 
ture is called rich in the possession of a few classical 
tragedies, what shall we say to @ national tragedy 
lasting for fifteen hundred years, in which the poets 
and ‘the actors were also the heroes?” Of greatest 
aocount in the life of every Jew is his religion ; if he 
be a true Israelite he is epamoured with the beautiful 
traditions, the great rabbinical teachings and laws, 
the customs and festivals which the Jewish religion 
demands. for this alone, the Jew has more Or 
less preserved his oneness ; his religion is 
of himself, and he cannot exist without it. The 
great tragedy of the Jew lies with those children 
of Israel who have sought assimilation. How many 
times within memory has occurred that im the 
case of @ man guilty of such he fervently expresses 
a desire on his death-bed that he be buried im his 
and Tephillim, and remain son of Israel 
or ever. ; 

So long as the Jew exists he will be ever 
er on for his great intellect and clear vision 
jemand such. Few of our brethren, I am happy 
say, are content to remain obscurity.-- 2ours 
sincerely, RACHEL SiPKLY.
